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ATA GENERAL COURT 



Of the United Compant of Merchants of England^ 

TRADING TO THE EaST-InDIES, 

Held at their House in Leadenhall Street, 
On Wednefday, the 1 8th December, 1 799, at 1 2 o'clock at Noon. 

The Deputy Chairman acquainted the Court, that (ince their 
laft meeting, the Court of Directors had received advices from India, 
containing the fettlement of the Myfore Dominions, in confequgice of 
the capture of Seringapatam.

Extract of Letter from the Secret Committee of the Court of 
Directors, to the Governor General in Council of Bengal ; dated 
i8th June 1798. 

We take the earlleft Opportunity of acquainting you> that we have received In- 
formation from His Majefty's Minifters^ that a very large Armament of Ships^ Troops, 
Klilitary Scores, &c. &c. has been lately fitted out at Toulon, and that it failed from 
thence on the 19th Ult« Although the ultimate Objcd of this Armament has not 
been afcertaioed, it is not improbable, from many circumftances that have tranfpired^ 
and from the Spirit of daring Adventure, by which the French have been adhiated 
during the prefent War, that its Deftination may be for India, either (having firft 
taken Pofleffion of Egypt) by way of the Red Sea ; down the Coaft of that Sea ; or 
even perhaps by the Black Sea, or by Buflbra ; His Majefty's Minifters have there- 
fore informed us, that immediate Meafures will be taken for a confiderable Augmen- 
tatioB of the European Force in the Eaft-Indies : You may therefore exped that not 
lefs than Four Thoufand feafoned and difciplined Troops, and perhaps a larger Num- 
ber, may be fent to the Company^s Settlements with all poflible Expedition, Part^of 
which will, we truft, reach India not many months after the Receipt of this Difpatch. 

Should the Expedition, notwithftanding the Meafures taken by his Majefty's 
Government to intercept and defeat it in the Mediterranean, reach Egypt, and be de- 
fiined for India, by either of the Routes we have mentioned, a Part of His Majefty's 
Fleet, confining of Two Men of War, and probably a Sloop now under Difpatch for 
India, will be ordered to be fi:ationed in the Straits of Babelmandel, and in the 
Gulph of Perfia, for the Purpofe of intercepting any Force that may be proceeding 
to India that Way. 

A Copy of a Proclamation iflued at the Mauritius in the Month of March laft, 
has been already tranfmitted to our feveral Prefidencies by Mr. Fringle, the Com- 
pany's Agent at the Cape of Good Hope* We are unable to judge whether this

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Proclamation be m Reality what Its Import declares it to be, and Tippoo has really 
conceived any hoftile Dcfigns againft the Britifh Empire in India, or intended merely 
as a Feint, with a View to embroil us with that Prince Our refpeaive Governments 
will of pourfc have taken fuch precautionary Meafures in confcquence as ap- 
peared to them neceflary, and applicable to exifting Circumftances. 

Our Empire in the Eaft has ever been an Objc<a of Jealoufy to the French, and 
we know that their former Government entertained fanguine Hopes of being able 
to reach India by a (horter Paflage than round the C^pe of Good Hope, and we 
have no doubt that the prefent Government would rilk a great deal, and even adopt 
Meafures of amoft enterprizing and uncommon Nature, for the Chance of reducing, 
if not annihilating, the Britifli Power and Confequence in that Quarter of the 
World. To efFcft this, without the Aid and previous Concert of one of the Indian 
Powers, feems alrpoft impoflible, and^ would fcarcely be attempted* In the prefent 
Situation of India, Tippoo appears the fitteft Inftrument to be employed in the Fur- 
therance of fuch ambitious Projefts, 

It is highly improbable, that Tippoo ihould have entered into any League with 
the French, without fome apparent Preparation on his Part of an hoftile Nature in 
Furtherance of their defign. If fuch therefore, fliall have been the Cafe, it would 
be neither prudent nor politic to wait for adual hoftilities on his Part. .We there- 
fore recommend, that if you (hall not have adopted the neceflary Meafures for 
bringing Tippoo to a fatisfa<9:ory Explanation before the Receipt of this Difpatcb, 
that you ftould immediately take the proper Steps for fo doing, accompanying this 
Enquiry with fuch a Difpofition of your Force as may give effeft to it ; and Ihould 
you judge, either from his Anfwers, or from the Steps he is taking, that his Defigns 
are fuch as the French Proclamation reprelcnts, aAd that he is making Preparations 
to adt hoftilely againft us; we think it will be more advifable not to wait for fuch 
an Attack, but to take the moft immediate and moft decifivc Meafures to carry our 
Arms into our Enemy's Country, not failing, at the fame Tinrie, to make known to 
the Pov^ers in Alliance with us, the Neccflity of fuch Meafures, and that we have not 
in View a wanton Attack upon our inveterate Enemy, with a Defign to augment our 
own Power, but a neceflary and juftifiable Defence of our own Pofieflions, and calling 
upon them for the Afliftancc tjicy arc under Engagements to fumiih us. 

But aUhot>gh we hare thus recommended Energy, Firmnds, and E>ecifion, in 

your

your Condu£t towards Tippoo^ we rely upon your ufiog the Latitude allowed you 
in the preceding Parargraph with the utmoft Difcretion, that we may not be involved 
in a War in India, without the mbft inevitable ^eceffity, of which Neceffity we- 
leave you to be the fole Judges. And as it is impoflible for us to conjedture, (hould 
either the Proclamation circulated at the Mauritius be founded, or the Force oow 
in the Mediterranean be really dcftined for India, what Meafures the implacable 
Revenge and ra(h Entcrprize of the French, may induce them to undertake agalnft 
the Bricilh Power in India; we can only exhort our fcveral Governments to be 
conftantly upon their Guard, and watchful againft Surprife, by not only keeping the 
Troops in perfcft Order for Aftion, and our Forts and Garrifons in conftant Prepa- 
ration of Defence, but if it fhall appear neceflary, by encouraging Military Aflbcia- 
tions amongft our Civil Servants and others, as in this Country, which may be 
prepared to ad on any Emergency 5 ^nd in carefully keeping in view every Channel 
through which it may be poflible for France to get an European Force out to India,* 
and taking precautionary Meafures to prevent it. 

We have tranfmitted Copies of this Difpatch to our Governments of Madras. 
and Bombay.

Copy of a Letter from~the Secret Committee of the Court of Di- 
rectors to the Governments in India ; dated the 26th November, 
1798. 

Our Letter to you of the i8th Junelaft, inclofed a Copy of our Orders to the 
Governor General in Council of the fame Date, relative to the Expedition from 
Toulon under General Buonaparte, and direfiing your Obedience thereto, h far as 
Ihould refped your Prefidency. 

Our fubfequcnt Advices of July and Auguft, will have informed you of the 
Appointment of Mr. Jones to refide at the Court of the Pacha of Bagdat, as well as of 

the 
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the Objedts of his MifTion^ and of the Reinforcements already fcnt und now fending 
out to India. 

Since the Date of our Letter of June laft, above alluded to, the landing of Buo- 
naparte in Egypt has been fully confirmed; and although, by the glorious vidlory of 
Admiral Nelfon over the Fiench Fleet near Alexandria^ and the Oppofition made to 
their Progrefs through Egypt by the Arabs under the Authority of the Porte, the 
Defigns of the French have been confiderably impeded, yet if contrary to our Hopes 
and ExpeAations, he (hould be able to eftablifh himfelf in Egypt, we cannot but ftill 
be under Apprehenfions for the Safety of our Indian Pofleflions. Thefe ApprehenQons 
arc confiderably increafed in confequence of fome Hints lately fuggcfted by the 
Right Honorable Henry Dundas, that, if the French (hould be able to fubdue Egypt, 
and to eftablifh their Authority in that Country, it is likely their next progreffive 
Meafure would be to fecure the Comniunication of the Red Sea with the Gulph of 
Cambay, at the narrow Straits of Babelmandel ; and, if in their Power, to detach a 
fufficient Force to take Poflcffion of the IQand of Perim, fituatc between the Two 
Points which include thofe Straits. 

The Pofleflion of this Station will be of the greateft Importance to the French^ 
in fecuring the Advantages they propofe to themfelves in the Conqueft of Egypt, 
and confequently it is well deferving of the utmoft Vigilance and Exertion on the 
Fart of Great Britain, to defeat any Plan they may entertain to get it into their 
Hands. If we (hould fucceed in making ourfelves Matters of that liland, it would 
be impoffible, in the firft Inftance, for any Ships to pafs the Straits againft a fuperior 
Naval Force fiationed there. It may then be fecured and fortified, by the Applica- 
tion of fuch Materials as its Situation may afford, for completing its permanent De- 
fence, and for effedually commanding the Channels through which Ships muft pafs 
to the Indian Ocean. 

We underftand that the liland of Perim is a low rocky Subfiance, about Five 
Miles in Length and Two in Breadth ; that it poflefTes a good Harbour ; that the 
Channel which divides it from the African Coaft, though Fourteen or Fifteen Miles 
acrofs, is but little frequented, on account of the numerous Rocks and Shoals which 
obftruft it, infomuch as to render it nece(rary for Veflels that do attempt it, to fleer 
dofc under the weftern Point of the Ifland, and that the extreme Breadth of the other 
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Channel is lefs than two Leagues, and that this Space cannot be navigable^ nor 
the deep Water every where at fo great a Diftance from the Ifland as to be out of 
the Reach of its Batteries, whether ereAed on the Shore, or on artificial Projedions 
within the Sea, if (uch (hould be found neceffary to the entire Command of the 
Paffage. 

We have entered thus fully :nto Detail, to Ihew the Importance of taking 
PofTeflion of the IQand of Perim without Delay ; nor is Difpatch alone neceffary , but 
Secrecy, i^ equally indifpenfable, as it is not improbable that provifional Meafures 
have been taken by the French to affemble fome VefTels of Burthen at the Port of 
Suez, to co-operate, in whatever Way their Services may be wanted, with the pri- 
mary Expedition, and if the Defigo were known, they would detach a force, at all 
Hazards, to fecure tlie firft Poffeffion of it. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas ha3 further informed us, that although the Commanders 
of His Majefly's Fleets in Ibdia have already been direfted to ufc every Effort in 
their Power to fruflrate the Defigns of ^he French in the Expedition under Buopa^ 
parte, yet fpecial Orders will be fent out to the Commander in Chief of His Majefty's 
Naval Force in the Indian Seas, as foon as poffible to detach to the Straits of 
Babelmandel fuch a Force, as according to the Information he fhall have received, 
he may judge fufficient for the Service, in the Inflru£lions to take PofTeflion of the 
liland of Perim, by whatever Power it m^y be occupied at the Time. 

The Importance of the Meafure we have thus (tinted out, will enfurc yout 
moft cordial Endeavours in promoting the fame by every Means within your Power. 
The Security of our moft valuable Pofleflions in India, if not our very Exiflence 
there, depends upon defeating the prefent formidable and inveterate Defign of the 
French ag^infl thofe Pofleffions,

Par. I. By my Letter difpatdied overland from Fort St. George, I had the 
H6nor to inform you of my Arrival at that Prcfidency on the 26th of April. 

1 2. While I was engaged m coofidering the Means of improving tlie intenial 
Order and Management of your Financea, I fcceived Imelligeiite which led me to 
apprehend. the Approach of a War with Tippoo Sultaun, aided by a French Force. 
Tofirr Secret Committee is \h Pofietlion of this Intelligence, of which the Refult on 
my "Mind was a lifm Conviftion, that the Safety of yout Polftffions in the Penin- 
Tula of India demanded that your Armies ihould be placed in an zStivt and earl/ 
State of Preparation for War. Accordingly, having apprized the Governor of Fort 
St. George, as early as the 8ih of June, of my ApprehenGons of the Defigns of the 
Etremy, and haViiig direded his Attention to the Probability of our being involved 
in Hoftilities, on the aoth of June 1 ifliieA my Gnil Orders to the Governments of 
Fort St. George and Bombay, for ^aHrng yottf Afmies into the Field on the Coafts 
of Coromandel and Malabar. . Thefe Orders have bem executed ; and I truft that 
the fubiequent Diiclofure of the Projeds entertained by, Fcance againft the 9ritUh 
Empire in India, and the adventurous and daring Spine with which thofe PrDJe&s 
have been profecuted^ will fufficiently juftify to yoar Honorable Court the Meafures 
of Precaution, which I deemed it my Duty to adopt for the Defence of your Ter- 
ritories, although the immediate EfTeA of thofe Meafures has neceflarily occafioned 
a large Increafe of your Expenfes, a Diminution of your commercial Inveftmenr^ 
and a Sufpenfion of the Improvements which I had hoped to have accomplilhed in 
the (State of your pecuniary Affairs. 

13. It would have been a nK>ft improvident and miftaken Economy, to have 
hazarded the permanent Safety of the Britifli Empire in India, and to have aban^ 
doned the Sources of your commercial Profperity, without Defence, to the Attack 

of 
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of die Eoemy, for tke Purpofe of prefisrviog a fpecious and cklufirc Appeutnce of 
Securisj in a Conjundure of real Danger. 

14. I am perfuaded that the Wifdom and Juftice of your Honorable 
G>urt, will readily approve the Policy of facrificing a Degree of temporary Advan* 
tage> to the important Objed of providing an cffedual Prote£lion for the Foundations 
ofyour lrademnd8ieveniie» and for the lafiing tranquillity of your Pofle0ions in 
lodtiu 

15. Under the expedatton of an approaching War with Tippoo Sultaun, aided 
by tbc Flench, the State of our Alliances with the Country Powers became an anxious 
Objed of my Confideration. 

i6. I bare fdbanited a fuU Detail of my Opinions and Proceedings upon 
tfak Subje£^ to your Secret Cbmmtttee, bot it is ray Duty in this Place to requeft 
the AttentioQ of your Hoaorabte Court, to the Condidon in which I found our 
AUiaace wkh his Higboels tke Nizam, mtid to the happf Improvement which 
Circiimfianccs have enabled me to effeft in the Nature of our Connexion with that 
Ptincei 

1 7. The Corps commanded l>y French Officers tn the Service of the Nizam^ 
which, dtnii^ the kft War with Mylbre, amounted to no n&ore dian 1500 Men, and 
was at that Period of Time fo dcfiedtive in point ^ Difcipiiae, as to be rather an 
Objeftof Contempt than of Jealoufy to your Govermrents in India, had gradually 
augmented its Numbers, and improved its Difciplinie, under the Conunand of the 
late MonOeur Raymond, until at the Period of my Arrival tn India it had nearly 
reached the Number of 14,000 Men, and had obtained a Degree of Difcipline 
fapexiar, in every Refped, to that of any native Infantry in India, excepting the 
Sepoys entertained in your Service* 

1^. Tktf Corps formed the largeft and nx>ft efficient Branch of the Military 
Eflablifliment of his Highccfs ; and the French Officers had acquired a conGderable 
AToendency in his Donainitms, and had maniFcfted on feveral Occafioos the Symptoms 
of a Difpofition (b arrogant, overbearing, and adventurous, as to excite Alarm in 
the Minds of His Htghne&and of his Miaifters. Althougb His Highneis had entered 
into no Engagement or Obligation vihich in any Degree bound him to retain this 
Party in his Service, and although their fudden DiGniffion would at any Time have 
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been warranted by every Principle of Juftice, and their Continuance at Hyderabad 
threatened the Independence, if not the Exiftence of His Highnefs's Throne;, yet 
the Nizam and his Miniftqrs confcfled their Inability to check the G;"Owth of a 
Power of which they acknowledged the dangerous Influence^ and dreaded the 
deftrudtive EfFea. 

* 

19. The Principles of the French Ofiicers con[)manding this Army, ^were 
avowedly the fame with thofe of the Perfons who, for fomc Time pad, have exercifird 
the Powers of Government in France, and their Enmity to the Britifti Iptcrefts was 
declared on all Occafions. While this Army, commanded by Frenchmen of fucl^ 
Principles and Views, and of fuch uncontrouled Power, remained io the Service of 
the Nizam, his Highnefs's Alliance muft haveprovcd a Source rather of Danger than 
of A-d vantage to the Company in the Event of a War with Tippoo Siiltaun, and 
that Danger would have been greatly ag^avated by any co-operation which 
might have been aflFordcd to Tippoo from France. Various other Confrderations will 
occur to the Wifdom and Experience of your Honorable Court, to prove the direft 
and collateral Effefts which the Exiftence of a numerous armed French Party, in the 
Center of the Decan, muft have produced^ whether in Time of War or of Peace 
upon the whole Frame of your Political Interefts in India. 

10. Under thefe Circumftances the ExpuKion of the French Party from the 
Court of Hyderabad, appeared to me to be a neceflary Part of that Sydlem of Pre- 
caution and Defence by which I hoped to be enabled either to encounter the.Preflure 
of War, 6r to fecure the Advantages of Peace« 

21. With thefe Views, on the 8th of July, I inftrufled the afting Refident at 
Hyderabad to open a Negotiation with his Highnefs the Nizam, propoiing an Addi« 
tion to the BritiOi Detachment ferving at Hyderabad, and fttpulating for thcDifmif- 
fion of the Corps commanded by French Officers in His Highnefs's Service. . . 

22. A new SCibfidiary Treaty, fpunded on this Bafis, and embracing other col* 

lateral Arrangements (particularly fuch Conditions as appeared neceftary for the 

Removal of all Caufes of Je loufy, and for the Reftoration of Union and Concord. 

between our two Allies, the Pcftiwa and the Nizam) was figned by His Highoefs* 

at Hyderabad on the ift September, and ratified by me in Council on the 1 8th of 

the fame inoath* 

23. By 
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13. By this Treaty an Increafe is made in the Briti(h fubfidiary Force fcrving 
with His Highnefj of 4,400 Men, and an Increafe in the annual Subfidy paid by Hi» 
Highnefs, of about Nineteen Lacks of Rupees; the former Subfidy having been 
53,713 Arcot Rupees per Menfem, and the Subfidy under the new Treaty being 
2,01,425 Arcot Rupees per Menfem, or 24,17,100 Arcot Rupees per Annunu 

24, The Subftance of this Treaty was communicated to the Pefliwa, botb 
previouQy and fubfequently to its Conclufion ; and at both Periods he cxprefled bis 
entire Approbation of the Nature and Tendency of the new Engagements, as welt 
in their Operation upon the Intercfts of the Mahratta Empire, as upon thofc of the 
Nizam. 

25, On the 13th July I ordered the Government of Fort St. George to afTeoi- 
ble foch a Force in the Guntoor Circar, as might enable me to fulfil the Subfidiar]^ 
Engagements of the Company under the new Treaty, at the earlieft poflible Period 
fubfequent to its Conclufion. This Meafure was executed with the utmoft Degree of 
Promptitude and Alacrity by Lieutenant General Harris (at that Tinae uniting ia 
his Perfon the Ofiices of Governor of Fort St. George, and Commander in Chief 
on the Coaft of Coromandel); to whofe Zeal and public Spirit, and prompt Obe« 
dience on all Occafions wherein I have entrufled him with the Execution of tnf 
Orders^ I am happy to be able to bear this public Teilimony* 

a6. The Britifh Detachment under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Roberti 
reached Hyderabad on the 10th of Oflober; and on the 22d O^ober, under the 
Orders of His Highnefs the Nizam, and with the Co-operation of a Body of his 
Cavalry, furroundcd the Camp of the French Army, difarmed all the Sepoys, and 
fecured the Perfjns of all the French Officers then in the Camp. 

27. This Operation was happily ef!eded without Bloodshed and without Conteft» 
A Mutiny having broken out in the French Camp on the preceding Day, and the 
Sepoys having imprifoned their Officers ; the Refident at Hyderabad and Lieutenairi 
Colonel Roberts, wich the Confent of the Nizam, judicioufly availed themfelves of 
this favourable Opportunity to execute this important Meafure without Difficult/ 
or Danger. 

28. The Amount of the French Force difarmed on this Occafion, was about 
11,000 Men, from which Circumftance your Honourable Court will obferve that a 
Part of the Corps was abfent on Detachment, as will appear by Reference to the Re- 
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turn, N? 2, of the French Officers arrefted on the iid ofOftober; Meafures have 
been taken for the Arrcft of thofe who commanded the detached Force. The French 
Officers, by my particular Orders, were treated with every pradticable Degree of 
Attention and Humanity. At the Period of , their Arreft by c^ur Troops, their Perfons 
were m Confinement, and their Lives in Danger, from the Mutiny prevailing in their 
Camp ; and the greateft Difficulty which Colonel Roberts encountered was, that of 
refcuing the imprifoned Officers from the Violence of their own Sepoys. Particular 
Care was taken to fave the Property of the Officers for their Ufe, as well as to obtain 
for them fuch Arrears of Pay and Allowances as were due to them from His Highnefs. 
Captain Kirkpatrick informs me, that he has been completely fuccefsful in effefting 
both thefc delirable Objeds. The French Officers are now on their Paflage to this 
Prefidcncy on board the Bombay Frigate, which 1 had previoufly flationed at Mafuli- 
patam for their Accommodation : On th(ir Arrival at Calcutta, it is my Intention to 
receive them with the Confideration due to their refpeftive Ranks, and to allow them 
every Indulgence compatible with the Security of their Perfons. I propofe to fend 
them to Europe by the earlieft Opportunity •, ufing the Precaution of difperfing them 
in diffi^rent Ships.

29. On their Arrival in England^ I have engaged that they (hall not be treated as 
Prifoncrs of War, but (hall be immediately tranfported to France, without fuffering 
any Detention for an Exchange of Prifoners. The Treaty under which this Meafure 
was executed, has been already forwarded overland to your Secret Committee, and 
it now forms a Number of the Secret Difpatch by the Eurydice. 

30. The Effed of the Meafure will, I truft, be highly favourable to your Poli- 
tical Interefts in the Peninfula of India. The Britiih Subfidiary Force now ftationed 
in the Dominions of His Highnefs the Nizam, while it mufl: tend to cement the Con- 
nedbion between the Company and that Prince, and to render him a more ufcful and 
efficient Ally in the event of War, will operate at all Times as an effeftual Proteftion 
to your Pofleffions in the Northern Circars ; and the total Subvcifion of the French 
Influence in the Decan, under all the Circumftances of the prefent Moment, is an 
Event from which I expeft to derive, not only additional Security for your Territo- 
ries, but for the general Tranquillity of India. 

31. Among your Servants who have been concerned in the Execution of my 
Orders on this Occaiion^ I have already recommended Lieutenant General Harris to 

your 
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your favourable Notice ; to his Name it is my Duty to add thofe of Captain Kirk- 
patrick, and of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts. I found the former in the Situation of 
A6ting Refident at Hyderabad ; and to his Zeal, Addrefs, Difcretion aod Firmnefs» I 
attribute the early Succefs of the Negotiation entrufted to his Management. 

3^. Upon the Refignation of Colonel Kirkpatrick, I took Occafion to manifeft 
my Senfe of Captain Kirkpatrick's Merits, by appointing him Refident at the Court 
of the Nizam. 

33. To the Ability and Temper of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, afting under 
the judicious Inftrudions of the Refident, I attribute the complete and fatisfadlory 
Execution of the Articles of the Treaty relating to the Difmiflion of the French Army ; 
and his conciliatory and humane Conduft towards the Officers deferves the higheft 
Commendation. 

34. The Rumours which have prevailed of the intended Approach of Zeman 
Shah to the Frontier of Hindoftan, although of a vague and contradictory Nature, 
appeared to me not wholly undefcrving of Attention ; and I have the Satisfaction to 
inform you, that every poffible Precaution has been taken for the effeftual Defence 
of the Frontier of Oude. I am happy to b^ able to inform you, that although I 
found the Subfidy of the Nabob Vizier confiderably in Arrear, I have fucceeded in 
perfuading his Excellency to difcharge a large Part of it ; and, in Juftice to his JEx- 
cellency, I am bound to declare, that I have found him fincercly difpofcd to fulfil 
his Engagements under the Treaty, concluded by Lord Teignmouth, and to manifeft 
on every Occafion a cordial Attachment to the Interefts of the Company. The Siru- 
at'on of Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the Ncceffity of providing againfl: 
the poffible Event of War with Tippoo Sultaun, have hiiherto prevented me from 
vifiting the upper Provinces. But I have not been unmindful of the Affairs of Oude; 
and I truft that I (hall foon be able to turn my undivided Attention to the Improve- 
ment of the Civil and Military Eftablilhments of the Nabob Vizier. 

35. Although I have deemed it my Duty to call your Armies into the Field 
in every Part of India, my Views and Expedations arc all direfted to the Preferva- 
tion of Peace, which, in the prefent Crifis, cannot otherwife be fecured than by a 
State of forward Preparation for War. In the mean while, you may rely on my 
unremitting Efforts to confine your Expcnfes within the moft narrow Liniits, and 
to rife your commercial inveftment to the higheft Scale, compatible with the indif- 
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peiiiable Nccf ffity of providing for the Security of your Poflcffions. In the Execu* 
lioii of my Orders fof the Proteftion of your Territories on the Coafl of Malabar, 
I am mach indebted to the Zeal and Diligence of Mr. Duncan and General Stuart ; 
and theVigilancc and Firmnefs manifefted by the Government of Botubay, on the 
firft Intelligence of the Progrefs of the French Arms in Egypt, have obtained my 
public and cordial Approbation* It is alfo a peculiar Saiisfadion to me to inform 
your Honorable Cpurt, that I have received from Lord Clive the moft ready and 
honorable Support in the Preparations for the Defence of the Carnatic ; and that, 
repoHng the moft implicit Confidence in his Lordfliip's anxious Solicitude for the 
Profperity of the general Adminiftration of your Affairs entrufted to my Hands, as 
Well as in his affiduous Attention to the peculiar Duties of his own Station, I expcfl 
to derive conliderable Benefit to your Service from a fincere Union with him, in the 
important Talk of prefcrving and improving the Interefls committed to our joint 
Charge. 

36. Notwithfianding the great ftrength of the military force now in India, I 
have deemed it my Duty, for the further Security of this Prelidcncy, to embody 
the Militia, compofed of the European and Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, and 
my Orders for this Purpofe have been obeyed wkh an Alacrity and Zeal which 
flrongly indicate the Refolution of youi Civil Servants, and of all the European and 
Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, to devote their perfonal Services to the Defence 
of the Seat of your Supreme GovernnKnt, in any Exigency which may arife. My 
Intention is to eflablifh this ufeful Corps upon a permanent Foundation, as an Infti* 
tution from which great Advantage may hereafter be derived.

The Governor General. 

The critical ftatc of our aftual fituatlon with Tippoo, muft ncceflarily reqirire 
frequent references to the Governor General in Council, on a variety of injportant 
-points, which will demand a prompt and imoiediate dedfion. My continuance in 
Bengal during fuch a crifis, might have been attended with great inconvenience to 
the public fervice, and the fcafoa for aflive operations might have been confumed, 
before my opinion could have been obtained on the feveral emergencies which may 
be expeftcd to arife. The confideration of this inconvenience is the principal mo- 
live, which has induced me to proceed to this Prefidency ; and I am happy 10 take 
this opportunity of declaring, that I fhould not have felt my prefence to have been 
at all requifitc for the purpofe of adding energy or vigour to fuch branches of the 
public fervice, as fall within the particular duty of this Government. I am per- 
fedly fatisfied with the conduft of this Government, in the refpedtable hands to 
which it has been committed ; and I am perfuad^d that I fhould always have found 
the fame cordial, manly, and honorable fupporc from your LordOiip in Council, 
which has already obtained the public teftimony of my unqualified approbition. 
My objed, therefore, in taking my feat at this Board, is no other than to deprive 
our enemies of the advantages which they might derive, under the prefent circum-* 
fiances, from the remote fituation of the power entrufled to me from the probable 
fcc;ie of adtion. The provifions of the iaw require, that the authority of the Go- 
vernor in Council at Fort St. George, fliould be vetted in my hands during my rcfi- 
dence at this Prefidency : the public ads and proceedings of this Government mutt 
accordingly pafs in my name •, but T, anxious as well from motives of perfonal re- 
fpeft, as from confiderations conneded with the public fervice,. that my refidence at 
this Prefidency fhould in no degree impair the prefent or future dignity and influ- 
ence of Lord Clive \ I therefore am defirous of abftaining from all unneceflTary inter- 
' fcrence in the details of this Government^ nor do I wilh to difturb the fyflem efta- 
blifhed under his Lordfhip*s immediate diredion by the interpofition of my power 
of fuperintendance on the fpot, beyond the limits of the ordinary e:^ercife of that 
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power' at the leat of the Supreme Government In Bengal ; I therefore requeft that 
Xx)rd Clivc, and the members of this Council, will take the trouble of conducing 
the details of this Government^ efpecially thofe which relate to the patronage of the 
Governor in Council, according to the principles which have been obferved by hi^ 
Lordihip iince his arrival in India ; and I am fatisfied that I fliall derive the utmofl; 
degree of advantage from the united zeal, talents, experience, and affiduity of thofe 
whom I have the honor to addrefs, while my principal attention muft be devoted 
to the fuperintendance of the general interefts of all the Company's pofleffions, and 
pf the fecurity and defence of the Britifl) empire in India, againft the various dan* 
gers by which it has recently been menaced.

2. The meafures whi^h have been taken for defeating the defigns of the 
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enemy, and for the proteAion of your poffc(Bons, will doubdefs have been full j 
communicated to your Honorable Court by the Supreme Government; it is there^ 
fore fuflicient for us at prefent to inform you, that, for the effedual execution of 
thofc mcafures, the Right Honorable the Governor Gjcneral has deemed his prefence 
neceflkry at this Prefidency. 

3. In conformity to this refolution, his Lordfhip arrived at this place on th? 
51ft ultimo, upon his Majefty's (hip La Sybellc. 

4. On the 2d inftant a proclamation was accordingly made of his Lordfliip's 

arrival, for the purpofc of exercifing the powers and authorities vefted in him, hf 

the Aft of the 33d of His prcf<?nt Majefty, as Governor General in Council at Fort 

St% George.

Honorable 

I have the honor to inform you, that the army under the comniand of Geiicrai 
Harris entered the territory of Myfore on the 5th inftant* 

The General commenced his operations by the capture of feveral forts upon the 
frontier of Myfore, which it became ncce0ary for our troops to occupy, in order that 
the different convoys from the Baramahal might fuffer no interruption. Thefe forts 
%ere all forrendered without rcfiftance. 
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The lateft accounts from the army are of the loth inftant, wbcn.it had ad- 
vanced to Aricul ; at which time General Harris expected to reach Seringapatam by 
the 24th at fartheft. ^ 

On the day General Harris paflcd the frontier, he forwarded, by my dircAion, vide 
a letter from me; to Tippoo Sultaun, of which a copy is inclofcd. No anfwer had ^*^^ W' 
been received to that letter on the loth inftant. 

No fatisfaftory account of the date of the French army in Egypt has yet reached 
me, nor any intelligence of Commodore Blanket's arrival at his ftation. Since I 
had the honor of addrefling my laft letter to you, I have received the fuUeft and 
moft authentic information of the circumflances dated in the poftfcript of my letter 
of the 13th February, relative to the million of Monf. Dubuc with native Vakeels 
from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Diredory of France. They embarked on 
the 7th ultimo from Tranquebar, and are to touch at the Ifle of France. 

I have the honor to inclofe a Copy of a Declaration publiflied by Lieutenant Vide 
General Harris, in the name of the Allies, on entering the territory of My fore. ^*^* $5* 
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Copy of a Letter froni the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors; dated 20th March, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court of Direftors, 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. In tny feparate difpatch of the 21ft of November, by the Eurydice, I in- 
formed your Honorable Court, that although I had deemed^it my duty to call your 
armies into the field in every part of your pofleflions, my views and expedations 
were all direftcd to the prefervation of peace in India. 

2. In the letter of the 13th of January, from the Governor General in Council 
at Fort St. George, I apprized your Honorable Court of my arrival at this Prefi* 
dency, to which I thought it my duty to proceed from Bengal, in the hope of 
opening a negotiation with Tippoo Sultaun^ for the amicable adjuftment of the 
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differences whicTi had ariKcn between that Prince and the Hooorabte Company's 
Government. 

3. In my difpatches to the Secret Committee of your Honorable Court, I hav^ 
regularly tranfmitted advices of the ftate of political afl&irs in India, and I have 
folly explained the principles which have governed my conduft, not onJy cowards- 
Tippoo Sultaun, but towards all the Native Powers, Gnce I have taken charge of 
the GovernnKnt General. 

4* Having ultimately been compelled to commence hoftilkies againft Tippoo 
Sultaun, it is now become my duty to lay before your Honorable Court an accurate 
detail of the caufes of the war, in which we are engaged. 

5. For this purpofc, it will be neceflary to draw your attention to a period of 
time as remote as the month of June, 1798, and to trace from that date the progrefs 
of thofe eyenjs, which have finally produced the neceflity of rcforting to arms for 
tlie fccurity of your interefts committed to my charge. 

Enclofure, 6. A proclamation iffucd by the Governor General of the Ifle of France, in 

the month of February, 1798J made its firft appearance at Calcutta on the 8th June 
of the fame Year. 

7. This proclamation ftates, that an en>bafly had arrived at the Ifle of France 
with letters from Tippoo Sultaun, addreffed not only to the Government of that 
Mand, but to the Executive Dircdkory of France ; propofing to conclude an offen- 
five and defcnfive alliance with the French, to fubfidi^ieaod to fupply whatever troops 
the French might furnifli to the Sultaun, and to commence againft the Britilh power 
in India, a war of aggreffion, for which the Sultaun is declared to be fully prepared, 
waiting with anxiety the moment when the fuccour of France ih^ll enable him to 
ftfiisfy.his ardent dcficc of eacpeinng the Britifli Nation from India. The procla- 
mation concludes by ofTering encouragement to the fubjefts of France, to enter into 
the fervice of Tippoo Sultaun, on terms to be fixed with his Ambafiadori then on 
the fpot. 

8. AlAiough I was inclined, in the firft inftiance, to doubt the authenticity 
of this extraordinary publication, I tnoqght it advifable to tranfrait a copy of it, 
on the 9th of June, to Lieut. General Harris (,th«rn Governor of Fort St. George, 
and Commander in Chief on the Co?ft of Coromandcl) informing him, that if the 
proclamation fhould prove authentic, it muft lead to a ferious difcuflion with Tippoo 
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Sttki^UA } Md diM^ine LIe^» Qtn/eral Harris to icopfider, without drUy^ the jpfcaos 
of aiieii9Ui.ng the army w the Cpgft of Corom^ndel^ if i^c^S^ty Qioi)14 u^oft\MauJ7 
requirie f^M^h a precaution. 

9* On the i8th June, 1798, I received a regular authentication of the proda* 
mation, in a letter frohi his Excellency the Earl of Macartney, dated the iJith aC 
March ; and, at the fame time, feveral perfons arrived ^ Calcutta, who had bctn 
prefent in the Ifle of France at the time of the publication of the proclamation. 

10. By a firift examination of the mod refpedlable of thefe perfons, I was 
enabled to obtain an aikhendc and accurate ftatemenc of all the inaterial circum- 
ftances attending the publication of the proclamation at the lile of France; the 
fubftance of which ftatement I have already forwarded to your Secret Cotfnmktee^* 
and now have the honor to fubmit to your Honorable Court. 

11. Tippoo Sultaun difpatched two AmbaflfadcMrf, who end>«rked at Mangalore 
for the Ifle ot France, and arrived at Port Nord-oueft in that ifland, towards the 
dofe of the month of January 1798. The Ambafladors were receiyed publicly and 
formally by the French Government, with every circumftance of diftindion and 
refped, and they were entertained at the public expenfe during their continuance 
on the Ifland. 

1 2. Previous to the arrival of the Ambafladors on the Ifland, no idea or 
rumour exifted there of any aid to be furniflied to Tippoo Sultaun by the French,, 
or of any profpeft of a war between that Prince and the Company; but within two 
days after the arrival of the Ambafladors, the proclamation in queftion was fixed up 
in the mod public places, and circulated through the town of Port Nord-t)ueft. 

13. The' Ambafladors, far from pro tefting againft the matter or ftyle of the 
proclamation, held without referve, in the mod public manner, the fame language 
which it contains with refpeft to a waf of aggreffion to be commenced by Tippoo- 
Sultaun againft the Rritifli poflefllons in India, and they even fufiered the proda* 
mation to be publicly diflributed by their agents at the place of their rcfldence. 

14. The Ambafladors were prefent when the French Government proceeded to 
a<5l under the proclamation in queflion ; and the Ambafladors aided and aflifted the 
execution of the proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun^ 
for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in his fcrvice. 
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15. The Ambafladors propofed to levy men to any prafticable extent, Hating 
tKeir powers to be unlirnited with refpeft to the force to be raifed in the name of 
Tippoo Sultaun. They entered into certain ftipulations and engagements in the 
t>ame of the Sultaun (according to the tenor of the laft ^paragraph of the pro- 
clamation) with feveral Frenchmen, and others, particularly with Mr. Dubuc, 
whom the Ambaflabors engaged in the fervtce of their Sovereign, for the exprefs 
purpofe of aflifting in the war to be immediately commenced againft the Britilh 

|>ower in India. 

• 

16. Thie proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of Tippoo's 
Ambafladors at the Ifle of France ; it was diftributed by their agents, it was 
a^vowed in tvtry part by their own public declarations, and finally it was executed^ 
according to its tenor, by their perfonal afliftance and co-operation. 

17. On the 7th of March, 1798, the Ambafladors embarked, at Port Nord- 
oucft, on board the French frigate La Prcneufe, together with the force thus raifed 
in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, amounting to about two hundred men, inclufive 
jof feveral officers, the chiefs of whom were M. Dubuc and Chapuis. 

18. Such IS the ftibftance of the evidence obtained from the perfons who 
were prefcnt in the Ifle of France during the refidence of Tippoo's Ambafladors ; from 
other authentic fources I learnt the fequel of the tranfaftiom 

19. The French frigate La Preneufe, with the Sultaun's Ambafladors, and 
the French troops levied for his fervice, arrived at Mangalore on the 26th April, 

«798. . 

4o. Ati opportunity now occurred of afcertaining, beyond , th^ poffibility of 
doubt, whether the b&s of the Sultaun's AmbaOTadors in the Ifle of France were 
conformable to the inftr unions of their Sovereign. For although the prefumption 
was already fufiiciencly powerful, that the Ambafladors would not have ventured to 
iranfgrcfs the limit of their commiflion in a matter of fuch momentous importance, 
as the concluiion of oflenfive engagements with the French againfl: the Englifh 
EaftJndia Company, it yet remained a qucftion, whether Tippoo Sultaun would 
venture openly to avow proceedings, which could not fail to expofe him to the ju(t 
refentment of your Government. 

^i. This queilion was immediately folved; for the Sultaun, without hefitation, 
permitted the French force to land publicly at Mangalore ; and^ far from manifefting 
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the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the condudt of thcembafly in any part of the 
negottation, he formally received his Ambaffadors, and the French Officers, and 
principal perfons in their fuite, with public an<} extraordinary marks of honor and 
diftindtion ; and finally, he admitted the greater part of the French force raifed for 
the purpofe of making "war upon the Honorable Company, into his fervice, in which 
it is ftill'entertained. 

22* By this public and unequivocal faniSlion, he muft be confidered not only 
to have perfonally ratified the engagenntents contained in the proclamation of the 
Governor General of the Ifle of France, but to have taken the preliminary meafures 
for accompHQiing the defign which the ^rnbafladors had avowed in his name* 

23, Tippoo Sultaun therefore, having aftually concluded ofFcnfive and defcn- 
five engagements with the French againft the Honorable Company ; having coUedted, 
by the aid of the French, a force openly deftined to carry thofe engagements into 
cfFe(ft ; having applied to the Executive Dire<5tory of France for a more powerful 
force deftined to the fame end ; having fignified, through his public AmbaAadors, to the 
enemy, that his preparations for war (as far as they depended upon himfelf) were 
adually complete 5 having avowed the objed of thofe preparations to be the fub- 
verfion of the Britiih Empire in India ; and finally, having declared the delay of the 
meditated btow to proceed from no other caufe, than his expectation of receiving 
fijrther aid from the enemy ; I could not hefitate to pronounce, that he had flagrantly 
violated the treaties of peace fubfifting between him and the Honorable Company ; 
and that he had committed an z&. of direA hoftility and aggrejQion againft theBritifti 
Government in India. 

24, To confirm the conclufions necefl[arily refulting from the fads already 
ftated, I received undoubted information, that Tippoo Sultaun bad, for lome time 
paft, been employed in military preparations, conformably to tbelioftile fpirit of his 
engagements with the enemy ; that the greater part of his army was aftually in a ftate 
of equipment for the field s and that a large portion of it was then encamped under 
bis perfonal command. 

25* To your Honorable Court it would be fuperfluous to obfervc, that no pro- 
vocation had been offered by any of your Governments in India, to juftify or to pal- 
liate any aft of hoftility, or even any emotion of jealoufy or fufpicion, on the part of 
Tippoo Sultaun j'Tjut I think it neceffary to remark in this place, that at the very 
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moment of receiving the authentic copy of the proclamation iflued in the Ifle of 
France, I had ordered the difputcd diftridt of Wynaad to be delivered to the Sultaun^ 
. after a public acknowledgment of the juftice of his claim to that pofTeffion, and I 
bad propofed to open an amicable negotiation for the purpofe of adjufting hrs recent ' 
claims to a part of the diftrift of Coorga^ on fimilar principles of equity, according ta 
the tenor of the feventh article of the treaty of Seringapatam. 

26. The Sultaun himfclf had not attempted to allege even the pretext of a 
grievance againft the Britifli Government, In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a 
Ihort time before the return of the Myforean Ambafladors from the Ifle of France, 
and received at Fort William on the 26th April, 1798, the day on which the French 
force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, ** That his friendly heart is difpofcd to 
^' pay every regard to truth and juftice, and to ftrengthen the foundation of harmony 
^ and concord between the two nations ;'* and he fignifies his delire, that ^* Sir John 
** Shore would imprefs Lord Mornington with a fcnfe of the fricndlhip and unanimity 
** fb firmly fubfifting between the two States/*^ 

27. This is not the language of hoflility, nor evcn-of difcontent. From what 
difpofition in the friendly heart of the Sultaun thefc amicable profefllons have pro- 
ceeded, how they are conneded with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated ta 
flrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a fenfe 
of the firmncfs of the Sultaun's friendfl^ip, your Honorable Court can now determine 
without difficulty, fince it is now proved, that thefe letters were written at the very^ 
criiis when he was in anxious expedation of the houdy arrival of that military fuc- 
cour which he had earneftly folicited from the enemy, for the exprefs purpofe of 
commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company's pofteffio^s.. 

28. That' Tippoo Sultaun had not yet received the efFcdual fuccour which he 
bad folicited from the French, might have been afcribed either to the diftradte4 ftate 
of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs. 
and imbecility of his own councils ; but nekher the meafure of his hoftility, nor of our 
right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, were to b,e eftimated by the magnitude 
of the force which he had adually obtained ; for I knew that his demands of military 
affiftance were unlimited ; I knew that they wereaddrefled not merely to thcGrovera- 
ment of the Mauritius, but to the Executive Directory of France, and I could not 
afcertain how foon, either by fome revolution in the Government ^f the Mauritius,. 
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or by direA intercourfe with Fraoce^ thofe demands might be fatisfied to the full ex« 
tent of his acknowledged expectations. 

29* Under all thefe circumftances an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultaun, 
for the purpofc of fruftrating the execution of his unprovoked and unwarrantable 
projefts of ambition and revenge, appeared to me to be demanded by the founded 
maxims, both of juftice and policy. 

30. The aft of Tippoo Sultawn^s Ambaffadors, ratified by himfelf, and fol- 
lowed by the admiffion of a French force into his army, was equivalent to a public, 
unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war. But while his hoftile purpofe had 
been clearly manifcftcd, the immediate means of accompUfliing it had happily dis- 
appointed the ardour of his hopes. 

31. The inconfiderable amount of the aid which he had already received from 
the French, while it could not be conftrued as a limitation of my juft right to vin- 
dicate the public fafety, afforded a ftrong argument of policy in favour of attacking 
this defperate, implacable, and treacherous enemy, before he could either complete 
the improvement of his own army,, under the French officers whom he had already 
admitted into his fervice, or could receive a further acceffion of ftrength, under the 
progreflive operation of his alliance with France. 

32. In the moment of his comparative weaknefs, of his difappointment, and 
probable dejedlion, the principles of juftifiable felf*defence, and of prudential pre- 
caution, required that we ihould ftrike fuch an inftaotaneous blow againft his power 
and refources, as (hould preclude the pofTibility of his deriving any fubftantial advan- 
tage from the aid of France, whenever it might reach his dominions* 

33. Such was the tenor of my opinions as early as the 20th of June, 1798. 
Although at that early period I could not afccrtain from what quarter the French 
would attempt to affifl: the Sultaun, I recorded my conviction that fome attempt to 
aflift him would be among the earjieft of their operations. The concluGon of peace 
upon the Continent of Europe, the weak ftate of our allies in India (particularly of the 
Nizam, whofe councils and army were at that period fubjeded to the overbearing influ- 
encfe of a powerful French fadion) might appear both to Tippoo and to France to offer 
a favourable crifis for the attack of the Britifli Poffcffions in India. Tht difpofitioa 
of the French Government to attempt fuch an enterprize has never been difguifed, 
and although I had not obtained pofitive proof that any formal and regular corre- 
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fpondcnce bctwrccn Tippoo Sultaun and the E^tecotive Dircftory of France, had 
cxifted previous to the embafly and letters which arrived at the Mauritius in January 
1798, yet the nature of that tranfaftion afforded aftrong prefumption that a previous 
jntercourfe of the fame hoftile charafter had taken place. This prefumprion was 
further corroborated by my certain knowledge, that for feme time paft various 
emiffaries of France had reached the councils of Tippoo Sultaun, and that through ' 
their reprefentations he had been taught to entertain a confident expedlation of fpccdy 
and eiBeftual fupport. 

34. Even admitting that this expeftation was likely to be fruftrated, cither by 
a failure of faith on the part of France, or by the vigilance and fuperior power of 
His Majefty's fleets, I was apprized that Tippoo had alfo difpatched an embaffy to 
Zemaun Shah, the objeft of which could be no other than to encourage that Prince 
in the profecution of his long threatened invafion of Hindoft:an. The whole tenor of 
my advices from the north-weftern countries of Hindoftan, Vdd me to' believe that 
Zemaun Shah would crofs the Attock, and would endeavour to piirfue his avowed 
project of invafion in the courfe of the cnfuing feafon ; and it appeared probable that 
his approach, which muft neceffarily engage the attention of the army in Bengal,' 
might be the fignal to Tippoo Sdtaon lor an irruption into the C^matic. 

35. In addition to thefe, confiderations, it appeared by ho means improbable 
that the impetuofity of Tippoo Sultaun's temper, exa(][)erated by the affiduous and un- • 
remitting inftigations of the emiffaries of France, might break forth into hoftilities 
without waiting for the a6tual movement of any Indian of Eutopean Ally. His late 
embaflTy to the Ifle of France, fufiiciently manifcfted a difpofition capable of purfuing^ 
its favourite object of vengeance againft the Britifli Nation with more zeal than difcre- 
tion* . It is Iny duty further to renoark, that in the month of June 1798, the diftri- 
button and condition of the army on the Coaft of Coroi!handcl, to which I (hall advert 
more fully in a fubfcqucnt part of this difpatch, oflTered but too ftrong a tcmpfatioa 
to the eotcrpize of a faithlefs and active enemy. Under fuch circun^ftances it woufd 
htte been an uonr^aniy and weak policy to have confided the tafety of the Carnattc 
ta the precarious forbearance of Tippoo Sultaun, or to have left him any longer in 
the undifturbed poffefiion of the powerful advantage of being able to chufe> accord- 
ing to his covenience, the time and mode of the attack which he had openly 
iDtnaced. . ^ 

* 

36. I therefore recorded my decided judgment, that it was necefllary to affemblc 
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the armies on the Coaft of Coromandel and Malabar without delay, and I i^ed thy 
final orders for this purpofe on the 20th June 1798. 

37. To affemble the army on both coaft s was an indifpenfable precaution^ 
which I could not have been juftified in omitting, from the moment that I was ap- 
prized of Tippoo Sultaun's offenfive engagements with the French, and of the landing 
of a French force at Mangalore. But being refolved on all occafions to fubmitto your 
Honorable Court a full and diftind view of the whole fcope of my motives and in- 
tentions, I have no hefitation in declaring, that my original refolution was (if circum* 
(lances would have admitted) to have attacked the Suluun inftaotly, and on both 
fides of his dominions^ for the purpofe of defeating his hoftile preparations, and of 
anticipating their declared objeS: ; I was concerned however to learn, from perfons 
mod converfant in military details at Fort St. George (notwithftanding the diftin* 
guiihed difcipline of your army on the Coaft of Coromandel^ and the eminent valourt 
adivity, and ikill of its Officers) its difperted ftate, and certain radical defeAs in iti 
eftabliihment, would render the affembling a force, equal to of&nfive movenients 
againft Tippoo, a much more tedious and difficult operation than I had appre- 
hended. 

38. Some Officers of approved military talents, experience, and integrity, at 
Fort St. George, declared that your army in the Carnatic could not be aflembled for 
offenfive purpofes before the cpmmencement of the year 1800, and that a period of 
fix months would be required for its equipment, even for the purpofe of defending 
the Carnatic againft any fudden attack. The difficulty of afiTembling and moving 
your army on the Coaft of Coromandel, furniffied indeed an alarming proof of the 
defencelefs and perilous ftate of the Carnatic in that arduous conjundture. But in 
proportion to the prefiure of that difficulty, the neceflity of an inftantaneous and adive 
exertion became more urgent -, for whether the army, when afifembled, was to zmU 
cipate or to await the attack of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared an equally indifpeniablcr 
meafure of precaution to refume, without delay, the power of meeting that vindi^rd 
and reftkfs Prince in the field. I was not therefore difcooraged, cither by the fiig^ 
geftions to which I have referred, or by fubfequent reprefentations of a fimilar cha-^ 
raster and tendency, from in fitting on the immediate execution of my orders for 
aflembling the army ; and adverting to the faul confequences which have formerly 
been experienced in the Carnatic, by negleAine to keep pace with the forwardnefs of 
hoftile equipments at Myfore, I refolved to entruft the protedion of your pofleffions 
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on the Cpaft of Qoromandel, to no other fccuricy than a complete and early Hate of 
preparation for war. 

39. At Bombay, my orders for aflembling the army were executed with great 
promptitude and alacrity, unaccompanied by any fymptoms of indifpofition tothofe 
united and zealous eflPorts, which the exigency of the crifis demanded from every 
branch ofyour civil and military fervice. 

40 The unavoidable delay which obftrufted the aflembling your army in the 
Camatic, having compelled me to relinquifli my firft intention of ftriking an imme- 
diate blow againft the power and refources of Tippo3 Sulta^^n, I applied myfclf to the 
formation of fuch a permanent fyftcm of preparation and defence, as while it tended 
to rcftore to the Government of Fort St. George, with all prafticable difpatch, the 
power of repelling any aft of aggreflion on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, might ultt- 
mately enable me to demand both a juft indemnification for the expenfe which the 
Sultaun's violation of treaty had occafioned to your Government, and a feafonable 
fecurity againft the confequences of his recent alliance with the enemy. 

41. With this view, while the army was aflembling on the Coafts of Coroman- 
del and Malabar, my early attention was direded to flrengthen and improve the de- 
fcnfive alliance concluded between the Honorable Conxpany, and their Highnefles the 
NiMm and the Pefliwa, under the treaties of Paangul, Poonah, and Seringapatam, 
for the purpofe of eftablilhing a barrier againft the ambition and revenge of Tippoo 
Sultaun^ 

42. The ftate of this alliance aflbrded abundant matter of painful anxiety ; I 
found both the Pefliwa and the Nizam (whofe refpeftive power it was the objeft 
of the treaty of Seringapatam to maintain in fuch a ftate of efficiency as might 
render them ufeful allies in the event of a war with Myfore) reduced to the loweft 
condition of dcpreflion and weaknefs, the former by the intrufion of Doulat Row 
Scindie, and the latter by the threatened hoftilities of the fame Chieftain, and by the 
eftablifliment of a numerous and aftive French faftfon in the centre of the Decan ; and 
while the internal convulfions of each State had diminiflied the refources of both, 
their co-operating agatnft Tippoo Sultaun had become impra£ticable by the progrefs 
of their mutual animofities and diflentions. 

43. In this fcene of general confufion, the power of Tippoo Sultaun alone 
^which it had been the policy of all our alliances and treaties to reduce) had 
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remained undifturbed and unimpaired^ if it had not been augmented and im- 
proved. . 

44. The final refult to the Britifh Government appeared to me to be, firft, 
the entire lofs of the benefit of the treaty of triple alliance againft Tippoo Sultaun, 
by the utter inability of our allies to fulfil their defenfive engagements with the 
Company; and.fecondly, the cftabliftiment of a French army of 14,000 men, in 
the dominions of one of our allies, in the vicinity of the territories of our irrecon- 
cileablc enemy, and on the confines of the Carnatic and of the Northern Circars, 

45. In this date of our political relations, the Company was expofcd, without 
the aid of a fingle ally, to the hazard of a conteft with the united force of Tippoo 
Sultaun and of the French. 

46. My feparare difpatch, under date the 21ft of November, forwarded by the 
Eurydice, will have apprized your Honorable Court of the meafures which I took 
for the purpofe of reftoring to His Highnefs the Nizam, the power of fulfilling his 
defenfive engagements with the Company. 

' 47. At the fame time my endeavours were employed, with equal afliduity, 
to give vigour and efFcft to the treaties fubfifting with His Highnefs the Pefiiwa. 
The return of Nana Furnaveefs to the adminiftration, afforded, for fome time, a juft 
expedtation that our alliance with the Mahrattas would fpeedily be reftored with 
additional vigour and advantage ; but the increafing difiradions of the Mahratta 
Empire, unfortunately fruftrated the wife counfels of that experienced and able ftiatef- 
man, and difappointcd toy views at the Court of Poonah ; I had however the fatis- 
fadtion to afcertain, that the difpofition of that Court, under the adminiftration of 
Nana, continued perfectly favourable to the Britifli interefts ; and that want of power 
would be the fole caufe of its inaftion, in the event of a war with Tippoo Sultaun. 

48. Towards the commencement of the month of Auguft 1798, 1 learnt the pre- 
parations making by the French in the Mediterranean. Various circumftances attend- 
ing the equipment of that armament, inclined me to apprehend, that at leaft a part 
of it might be deftincd for an expedition to India, although I could not believe that 
the attempt would be made through Egypt. Under thefc impreflions, I took the 
earlieft opportunity of direding the attention of Rear Admiral Rainier to the Coaft 
of Malabar, and at the fame time I propofed to flrengthcn His Majefty's fquadron 
I in 
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in thcfc feas, according to any arrangement which his Excellency might fuggeft, 
and I ifTucd orders to the Governments of Fort St. George and Bombay^ to attend to 
His Excellency's fuggeftions on this important fubjedt. 1 am happy to inform your 
Honorable Courts that His Excellency, with the utmoft readinefs, acceded to the 
proportion which I had fuggefted to him^ with refped: to the defence of the Coafl 
of Malabar, although his original intention had been to proceed, in the firft inftancc, 
to the Straits of Malacca, 

49. On the 1 8th of September I ratified the new fubfidiary treaty with the 
Nizam, of which I have dated the fubftance in my feparate difpatch of the 21ft of 
November, by the Eurydice. 

50. On the 18th of Odober, I received the firft authentic information of the 
iovafion of Egypt by the French, and of the progrefs of their arms in that country. 

51. It is unncceffary to call the attention of your Honorable Court, to the 
evident conneftion of the invafion of Egypt with the joint defigns of the French 
and of Tippoo Sultaun, againft the Briti(h Power in India; and I truft it is now 
equally fuperfluous to enter into any detailed reafoning for the purpofe of fatisfying 
you of the fecurity which, at that period of time, would have refulted to your inter* 
efts in India, if my original intention of anticipating (he hoftile projects of Tippoo 
Sultaun could have been carried into immediate efifefb, according to my anxious 
wifh. The neceffity, however, of either compelling Tippoo Sultaun to detach him- 
fclf from the intcrefts of France, or of depriving him of the power of co-operating 
with the French, if they ihould be enabled to reach India, now became too evident 
to admit of any doUbt. My opinion bad long been decided, that no negotiation 
with Tippoo Sultaun could be fuccefsful, unlefs accompanied by fuch a difpoiition 
of our force as (hould alarm him for the fafety of his Capital, and that no military 
operation could effed: an adequate or fpeedy reduAion of his power, unlefs dire&ed 
immediately to the fiege of that city. 

52. On the 20th of Oftober, therefore, I gave peremptory orders to the Go- 
vernment of Fort St. George, for compleating the equipment of their battering train, 
and for advancing it with all pradicable difpatch to the moft eligible flation on the 
frontier of the Carnatic, with a view of proceeding towards Seringapatam at the ear- 
lieft poffible period, if fuch a movement into Myfore (hould become neceflary. At 
the fafne time, 1 (ignificd to the Government of Fort St. George, my intention of 
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reinforcing their army Tvith 3,000 Volunteers from the native infantry^ on the 
efiablifhment of Bengal, who had offered their fervtces with the utmoil alacrity and 
ieal. 

53. To the Government of Bombay I iffued further orders, for the coUeAIon, 
not only of their troops^ but of the largeft podible fupplies on the Coaft of Malabar. 

54. On the 22d of October (as I have already informed your Honorable Court) 
the difmiffion of the .French fadion in the Nizam's army was happily accomplilhed 
at Hyderabad. 

55. On the 31ft of Odober, I received the intelligence of the glorious vie* 
tory gained by His Majefty's fquadron under the command qf Sir Horatio Nelfon ; 
but being dill uncertain of the fate cf the French army in Egypt, and ignoranC 
whether an additional force might not have been intended to co-operate with it in 
India, by the ordinary palTage round the Cape of Good Hope, I did not relax any 
part of the naval or military preparations which had been commenced under my 
orders. The opportunity now appeared favourable for opening a negotiation with 
Tippoo SuJtaun. I had already communicated to the Allies, the Nizam and thd 
Pcfliwa, a circumftantial detail of the conduct of that Prince, and had received 
from both the moft unequivocal alTurances of their entire concurrence in my fenti- 
ments and views, as well as of their determination to fupport my juft claims of fatif- 

fadkion for the infradion of the treaty of Seringapatam. 

» 

56. On the 8ih of November, therefore, I addreffcd to Tippoo Sultauh the Enclofurc, 
letter, of which a copy (N? 2. A. and B.) accompanies this difpatch. 

- ^7; Your Honorable Court will perceive, that in this Letter I have carefully 
avoided every hoftile expreffion, merely apprizing the Sultaun of my knowledge of 
the nature of his intercourfe with the French Nation, and propofing to him to receive 
Major Doveton on the part of the Allies, for the purpofe of proceeding to an, ami- 
cable arrangement of all fubfiAing differences. 

58. My expeftation was, that the neceffary impreffion of the fuccefs of His 
Majefty's fleet againft the French in Egypt, the revival of our defcnfive alliance with 
the Nizam, the deftruftion of the French influence in the Decan, the declared difpofi- 
tion of the Pelhwa to fulfil his dcfenfive engagements to the utmoft extent of his 
power, the prefcnce of His Majefty's fquadron on the Coaft of Malabar reinforced 
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by fuch of tfcc Honorable Company *s fliips, as bad been equipped for the purpofc^ 
and finatl^T) the progrefs of our military preparations on both Coafts^ might have 
induced the Sultaun to accede to my propofals for opening the channels of pacific 
negotiation; and under thefc circumftances I triided that the terror of the Britilh 
arms might have rendered their aftual employment unneceflary. 

59. With fuch expeditions I rcfolved to proceed to Fort St. George^ for the 
purpofe of conducing the expefted negotiation with the Sultaun, which I fluttered 
myfclf my prcfence on the Coaft of Coromandel might enable me to bring to an 
iflue, before the feafon fhould be fo far advanced as to relieve Tippoo Sultaun from 
thofe alarms for the fafety of his Capital^ on which I founded my fble hope of 
obtaining any fetisfadtory adjuftment with him. ^ 

N?3. ' ^- O** ^^^ ^o^^ December, I addreffed the Letter, marked N? 3, to the 

Sultaun informing him of my intention to proceed to Fort St. George, and agaia ^' 
urging him to receive Major Doveton* On the 25th of December, I embarked oa 
board His Majcfty's fliip the Sybtlk^ Captain E. Cooke, and arrived at this Prefi- 
dency on the 3 1 ft of the fame oiooth. 

61. A few days previous to my arrival, the corps of Native Volunteers from 
Bengal had landed in perfed fafety^ and in the higheft fpirits ; and foon after a 
corps of Artillery arrived from Fort William under the command'of ColoadMontague* 

N? 4* 62. The Letter^ marked N? 4. was delivered to me on my arrival at Fort St; 

George. 

63. In this Lett^ your Honorable Court will obferve the prevarication ami- 
falfehood which; mark the Sultaun'Ss fiacement of bis late hitercourfe with the French^, ' 
and you will perceive the evafion by which he eludes the modesate and amicable 
proportion of the Allies for opening a negotiation, 

** • 

64. To tVis tetter from the Sultaun, I returned the anfwer, dated the 9jth of 
N? 5. January, and marked N? 5. in whicfh I renewed the propofition of opening » 

Bcgotiatioo, and urged the -Sultaun ix>t to dela^y his reply beyond the period of one 
day after my letter 0Mii)d feachbim^ intunating that xiangeioua confeqjuefices might 
rtfult from a longerdday. 

65. The advanced period of the feafon abfolutely required that I ibould afccr- 
tain the Sultaun's views within a Ihorttrme : my propofition ooncatned aotbsngdero«- 
gatory to the honor or dignity of the Suluun. It was now urged for the third time 
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without variation, and it related fimply and diftinffcly to the admiflSon of an Ambaf* 
fador, for the purpofeof opening a negotiation. To dennand an immediate anfwcr 
to a propofition of fucb a nature, could not therefore be deemed either offenfive oc 
unreafonable. 

66. Subfequently to the drfpatch of my letter (N? 5) I received front th^ 
Sultaun the letter (N? 6.) in reply to my letter (N? 3.) difpatched fram Fort 
William. The Sultaun^s filence in hi* letter (N? 6) with refpeft to the admiffipn Enclofur© 
of Major Doveton, afforded an additional proof of his difpofition ta evade the pacific 
advances of the Allies. 

6y. I now employed every eflFbrt to advance the military preparations in the 
Camatic, which had already made a conCderabJe progrefs during the months of 
November and Deceis^er. Fronsi the moment of my arrival at Fort St. George, all 
tlic inhabitants of this fettlement, and every officer, civit and military, appeared 
to be animated by an unanimous determination to difchar^ tbeir refpe<l^e ^tm^ 
with a degree of cheerfulness and ardour, correfpondent tb ^e ' exigency and itti« 
portance of the occafion ; and I was foon fatisBed that the difpofition, of Whicfi 
I lamented the appearance in the months of July and Auguft, had either beea fob^ 
dued by the juft ezercife pf authority, qr correfted by jegcftion, and by thcinore 
full difclofure of the views of the cocqpy. The zeal, alacrity* apd pablic fjririt of 
the bankers and commercial agenis at Madras, as well as the moft refpedable pf 
your Civil Servants at this Prefnlency, enabled me, within a few weeks, to raifc a 
large fum of money, by loan, for the public fervice. Previous to my departure 
froa* Bengal, I had remitted zo lacks of rupees in fpecie for the ufe of this Preft- 
dencyi I now difpatched the Sybillc ta Calcutta for a further fupply ; and the 
extraordinary exertion of his ExceHency the Vice Prefident in Council, affifted by 
the diligence and ability of Mr. Thomas Myers, the Accountant General of Berigaf; 
forniflied me with an additional aid of twenty lacks, within fo Ihort a tirtie, that 
the movement of the army was not delayed for an inftant, on account of a deficiency 
of treafure, and l^i^ut. General Harris jvas provided. with, a/fuficieat fiippTy of ipecie 
to txmxma bis ?fmy in the field ufttil the .month of May. 

.68. Tippoo Sultaun, remaining filcnt for a confider^ible time after the receipt 
of my Lejter, of the 9th of January, I concluded that t;bis.(^ie|a in^ft be to delay 
his anfwer until the fcafon fliould be fo far advanced, as to render i;he^ cagtuce rf Se- 
tiiigapatam* impra^icable during the prefcnt year,- 
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69. In the meanwhile the advices from Bufforah, Bagdad, Conftantinople; 
and Bombay, were of fo uncertain a nature, as" to le^ve me ftill in doubt with 
rcfpedl to the condition of the French army in Egypt. The only fafe condufionf 
whichcouldbe drawn from thofc advices being, that the French ftill maintained the 
poffeffion of that country with a large army^ 

^70^ No intelligence had been received from the Red Sea rcfpefting the arrival 
of any of His Majefty's (hips on that ftation, nor had I been able to afcertain with 
any degree of accuracy, what means the French might either have provided, or 
might find on thefpot, to enable them to reach the Sultaun's dominions. 

71. In addition to thefe circumftances, I knew that while Tippoo Sultaun bad 
declined to receive an Ambaflador.from the Honorable Company, and had omitted to 
anfwer my late Letters, be had difpatched native Vakeels from Seringapacam, who, 
together with Mr. Dubuc (one of the leaders of the French force raifed in the Ifle 
of France* under Mr. Malartic's proclamation) were on the point of embarking at 
Tranquebar^ with an avowed million from the Sultaun to the Executive DireAory of 
France. . • 

72. On the 3d of February, I had received no anfwer from the Sultaun to my 
Letter of the 9th of January, although the communication between Seringapatam 
and Fort St. George does not require, at the moft, a longer time than eight, ahd is 
fbmefimes effeftcd in four days. 

73. In order therefore to defeat the obje&df the Sultaun's filence, and to avail 
myfelf of the a£lual fuperiority of our force, and of the advantages of the present 
ieafon, before the French could efic A any jundion with him, I determined to com- 
mence hoftilides without delay, and to lufpend all negotiation, until the united 
forces of tKe Company and of their Allies (hould have made fuch an impreflion on: 
t)ie Territories of My fore, as might give full efFeft to our juft reprefentations. 

74. • With thcfc views, on the 3d of February, I direded Lieutenant General 
Harris to enter the territory of My fore with the army aifemblcd under hjs command ; 
on the fame day I iffiied orders to Lieutenant General Stuart to be prepared to co-ope- 
rate from Malabar, and I fignified to Rear Admiral Rainier, and to the feveral Allies 
of the Company, that I now confidcred the Britifli Government in India to be at wax 

with Tippoo Sultaun. 
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75. At lengtli^ on the 13th February, I received from Tippoo Sultaua the 

Letter marked N? 7, informing me, that being frequently difpofed ^' to make ex* N? 7. a &b, 
** curfionfi and hunt^'' he was << accordingly proceeding upon a hunting ezcurfion,'^ 
and defiring ^* that I would difpatch Major Doveton flightly attended.'' 

76. But the feafon for negotiation through the pacific channels, fo often offered 
by me, was now elapfed* After mature deliberation on the grounds already fiated, I 
had direded the advance of the army into the territory of the Sultauo, and I had 
£gniiied to the Allies my determination to proceed to hoftilities. To have delayed the 
advance of the army, would at once have thrown the advantages which I then pof- 
fefled into the hands of Tippoo Sultaun^ and have rendered the fiege of his Capital 
impraflicable during the prefent feafon. On the other hand an embafly, combined 
ivith the hoftile irruption of our army into My fore, would have been liable to the 
imputation of infinccricy towards Tippoo Sultaun, and while it bore the appearance 
of indicifion in the eyes of the Allies, would have promoted, and perhaps warranted, 
a fimilar degree of inftability in their councils and operations, 

77. The defign of this tardy, rcluftant, and infidious aflent to the admiffion 
of an embafly from the Britiih Government, could be confidered in no other light 
than that of a new artifice for the purpofe of gaining time, until a change of circumr 
dances and of feafon might enable the Sultaun to avail himfelf of the afTjftance of 
France. This conclufion was now confirmed by my knowledge of the adual em- 
barkation of Mr. Dubuc and two native Vakeels, on an embafly from Tippoo to the 
Executive Directory of France ; an event which took place at Tranquebar on xhe 7th 
February. 

78. I therefore replied to ^he Letter of Tippoo Sultaun in the terms of the 
enclofurc, N? 8; in which I have declared Lieutenant General Harris to be the only 

perfon now authorized by me to receive and to anfwer whatever communications the N? 8. 
Sultaun may think fit to make, with t view to the reftoration of peace, on fuch con- 
ditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably neceffary to their common fecurity. 
This Letter I dircdled General Harris to forward to the Sultaun on the day on which 
the army under his command fliould pajs the Frontier, and, at the lame time, I in- 
ftruded him to tffue, in the name of the Allies, the accompanying declaration, N? 9. 
mailed N? 9. 

79. The Nizam's Contingent confifts of above 6,000 of the Honorable Compa- 
ny's troops, fubfidizcd by His Highnefs, of about the fame number of his own Infantry, 
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(including a portion of Mr, Pcron's Sepoys, now commanded by Britilh Officers) and 
of a large body of Cavalry, 

80. This force, under the General Command of N^eer Allum, formed a jundkion 
with the Britilh Army on the 19th of February j and it is with the greateft fatisfadlion 
that I remark to your Honorable Court, the beneficial tfFcds which the Company has 
already derived from the recent improvement of our alliance with the Court of Hydera- 
bad. The Nizam's Contingent adtually arrived in the vicinity of Chittoor, in a 
ftate of preparation for the field, before General Harris was ready to proceed on his 
march from VcUore. 

N? 10. 81, I have annexed to this difpatch, N? 10, the laft return of Lieutenant 

General Harris's army, previous to his paffing the Frontier ; an army more completely 
appointed, more amply and liberally fupplied in every department, or more pcrfedt 
in its difcipline, and in the acknowledged experience, ability, and zeal of its Officers, 
never took the field in India. The army on the Coafl: of Malabar (of which 1 alfo 

N? XI* inclofe a return. No, 11) is in an equally efficient and refpeiftable condition ; and the 
extraordinary efforts which have been made by Lieutenant General Stuart and Major . 
General Hartley, fcconded by the cordial attachment and unremitting affiduicjr of 
the Rajah of Coorga, have collefted, within a very (hort period of time, a fupply fb 
abundant, that I am induced to tranfmit the particulars of it to your Honorable 

N? 12. Court, as a teftimony of the diftinguifhed merits of thofe valuable Officers, and 
of the loyalty and a£tive exertions of that faithful tributary of the Honorable Com- 
pany. 

82. A conliderable force, under the command of Lieut. Colonels Read and 
Brown, will co operate with Lieut. General Harris in the fouthern. diftrifts of the 
Carnatic and Myfore. 

83. Under thefe circumftances General Harris entered the territory of Myfore 
on the 5th March, with orders to proceed directly ta Seringapatam. 

84. ' Having thus fubmitted to your Honorable Court, according to the order 
of dates, a detailed relation of the events which have led to the war in which we arc 
adhially engaged, and having declared to you the motives and objcfbs of my conduft 
in every flage of this important tranfadtion, I muft rcqueft your permiffion to conclude 
this difpatch with fuch refie£tions as arife in my mind from the review of my paft 
meafures, and from the profpeft of their ultimate confequences and permanent 
cffeft. 

85. From 
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85. From the firft difclofure of the nature and objcd of Tippoo Sultaun*s 
embafly to the Iflc of France, every principle of juftice and policy demanded from 
your Government in India, that an inftantaneous effort (bould be made to reduce his 
power and rcfources, before he could avail himfelf of the advantages of the alliance 
which he had concluded. The defed of means is the fble cpnfideration which can 
juftify me, for not having made the effort at the early period when its fuccefs would 
have placed the fecuriy of your poffeffions on a foundation, which the invafion of In- 
dia by a French force could not have impaired. 

86. For without the aid of Come Native Power, it is fcarcely poflible that the 
French Ihould ever make any permanent impreflion on your Empire in India ; and 
no Native Power (excepting Tippoo Sultaun) is fo infatuated as to be difpofed to af- 
fift or receive a French army. 

87. The progrefs of events fince the date of my orders of the 20th June 1798, 
has not only confirmed the principles of juftice and policy,, by Avbich an attack upon 
the Sultaun was at that time demanded, but has manifcftcd that the defigns of France, 
as well as of the Sultaun, were of a much more extenfive and formidable nature, than 
any which have ^ver been attempted againft the Britilh Empire in India fince the 
hour of its firft foundation. 

88. While the magnitude and danger of thefe defigns were gradually difcbfed, 
I bad the fatisfadion to feel that the means of averting them were augmenting in a 
proportion nearly equal, by the fuccefs of the negotiations at Hyderabad, and by the 
advance of the military preparations which I had ordered throughout your poffeffions. 

89. At the commencement of the month of February, the crifis arrived in 
which I wat called upon to form my ultinwite decifion on the important queflion 
at iftue with Tippoo Sultaun, and to determine the final refult of the whole iVftem of 
my mcafures. 

90. On the one hand, the apparent eftablifhmcnt of the Frciwh army in Egypt, 
and the uncertainty of the ftate of our. naval power in the Red Sea, rendered the 
danger ftill urgent from that quarter; while Tippoo Sulcaun's repeated evafions of 
my propofals for negotiation, combine^ with his embafly to the Executive Directory 

• of France, under the conduft of Mr. Dubuc, appeared to preclude all hope of 

. detaching the Sultaun from his recent alliance with the enemy. On the other 

hand, I now pofifeffed ample means of fruftrating the moft dangerous eSe<2s of that 

alliance, by a feafonable application of the powerful force, which the treachery 

and 



and aggrefrion 6f the Sultatio had compelled me to colled at a heavy expenfe to your 
financefi. 

91. Your Honorable Court will determinei whether, in this ftate «f affairs^ 
my orders of the 3d February were premature^ and whether I ihould have beca 
juftified, on the 13th February, in recalling thofe orders, for the purpofe of admitting, 
at that late period, a negotiation which would have enabled Tippoo Sultaun to defeat 
every objcft of the armament of the Allies for the prefent feafon, and would have af- 
forded him ample time to reap the full benefit of his connedion with France, before 
the feafon for befieging his Capital fliould return* 

9Z. In deciding thefe important queftions, you will neceflarily confider what 
degree of reliance was to be placed on the fincerity of the Sultaun's difpofition to 
conclude an amicable adjuftmcnt with your Government, at the very moment when 
be had adually difpatched on an embafTy to the Executive Diredory of France, the 
Commander ot the French troops raifed in the Mauritius, and admitted into the 
Sultaun's fervice, for the exprefs purpofe of carrying on a war of aggreffion againfl 
your pofleffions in India. 

93* The admirable condition of your armies on both Coaffs, and tbe unequalled 
perfedion of their equipment in every department, added to the extraordinary fpirit 
atnd animation with which the campaign has been opened, afford evefy reafon to 
hope, that the iffueof the war will be fpeedy and profperOBs, and that it muft termulsfte 
in a confiderable redudion of Tippoo Sultaun^s refources and power 

94. The wifdom of your honorable Court will anticipate the extenfive benefitg 
wbich mufirefulttoyourinterefts, from an event now beconie tflentiahto the peace 
and fecurity of your pofleffions in India. * 

95. The policy of the treaty of Seringapatam, certainly was not to maintain 
Tippoo Sultaun's power in fuch a (late as fliould leave him a conftant objed of 
alarm and apprehenfion to the Company : that he has been juftly fo conGdeted for 
fome years paft, cannot be doubted by any perfon acquainted with the Records of any 

' of your Governments in India. The prefent is the fecond crifis within the laft three 

years, in which the Grovernor General has thought it neceffary to aflemble the army 

on the Coaft of Coromandel, for the fole purpofe of checking his motions ; and the 

apprchenfion of his intentions has obftruded our operations againil our European 

enemies in India, during the courfe of the prefent war. 

96. The 
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96. The continuance of Tippoo's power on its aftual fcale, and under fuch 
circumftances, muft have proved to fhe Company a perpetual fource of folicitude^ 
cxpenfe, and hazard. But the engagements which he has contraded with the French, 
the public proofs which he has given of his cagerncfs to receive in Myfore as large 
a force as ihey can furnifh, combined with the prodigious magnitude of their pre- 
parations, and the incredible progrefs of their |rms, evidently direfted to the de- 
ftruftion of the Briiifli power in India, form new and prominent features in our po- 
litical fituation in this quarter of the world. 

97. Admitting the wifdom of that policy which didlated the prefervation of 
Tippoo Sultaun's power, at the clofe of the laft war with Myfore, the fpirit of our 
prefent councils muft be accommodated to the variation of circumftances, and to 
the aftual pofition, charafter, and views of our enemies. 

98. In fuch a conjundure of aflFairs, 1 am pcrfuaded that your Honorable Court 
will be of opinion, that no. objpft can be deemed fo urgent, or fo neccflary to the 
fafcty of your poffcffions, as the cfFeftual reduftion of the only dedared ally of France 
now exifting among the Native Powers of India. 

99* If Tippoo Sultaun had been difpofed to content himfelf with the quiet 
poflfelSon of his prefent dominions; if he could have been brought to a fenfe of his 
own peril in forming a connexion with the French, the reprefcntations which I 
addreffed to him would have produced an early ahd falutary impreflion. Whatever 
fpeculative opinions might have been entertained with refpeft to his interefts, views, 
and power, thejufticeand moderation of the Britiih Government would never have 
difturbed his tranquillity. But he rcfolved to attempt the recovery of his loft do- 
minions, at the hazard of thofe which he ftill retains, and in the ardour of his 
paffionate purfuit, he overlooked not only the certain deftrudtion of his own inde- 
pendence, the inevitable confequcnce even of the moft profperous fuccefs of any 
alliance with France, but alfo the predominant influence of the Englifti Eaft-India 
Company, which would deteft his treachery, and turn againft his own Empire the 
ruin which he had meditated againft theirs. 

ICO* The fecrecy of his councils, the promptitude of his refources, his conftant 
and aftive ftate of equipment for war, added to the facility of his intercourfe with 
the French^ through his remaining territories on the Coaft of Malabar, form the moft 

L dangerous 
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dangerous ctrcumftances in the a6tual condition of his power and dominion^ and 
conftitute his principal means of offence^ 

loi. If fuccefs Ihould attend your arms in this war, I entertain a firm confi. 
dence that thofe dangers will cither be wholly averted, or fo confiderably diminifliedr 
as to afford to your Government in India the profpeft of durable fecurity and genuine 
peace. 

102. I cannot clofe this letter without repeating to your Honorable Court the 
cordial expreffions of my entire fatisfaiftion in the zealous and honorable co-opera- 
tion of Lord Clive, as well as of all the members of this Government. The bene- 
ficial effeft of their cheerful and ready concurrence in forwarding all ^my views, is 
manifeft in the rapid progrefs and perfcdl completion of the equipments of the army 
in the field, and furnifhes a ftriking and falutary example of the ineftimable advan- 
tages of unanimity and concord among your fervants in India.

Having, for icveral years, known your zeal and your attachment to the interefts 

and to the glory of our Republic, we are very anxipus* and we feel it a duty, to

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make you acquainted with all the propofitions which have been made to us by Tip- Enclofurc in 
poo Sultaun, through two ambafladors whom he has difpatchcd to us. ^^ ^^^^* 

This Prince has written particular letters to the Colonial Aflcmblyj to all the 
Generals employed under this Government; and has addrefled to us a packet for the 
Executive Diredfeory. 

!• He defires to form an offenfiveand defenfive alliance with the French, and 
propofes to maintain, at his charge^ as long as the war ihall lad in India, the troops 
which may be fent to him, 

2. , He promifes to furniih every neceflary for carrying on the war, wine and 
brandy excepted, with which he is wholly unprovided. 

3. He declares, that he has made every preparation to receive the fuccours 
which may be fent to him; and that on the arrival of the troops, the Commanders 
and Officers will find every thing neceflary for making a war, to which Europeans 
are but li^tli; accuftomed. 

4. In a word, he only waits the moment when the French (hall come to his af- 
fiflance, to declare yf^r againfl the Englifh, whom he ardently defires to expel from 
India. 

As it is impoflible for us to reduce the number of foldicrs of the 107th and 
io8th Regiments, and of the regular Guard of Port Fraterniic, on account of the 
fuccours which we have furniihed to our allies the Dutch, we invite the Citizens, 
who may be difpofed to enter as Volunteers, to enroll themfelves in their refpcAive 
municipalities, and to ferve under the banners of Tippoo. 

This Prince defires alfo to be affifted by the Free Citizens of Colour ; we there- 
fore invite all fuch who are willing to ferve under his flag to enroll themfelves. 

We can aflTure all the Citizens who fliall enroll themfelves, that Tippoo will 
allow them an advantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his 
ambafladors, who will further engage, in the name of their Sovereign, that all French- 
men who ihall enter into his armies, fliall never be detained after they fliall have ex- 
preflTed a wifli to return to their own country.

From Tippoo Sultaun : Received 24th Odober, 1798. 

The Talooks of Amcera and SouHa, in which Cauntmungle and Colvorbachee 
are fituated, have belonged to Couryal (Mangalorc) from the year Rejah 1070 Mo- 
hummudee to the end of ihe year Shadab 1226, a term of 156 years. Thirty-fix 
years ago, a body of 2000 Coorga Peons were employed in fervice of the State ; and 
fome villages in the Talooks above-mentioned, yielding 3423 pagodas, continued 
for a fliort time to be aflSgned for their pay ; but fince fix-and-thirty years, that even 
has ceafed. This trivial afFair can only be afcribed to the turbulent ,difpofiti6n of 
interefled men, who by nature afe ever fceking opportunities of fowing the feeds of 
diffcnfion. Of this I am confident. Your Lordftiip muft be well convinced, the 
pcrfon who is now in Coorga is not of the pofterity of the Coorga Rajahs, but of a 
different dock. * ^V^ % 

Conftantly gratify me with friendly letters.

Mr. Duncan, the Governor of Bombay, has written to me, that two perfons 
of integrity and ability from among the civil officers (Talookdars) on the Coaft of 
Malabar, have been deputed to inquire into the claims of the above-mentioned 
Tajook, and will Ihortly arrive. Orders have been iflTued from my Sircar alfo, nomi- 
nating Shaikh Shahaubuddien and Meer Mohummud Ally, perfons of integrity and 
honor, to negotiate with the deputies above-mentioned, and aficertain from records 
and fa€ts the dependency of the above-mentioned Talooks in Couryal. ^jfi/}^

To Tippoo Sultaun : Written 8th November, 1798. 

I have received your letter, informing me— (Recites the fubftance of the Letter 
received on the 24th Oftober.) 

It 
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It affords me fincere (atisfaftion to learn, that you have nominated two perfons 
of integrity and honor to meet and confer with the deputies appointed, under my 
orders, by Mr« Duncan (the Governor of Bombay) for the purpofe of invcftigating 
the queftion regarding the Talooks of Ameera and Soulia. It is only l^ means o^ 
regular enquiry and amicable difculfion, that fuch queftions can be adjufted aniong 
independant Powers. My determination in the cafe of Wynaad, was didated by thofe 
principles of jufticc and moderation which always diredt the Company's Govern- 
ment; nor (hall my fcrupulous adherence to the fame principles be lefs manireftin* 
my deciiion on your claim to the d^lri£ts at prefent in queftion ; the pofleffion of 
which Ihall not be with-holden from you for an inftant, if, after full inveftigation, I 
ihall be fatisfied with the juftice of your title to them. * 

It is a well known truth, that they are always the moft ready to refpeft the ju(t 
rights of others, who are the moft vigilant and refolute to maintain their own. 

I have underftood your fentiments concerning the ^< turbulent difpofitioo Of 
** interefted men, who by nature are ever feeking opportunities of fowing the feeds of 
** diflenfion.^ For the happinefs of mankind it is to be lamented, that thefe authors 
of confufion are too numerous, aflfiduous, and fuccefsful, in all parts of the world* 
In no age or country were the baneful and inCdious arts of intrigue ever cultivated 
with fuch fuccefs, as they are at prefent by the French Nation. I fincerely with that 
no impreffion had been produced on your difcerning mind by that dangerous People ^ 
but my fituation enables me to know that they have reached your prefence, and have 
endeavoured to pervert the wifdom of your councils^ and to inftigate you to war : 
againft thofe who have given you no provocation. 

It is impoflible that you Ihould fuppofe me to be ignorant of the intercourfc 
which fubfifts between you and the French, whom you know to be the inveterate 
enemies of the Company, and to be now engaged in an unjuft war with the Britilh ' 
Nation. You cannot imagine me to be indifferent to the tranfadions which have 
pafled between you and the enemies of my country ; nor does it appear necefiary or : 
proper, that I (hould any longer conceal from you the furprize and concern with 
which I perceived you difpofed to involve yourfelf in all the ruinous^ confequences 
of a cono^Aion, which threatens not only to fubvert the foundations of firiendlhip be- 
tween you and the Company, but to introduce into the heart of your kmgdom the 
p«nciples of anarchy and confufion, to (hake your own authority, to weaken the 
obedience of your lubjeds, and to deftroy the religion which you reverfc. -

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^N«V*nV" ' Inpwdifttcly after my sfttlval in Bengal, I read your correfponcfcnce with the 

Httc Governor General Sir John Shore, and with the aifling Governor General Sir' 
i^lured Clarke ; and I perceived with great (kti^fliAion^ that in all yoar Letters you 
oanftandy profdSed a difpofitkm to fipengthen the bonds of fincere attachment^ and 
^e fidundatiopa of harmony amd concord eftabli(hed between you and the Honorable 
Cooipany. I received particular pltafvire from readings your kft Letter to Sir John 
Shore^ in which you fignified yoar amicatble deflre, that he fhoutd tmpaTfs me with 
a ienfe of the frioidflup and unanimity, fb loKg fttbBfiihg between the two States. 
Your fsblequcat letters to me have abounded with profeflfons of the fkihe friendly 
natviie. 

Combining thefe profefTioris of amity on your part, with the proofs which the 
Qonapany*s Government h;ave gjlven of their iincere difpofiiion to maintainf Ae rela- 
tions of friendfbip and peace with you ; and adverting, at the 0ttnc tifae»^ to yoiHr 
reputation for wifdom and difcernment^ it was natural for me, to be extremely flow 
tobeKevc the various accounts tranfmitted to me, of your negotiations, with the 
French, and of your military preparations; but whatever my re] usance to credit* 
fuch reports might be, prudence req^uijed, both of me and of the Company's Allies^ 
that we ihould adopt certain meafures of precaution and felf-defence ; and thefe 
have accordingly b^n taken^ as you will no doubt have obferved. The 6riti(h 
Governmenit and- the Allies, wifhing heverthelefs to live in peace and friendfliip with

From Tippoo Saltaiin : received at Fort St. George 25th December 1 798. 

I have been made happy by the receipt of your Lordfliip's two friendly Letters, 
the contents of which I clearly comprehend (vide thofe written the 4th and 8th No« 
vemben) The particulars which your Lordlhip has communicated to me, relative to 
the viftory obtained by the Englifli Fleet over that of the French near the Ihores of 
£gypt, nine of their ihips having hcen captured and two burned^ on one of which 
of the latter was their Admiral, have given me more pleafure than can poffibly be 
conveyed by writing. Indeed I poffefs the firmed hope that the Leaders of the 
£ngli(h and the Company Bahi^uder, who ever adhere to the paths of Xincerity^ 
friendihip, and good faith, and are the well-wiibers of mankind, will at all times be 
fuccefsful and victorious; and that the French, who are of a crooked difpofition, 
faiihlefs, and the enemies of mankind, may be ever deprefled and ruined. Your 
Lordlhip has -written to me with the pen of friendihip, ** that in no age or country 
were the 'baneful and inddious ans off intrigue ever cultivated with-fuch fuccefs as 
they are at prefent by the French'Nation. Wbuld to God that no impreffion had 
been produced on my mind by that dangerous people; but that your Lordfliip^s 
*^ fituation enables you to know that they have reached my prefcnce, and have en- 
*^ deavoured to pervert the wifdom of my councils, to inftigate me to war againfl: 
thofe who have given me no provocation. That it is impoffible that I Ihould fup- 
pofe your Lordihip ignorant of the intercourfe which fubfifts between me and the 
French, who I know to be the inveterate enemies of the Company, and to be 
now engaged in an unjuft war with the Briti(h ; and that I Cannot imagine your 
Lordihip indififerent to the tranfadions which have pafled between me and the 
•enemies of the Englilh/' 

In this Sircar (the Gift of God) there is a mercantile tribe, who employ them- 
fclvcs in trading by fea and land. Their agents purchafed a two^maftcd veflcl, and 
Jiaving loaded her with rice, departed with a view to traffic. It happened that (he 
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vreht to the Mauritius, from whence forty pcrfonsj French, an4 of a dark colour, of 
whom ten or twelve were artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the Ihtp^ 
came here in fearch of employment. Such as chofe to.take fervice were entertained, 
and the remainder departed beyond the confines of this Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and 
the French, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken the adviintage of the 
departure of the fliip, to put about reports with the view to rufile the minds of both 
Sircars. 

It is the wifh of my heart, and my coaftant endeavour, to obferve and maintaio 
the articles of the agreement of peace, and to perpetuate and ftrengthen the bafis of 
friendfhip and union with the Sircar of the Company Bahauder, and with the Sircars 
of the Maha Rajah Saheb, Sure Munt Pelhwa Bahauder, and His Highnefs the Nabob 
Afoph Jah Bahauder. And I am refident at home, at times taking the air, and at 
others ^amufing myfelf with hunting at a fpot which is ufed as a pleafure ground. In 
this ci^\4hc allufion to war in your friendly Letter, and the followiiig paflage, 
namely, " that prudence required that both the Company and their Allies Ihould 
'* adopt certain meafurSs of precaution and felf-defence,*' have given me the greateft 
furj)ri2e. 

It was further written by your fHen^y- pen, that as your Lordlhip is defirous 
of communicating to me, on the behalf of the Company and their Allies, a plan caU 
cOlated to promote the mutual fecurity and welfare of all parties ; your Lordfhip 
propofes to depute to me for this purpofe Major Dovcton, who formerly waited upon 
me, and who will explain to me more fully and particularly the fole means which 
appear to your Lordlhip and the Allies to be effeftual for the falutary purpofe of 
removing all exifting diflruft and fufpicion, and of eftablifhing peace and good 
underftanding on the mod durable foundations ; and that therefore your Lordfliip 
truftsi will let you know, at what time and place it will be convenient to me to receive 
Major t)ov^ton% It has been underftood by the bleifing of the Almighty, at the 
conclufion of ttie peace, the treaties and tagagements entered into among the four 
Sircars were^fo firmly eftablifhed and confirmed las ever to remain fixed and durable, 
and be an example to the rulers of the age ; nor are they, nor wil) they ever be liable 
to interruption. I cannot imagine that means more effectual than thefe can be 
adopted, for giving liability to the foundations of friend(bip and harmony, promot- 
ing the fecurity of States, or the welfare and advantage of ^11 parties^ 

In the view of thofe who infpeft narrowly into the nature of friendihip, peace 
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and amity arc the firft of all objcds, as indeed your Lordfhip has yourfelf written to 
me that the allied Sircars look to no other objed than the fecurity and tranquillity of 
their own dominions, and the ea(e and comfort of their fubje£ts. Praife be to God^^ 
that the fum of my views and the wifli of my heart are limited to thefe fame points. 
On fuch grounds then a juft and permanent obfervance of exifting treaties is necef- 
fary ; and thefc, under the favour of God, daily acquire new ftrength and im- 
provement, by means of amicable correfpondence. Your Lordfhip is a great Sirdar, 
a firm friend, and the redifier of all things, and you poiTefs an enlightened judg- 
ment* I have the ftrongeft hope that the minds of the wife and intelligent, but 
particularly of the four States,, will not be fullied by doubts and jealoufics, but will 
confider me from my heart defirous of harmony and friendfhip* 

Cootinue to allow me the pleafure of your correfpondence, making me happy 
by accounts of your health. What more (hall be written ? ^ J^fJ ^

General to Tippoo Sultaun; dated 9th January^ i799* 

To Tippoo Sultaun: written 9th January, 17990 

In purfuance of the intention which I had the honour of communicating to 
you in my Letter of the loth December, I embarked at Calcutta on the 25th of the 
fame month, and on the 31ft following arrived at this place. 

Previouily to my departure from Calcutta, I had the honour to receive youp 
Highncfs*s Letter of the nth Jamaudy-ooflaunee (loth November.) 

(Recapitulate.) 

My Letter to your Highnefs of the 8th November, will have explained to your 
Highnefs the object of the military preparations which have been advancing in every 
part of the dominions of the Allies^ ever fiuce the beginning of the month of July«

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' On my arrival at Madras, I had the honor to receive your Letter of the oth .Enclofure in 

N^ VIII 

Rfjcb (or 1 8 th of December) in anfwer to my two Letters addreffed to your High- 
nefs on the 4th and 8th of November. 

I am happy to find that in this Letter your Highnefs has been pleafed to admit 
•* That the Englifli Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths 
•* of finccrity, friendfhip, and good faith i and that they are the well-wiihers of 
*' mankind." . This declaration is peculiarly fatisfaftory to me in the prefent mo- 
menty becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince of your Highnefs's difcernment would ^ 
not exprefs fuch fentiments without full deliberation ; I therefore accept with plea* 
fure this declaration^ as affording not only an unequivocal teftimony, on the part of 
your Highnefs^ to the juftice of that caufe in which the EngliQi Nation and the 
Company are engaged^ but an unqualified admiiSoa that you have no ground of 
complaint againft the Englilh Government.. 

In anfwer to that part of my Letter of the 8th of November, in which I h* 
mented the unhappy connexion which you have formed with the French Nation^ 
your Highnefs is pleafed to mention, ** that in the Sircar (the Gift of God) there 
*^ is a mercantile tribe, who employ themfelves in trading by fea and land : that their 
^* agents pufcbafed a two-mafted vefTel, and having loaded her with rice, departed 
«' with the view to traffic : that it happened that (he went to the Mauritius^ from 
** whence forty perfons, French and of a dark colour, of whom ten or twelve were 
** artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the fliip, came to your country 
'^ in fearch of employment : that fuch as chofe to take fervice were entertained, and 
*^ the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and 
^* that the French, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken advantage 
^ of the departure of the'fliip, to put about reports with the view to ruffle the minda 
«• of both Sircars.'* 

I had no knowledge of the tranfaftion which your Highnefs has thus defcribed^ 
until I had the honour to receive your Highnefs's Letter. Nor was it to this tranf* 
action I adverted, when I exprefled my concern at the inttrcourfe which your High* 
nefs had cftabliihed with the French^ The fafts to which I refenred> were of a na* 
ture entirely different from thofe which your Highnefs has related. If the tranfac-* 
tion of which I compluned had not indifputably proved the exiilence of a connec»> 
tion between your Highnefs and the French, entirely incompatible with your en- 
gagements to the Honorable Company, and to its Allies, neither the Allies nor I

would have reforted to tholb meafufes of precaution and defence whicfh have attraflcd 
your Highoefs's attention. . 

I will now fully and explicitly ftatc to your Highncfs, the circumftances to 
which 1 referred in my Letter of the 8th of November, wherein I remonftrated againft 
the tendency of your intercourfe with the French. ' . 

Although I had been, for fome time paft, apprized that your Highnefs had 
engaged with federal Powers of Afia, in various negotiations of the moft hoftile ten- 
dency towdfds the intcrefts of the Company and of its Allies ; and although your con- 
tinued military preparations correfponded with the fpirit of your negotiations ; 1 ftill 
hoped that a fenfe of your own interefts, and a regard to the acknowledged maxims 
of prudence and good faith, would have induced you to relinquifti projects of ag- 
greffion fo inconfiftent with your own profeffiont, with your real interefts, and with 
the character of your wifdom and difcretion. But I had fcarcely formed that decifion 
on your Highnefs's claim to Wynaad (by which I had afforded an unquefttonable 
teftimony of my difpofition to render impartial and ample juftice to your rights, and 
to cultivate and improve the relations of amity and peace with your Highnefs) when 
I received from the lile of France, ah authentic copy of the proclamation, a Pcrfian 
tranflation of which accompanies this letter. 

In addition to this proclamation, I pofTefs full and accurate information of all 
the proceedings of your Hignefs's Ambafifadors during their refidence in the Ifle of 
France ; of the whole of their conduct in exercifing the powers delegated to them by 
your Highnefs; and of your Highnefs's conduft iince the return of your Am. 
bailadors. 

From the whole evidence in my pofleffion, the following fafts are inconteftibly 
proved. 

Yotkr Highnefs difpatched two Ambafladors from yo\)r prefence, who embarked 
at Mangalore for the Ifle of France, and arrived there at the ciofe of the month of 
January, 1 798 : The ihip on which the AmbalSadors were embarked, hoifted your 
Htghnefs*8 colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueft in the Ifle of France. 
Your Ambafladors were received publicly and formally by the French Government 
under a ialute of cannon, and with every circumftance of diftinftioo and refped ; 
i and 
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aod they were entertained, during their continuance on the Ifland by the French ^cjofurc in 
Governmeht, at the public expcnfe. 

Previoufly to the arrival of your AmbaiTadors on the Ifland, no idea or rumour 
exified there of any aid to be furniihed to your Highnefs by the French ; or of any 
profpeft of a war between your Highnefs and the Company. But within two days 
after the arrival of your Ambafladojrs, the Proclamation, of which I now forward to 
you a tranflation, was fixed up in the moft public places, and circulated through the 
Town of Port Nord Oueft. 

•Your AmbaiTadors, far from protefting againft thie manner or ftyle of thp Pro- 
clamation, held without referve, in the mofl public manner, the fame language which 
it contains with refpeft to the ofTenlive war to be commenced by your Highnefs 
againft the ^ritiih pofleffions in India ; and they even fuffered the Proclamation to 
be publicly diftributed at their own houfes. 

In confequence of theie circumftances, an univerftl belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that your Highnefs would make an immediate attack upon th^ Britifli pofleffions 
in India* 

Your Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland, when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to aft under the Proclamation in queftion ; and your AmbaflTadors aided and 
aififted the execution df the Proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of your 
Highnefs^ for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in your fervice. Your Am- 
bafladors propofed to levy men to any pradicable extent, flating their powers to be 
unlimited with refpeft to the numbers of the forces to.be raifed in your Highnefs'$ 
name, for the purpofe of making war on the Company. 

The AmbaflTadors entered into certain ftipulations and engagements, in the 
name of your Highnefs, according to the tenor of the Proclamation (fee the margin)* 
with feveral Frenchmen, and others who entered into your fervice, particularly with 
Monfieur Pubuc, whom the Ambafladors engaged in your Highnefs's naa>e, for 



* We can aiTure all the Citizens who (hall enroll themfelreai that Tippoo will allow them an ad- 
vantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his Ambafladors ; who will further en- 
gage, in the name of their Sorereign, that all Frenchmen who fliall enter into his armies, ikall never be 
detained, after thicj (hall haye expreflcd a wi(h to return to their own country.

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the cxprcfs purpofc of aflifting in the war to be comtnenccd by your Highnefs againft 
the Englilh in India. 

The- Proclamation therefore is proved to have been the adl of your Ambafladors* 
k'originated in their arrival at the Ifle of France ; it was diftributed by their agents;' 
it wjs avowed in evety part by their own public declarations; and, finally, it was 
executed, according to its tenor, by their perfonal alTiftanGe and co-operation. 

On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambafladors embarked at Port Nord Oueft, 
on board the French frigate La Prtneufe, together with the force thus raifed in your 
Highntfs^s name. 

This French frigate, with your Ambafladors, and with the troops raifed in the 
enemy's country for your fervice, arrived at Mang^lorc about the 26th of April 
179$. Your Highnefs permitted this force to land in your dominions ^ and far 
from manifefting the lead fymptom of difapprobation of the conduct of your 
Ambafladors in any part of this tranfa(5kion, you formally received them, and the 
French Officers and principal perfons who accompanied tl^m, with public marks 
of honor and diftindtion ; and you now entertain in your fervice a large part 
of the force thus raifed, for the purpofe of making war upon the Honorable 
Connfpany* 

From thefe feveral fads, the following conclufions reiult : 

fittty That the Ambafladors difpatched by your Highnefs to the Ifle of France 
did propofe, and adually did conclude, an oiFenfive alliance with the French, for 
the exprcfs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreflfion againft the Company, and 
confequently againft the Allies, the Pafliwa and the Nizam. 

Secondly, That your Highnefs's Ambafladorj demanded military fuccours from 
the French for the purpofe of profecuting the faid war ; and declared that your 
Highnefs had already completed'your hoftile preparations againft the Company (and 
confeqtifntly againft the Alljes) ; and that you only waited the arrival of efledhial 
aid from the French to break out into open hoftilities. 

Thirdly, That your Highnefs^s Ambafladors levied a military force in the Ifle 
of France, under the conditions of the Proclamation, and for the avowed purpofe of 
carrying into effedt the offenfive alliance, contraded in the nan^ of your Highnefs, 
with the enemy of the Company, and of the Allies. 

Fourthly, 
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FourtUy, That your Highocfs approved the condud of your AcnbaiTadors, EndoAitein 
I fuffeved ihc French force, raifcd for the purpofe of making war upon the Company 

and the Allies, to be landed in your country, and finally admkccd the fatd ibrcfi bco 
your army* • 

Fifthly, That your Hfjghnefs, by ihefe feveral perfonal and unequivocal afts, 
has ratified the engagements contained tn the Proclamation publifihed in the ifle of 
France; and has taken the preliminacy fteps for fulfilling thofe engagements 
according to the tenor of that Proclamation ; aad that you have thereby pfecliided 
whatever hope might otherwife have been entertained, that the proceedings of your 
Highnefs's Amba^adors were unauthoiized by your orders. 

Sixthly, That your Highncfs has for fome time pad been employed in military 
^ preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of your engagements, contraded with 

the enemy of the Company and of the Allies. 

Seventhly, That your Highncfs was prepared to make an unprovoked attack 
upon the Company^s poflfeffions, if you had obtained from the French the effe&ual 
fuccour which you had folicited through your AmbafTadors. 

Eighthly, That your Highncfs, by thefe feveral afts, has violated the treaties 
i of peace and friendfhip fubiifting between your Highncfs and the Allies. 

Such are the grounds on which I founded my complaint, in my letter of the 
8th of November -, and fuch are the motives which now copipel the Allies to feck 
relief from that ambiguous and anxious (late in which they have been placed, 
for fome years paft, by the conduft of your Highnefs. The Allies complain that 
your frequent preparations for war, together with your hoftile negotiations and 
offenfive alliances with the enemy, continually expofe the Allies, during a period 
^ of fuppofed peace, to all the folicicude and hazard and much of the expenfc 

of war. 

Even under all thefe circumftanccs of provocation, the Allies entertain the 

moft earned defire to e{labli(h with your Highnefs a real and fubftantial peace,^ 

accompanied by the intercourfe and good offices ufual amoilg friendly and conti^i^ 

guous ftates. We are, therefore, ready to renew and confirm the bonds of amiry^ 

with your Highnefs, on fuch conditions as (hall preclude the continuance of thofe 

jealoufies, which muft fubfift fo long as a final and fatisfa£tory adjuftment of ali 

caufes of fufpicion (hall be delayed. 

^ Your 
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Your Higlinefs is pleafed to fay, ** That you cannot imagine how means^ more 
*' efTedual than the exifting treaties, can be adopted for gjiving (lability to the fouA- 
*' dations of friendlhip and harmony, or for promoting the fccurity of the States, 
^* and the welfare and advantage of all parties/' 

In this fentiment I entirely concur with your Highnefs \ and if your Highnefs's 
wifdom had not been perverted, by evil councils, from a due obfervance of your 
engagements with the Allies, no new or more effeflual means would now be neqeifary 
** for giving (lability to the foundations of friendlhip and harmony, or for promot- 
ing the fecurity of the States, and the welfare and advantage of all parties.*' But 
a new arrangement is become indifpen fable, in confcquence of your Highnel&'s new 
engagements with the common enemy of the Allies, and I again entreat your High- 
nefs to meet with cordiality the friendly and moderate advance of the Allies towards 
an amicable fettlement of every ground of jealoufy and danger. 

Had your Highnefs received Major Doveton, that gentleman would have ex- 
plained to your Highnefs, on the pare of the Company and of the Allies, how this 
advantageous arrangement is to be obtained. 

The Allies, being always anxious to enter into the friendly explanation with 
your Highnefs, I once more call upon your Highnefs, in the mod ferious and folemn 
manned, to aflent to the admKfion of Major Doveton, as a meafure which I am con- 
fident would be produftive of the moft la(iing advantages to all parties. 

I truft that your Highnefs will favour me with a friendly letter in reply to this ; 

and I moft earneftly requeft that your reply may not be deferred for more than one 

day after this letter (hall reach your Prefence j dangerous confequcnces refult from 

the delay of arduous affairs.

I have been much gratified by the agreeable receipt of yom LordAip's two 
friendly Letters ; the firft, brought by a Camelman, the laft by Hircarr-abs ; and 
underflood their contents. The Letter of the Prince in ftation, like Tumlheid with 
angel» as his guards, with troops numerous as the flars, the Sun illuminating the 
world, the Heaven of empire and dominion, the luminary giving fplendour to the 
Univerfc, the firmament of glory and power, the Sultaun of the fca and the land, thr 
Kingof Room (i. e. the Grand Seignor) be his empire and his power perpetual, ad- 
drefled to me, which reached you through the Britifli Envoy, and which you tranf- 
mitted, has arrived. Being frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, I am 
accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion. You will be pleafbd to difpafch 
Major Doveton (about whofe corning your friendly peti has repeatedly written) ilightly 
attended. • 

Always continue to gratify me by friendly Letters, notifying your welfare.

To Tippoo Sultaun : Written izd February, 1799. 

I had the honour, on the 13th inftant, to receive your Letter, acknowledging 
your receipt of my two Letters of the 9th and i6th January, informing me of your 
Intention to proceed on a hunting excurfion, «»nd defiring me to difpatch Major 
Doveton unattended to you. . 

I lament inoft fincerely, that the friendly intimation contained in my Letter of 
the 9th January^ regarding the dangers of delay,' produced no effeft on your dif-^ 
cerning mind, and that you deferred yowr reply to that Letter to fo late a period of 
the feafon. Your long filence on this important and preffing occafion, compelled 
me to adopt the refolution of ordering the Britifti' forces to advance in concert with 
the armies of, the Allied Powers. You are not ignorant that the period of the feafon 
rendered the advance of the army abfolutcly neceffary to the'common fccurity of the 
Allies. This movement of the army is to be imputed entirely to your repeated re- 
jedtion of my amicable propbfal of fending an ^mbaffador to your Prefcnce, 

Under the prcfent circumftances, to fend Major Doveton to you, could not be 
attended with thofe advantages which would have refulted from his miflton at a pro- 
per feafon. 

The Allies, however, retaining an anxious deGre to eflPeft ah adjuftment with 
you, Lieutenant General Harris, Commander of the Britifh troops, has been em- 
powered to receive any embafTy which you ihall difpatch to him. Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Harris will alfo authorize fuch perfons as he may think proper, to concert, in 
communication with your AmbafTadors, a new treaty of friendlhip with your High- 
nefs, founded on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably neceflfary 
to the cftabli(hment of a fecure and permanent peace.

Governor General in Council, for all the Forces and Affairs of the 
Britifh Nation in the Eaft-lndies, on Behalf of the Honorable the 
EasT'India Company and the Allies of the faid Company, their 
Highnefles the Ni?.am and the Peshwa. 

A folctnn treaty of peace and friendfhip was concluded at Scringapatam, be- 
tween the Honorable Company, and the Nabdb Afoph Jah and the Pelhwa, on the 
one part, and the Nabob, Tippoo Sultaun on the other part; 'and from that day all 
commotion and hoftility ccafed. Since that day, the three Allied States- have inva- 
riably manifeftcd a facred regard for the obligations contradted under that treaty with 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Of this uniform difpofition, abundant proofs have been 
afforded by each of the Allies. Whatever differences have arifen with regard to the 
limits of the territory of Myforc, have been amicably adjufted without difficulty^ '* 

and with the moft cxaft attention to the principles of equity, and to the ftipulations 
of treaty. Such has been the folicitude of the Allies for the prefer vation of tran- 
quillity, that they have viewed with forbearance, for fome years paft, various em- 
baffies and military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency fo 
cvidendy hoftile to the intercfts of the Allies, as would have juftified them, not only 
in the moft ferious rcmonftrances, but even in an appeal to Arms. On the part of 
the Britifli Government every endeavour has been employed to conciliate the confi- 
dence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindiftive fpirit, by the moft unequivocal 
acknowledgment and confirmation of his ju^ rights, and by the removal of every 
caufe of jealoufy, which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. Thcfe 
pacific fcntiments have been moft particularly manifefted in the Governor GeneraPs 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun's claim to the diftrift of Wynaad, and in the 
negotiation opened by his Lordlhip^with regard to the diftrifts of Ameera and Sou- 
la. In every inftance the conduft of the Britifh Government in India towards 
Tippoo Sultaun, has been the natural refult of thofc principles of moderation, juf- 
tice, and good faith, which the Legiflature of Great Britain, and the Honorable the^ 
Eaft-India Company, have firmly eftablifhed as the unalterable rule of their inter- 
courfe with the Native Princes and States of India. 

The exemplary good faith and the pacific difpofitioirof the Allies, fince the con- 
clufion of the treaty of Scringapatam, has never been difputed even by Tippoo Sul- 
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taun. Far from haviog attempted to allege even the pretext of a complaint againft 
their conduft, he has conftantly acknowledged their jufticc, finceritjr, and' good 
faith; and has preferred, in the moft cordial terms, his deflre ta mauKMi and 
ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord with them. 

In the midft of thefe amicable profeflions on the part of Tippoo Sultaun^ and 
at the moment when the Britifli Government had iffued orders for the confirmation 
of his claim to Wynaad, it was with aftonifliment and indignation that the Allies 
difcovcred the engagements which he had contraftcd with the'French Nation, in 
direft violation of the Treaty of Seringapataro, as well as of his own moft folemn 
and recent proteftations of friendfliip towards the Allies. 

Under the maflc of thefe fpecious profeffions, and of a pretended veneration for 
the obligations of treaty, Tippoo Sultaun difpatched Ambafl&dors to the Iflie of 
France who, in a period of profound peace in India, propofed and concluded, in 
his nacpe an offenfive alKance with the French, for the avowed purpofe of com- 
mencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company, and confequently againft the 
Pelhwa and the Nizam, the Allies of the Company. 

The AmbaflMors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, demanded military fuccours 
from the French, and aftually levied a military force in the Iflc of France, with the 
declared viciw of profecuting the intended war. 

When the Ambaffadors returned, in a French ftiip of war, from the Ifle of 
France, Tippoo Sultaun fufFcred the military force, which they had levied for the 
avowed purpofe of making war upon the Allies, to land in his country ; and finally, 
he admitted it into his army : By thefe perfonal afts raifying and confirming the 
proceedings of his Ambaflkdors. 

This. military force, however, was not fufficiently powerful to enable Kim im- 
m^iately to attempt his declared purpofe of attacking the Company's poffeffidns ; 
but in the meanwhile he advanced his hoflile preparaiions conformably to his engage- 
I30ents with the French ; and he wa$ ready to move his army into the Company's 
territories, whenever he might obtain from France the cffeftual fuccours, which he had 
affiduoufly folicited from that nation.

Bat the providence of God, and the vidorious arms of the Britifli Nation, fruf- 
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trarcd hw vain hopes, and checked the prefurrptuous career of the French in Egypt, Enclorure m 
at the moment when he anxioufly cxpefted their arrival on the Coaft of Malabar. ^^ ^^^^*

The Bricifli Government, the Nizam, and the Pefliwa, had not omitted the 
neceflary precaution of aflembling their forces for the joint protedton of their refpec- 
tive dominions. The ftridt principles of felf-dcfcncc would have juflificd the Allies 
at that period of time io making an immediate attack upon the territories of Tippoo 
Sultaun ; but even the happy intelligence of the glorious fuccefs of the Britilh fleet ac 
the Mouth of the Nile, did not abate the anxious defire of the Allies to maintain the 
relations of athity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun. They attempted, by a moderate 
reprefentation, to recall him to a fenfe of his obligations, and of the genuine principles 
of prudence and policy ; and they employed every effort to open the channels of 
negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable accommodation. With thefe 
lalutary views the Governor General, on the 8th November 1798, in the name of 
the Allies, propofed to difpatch an Ambaflador to Tippoo Sultaun, for the purpofe 
of renewing the bonds of friendihip, and of concluding fuch an arrangement as might 
afford effcdual fecurity againft any future interruption of the public tranquillity i and 
his Lordlhip repeated the fame propofal on the loth December 1798, Tippoo Sulcaua 
declined, by various evalions and fubterfuges, this friendly and moderate advance 
on the part of the Allies, and he manifefted an evident difpofition 10 rejeA the means 
of pacific accommodation, by fuddenly breaking up, in the month of December, 
the conferences which had commenced with refpeft to the diflriAs of Anneera and 
Soula, and by interrupting the tntercourfe between his fubjeds and thofe of the 
Company on their rcfpeAive frontiers. On the 9th of Januaray 1799, the Governor 
Geaeral being arrived at Fort St. George (notwithftanding tbefe difcouraging circum<i> 
ftances in the conduft of Tippoo Sultaun) renewed, with increafed earneftnefs, the ex- 
pieilion of his Lordibtp's anxious defire to difpatch an Ambaffador to the Sultaun. 

The Governor General exprefsfy folicited the Sultaun to return an anfwer within 
one day to this Letter ; and as it involved no propofition either injurious to the rights^ 
dignity or honour of the Sultaun, in any degree novel or complicated either in form or 
fubftance, it could not require a longer confideration, . The Governor General waited 
with the utmoft folicitudc for an anfwer to the reafonable and difiinA proportion 
contained in the Letter of the 9th January 1799. Tippoo Sulteun, however, who 
muft have received this Letter before the 15th of January, remained filent, although 
tiie Governor General had plainly apprized that Prince, that dangerous confcquences 
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Eacjoiurcm would rcfult ffom delay. In the mean*whtle the feaibn for military operations had 

already advanced to fp late a period, as to render a fpeedy dec^fion indifpenfable to the 
fecuriiy of the Allies : Under thefe circumftances, on the 3d February (eight days 
having elapfcd from the period when an anfvver might have been received from Se» 
ringapatam to the Govicrnor General's Letter of the 9th January) his Lordfhip 
declared to the Allies, that the neceffary meafures muft now be adopted, without 
delay, for fccuring fuch advantages as fhould place the common fafety of the Allies 
beyond the reach of the infincerity of Tippoo Sultaun, and of the violence of the 
French. With this view, the Governor General on the 3d of February iflued 
orders to the Britifli armies to march, and fignificd to the Commander of His Ma- 
jefty's fquadron, that the obftinate filence of the Sultaun muft be cofidered as a rejec- 
tion of the propofed amicable negotiation. 

■s. 

At length, on the 13th of February, a Letter from Tippoo Sultaun, reached 
the Governor General : in \yhich the Sultaun fignifies to his Lordlhip *** That being 
" frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, he was accordingly proceeding 
** upon a hunting excurfion ;*' adding " That the Governor General would be plcafed 
** to difpatch Major Doveton to him, unattended." 

The Allies will not dwell on the peculiar phrafes in this better; but it mufl be. 
evident to all the States of India, that the anfwer of the Sultaun has been deferred 
to this late period of the feafon, with no other view^ than to preclude the Allies, by 
infidious delays, from the benefit of thofe advantages which their combined military 
operations would enable them to iecure. On thofe advantages alone (under the re-** 
cent experience of Tippoo Sultaun^s violation of the Treaty of Seringapatam, and 
under the peculiar circumftances of that Princess ofTeniive alliance with the French) 
can the Allies now venture to rely for the faithful executioa of any treaty of peace 
' concluded with Tippoo Sultaun. 

The Allies cannot fuffer Tippoo Sultaun to profit by hts own ftudied and fyfte^ 
matic delay, oor impede fuch a difpofition of their military and naval force^ as ihall 
appear beft calculated to give effed to their juft views. 

Boubd by the facred obligation of public faith, profelfing the moft amicable 
difpoiition, and undifturbed in the pofTeffion of thofe dominions fecured to him by 
treaty, Tippoo Sultaun wantonly violaied the relations of amity and peace, and 

S compelled 
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compelled the Allies to arm in defence of their rights^ their happinefs> and their Enclofure in

honor. 

For- a period of three months, he obftinately rejcfted every pacific overture, in 
the hourly expedation of receiving that fuccour, which he has eagerly folicited for 
the profecution of his favorite purpofcs of ambition and revenge. Difappointed in 
his hopes of immediate vengeance and conqueft> he now reforis to, fubcerfuge and 
procraftination, and by a tardy, reludtanr, and infidious acquiefcence, in a propo* 
ficion which he had fo long and repeatedly declined, he endeavors to fruftrate the 
precautions of the Allies, and to protrad every efFeflual operation, until fome change 
of ctrcumftances and of feafon ihall revive his expeAations of difturbing the tran- 
quillity of India, by favoring the irruption of a French army 

The Allies are equally prepared to repel his violence^ and to counterad bis 
artifices and delays. 

The Allies arc therefore rcfolvcd, to place their army in fuch a pofition as (hall 
aflFord adequate protection againft any artifice or infincerity, and fhall preclude the 
return of that danger, which has fo lately menaced their poflcifions. The Allies, 
however, retaining an anxious defire to effeft an adjuftment with Tippoo Sultaun^i 
Lieutenant General Harris, Commander in Chief of His Majefty^s and the Honor- 
able Company's forces on the Coafis of Coromandel and Malabar, is authorized to 
receive any EmbafTy which Tippoo Sultaun may difpatch to the Head Quarters of 
the Britifh Army, and to concert a treaty on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies 
to be indifpcnfably neceflary for the eftablilhment of a fecure and pernaanent peace*

' Since my arrival at this Prefidcncy, I have addreflcd three feparate Letters to 
your Honorable Committee, under date the * 13th January, 13th February, and 
15th March 1799; tny feparate Letters of the 20th of March, and of this date, to

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the Court of Diredors^ and the Letter to your Honorable Comnnittce from the 
Grovernor General in Council at Fort St. George, of the 7th April, contain a view 
of fuch events as have happened in this quarter fince the date of my laft Letter 
to you. 

To thefe advices I do not feel it neccffary to add any thing at prefent, further 
than my afTurance that every circumftance promifcs a fpeedy and advantageous iffue to 
the war with Tippoo Sultaun, and that all fuch private intelligence as I have received 
concurs to favor this expectation. 

" I have the fatisfaftion to inform you, that notwithftanding the export of forty 
lacs of rupees in fpecie to this Prefidcncy, and the adual commencement of hoftilities 
with Tippoo Sultaun, the difcount upon all the public fecurities in Bengal has ex- 
perienced a coniiderable diminution during the courfe of the laft month ; and with 
the aid of the fupplics in fpecie which we expert from England, I jQatter myfelf 
that I ihall be enabled, within a (hort period of time, to dired: an enlargement of 
the commercial Inveftment at all the Prefidencies. I am naturally impatient to 
return to Bengal, but the experience of every hour convinces me more ftrongly that 
the avowed projeds of Tippoo Sultaun, combined with his acknowledged means of 
carrying them into efFed, have been among the moft efficient caufes, not only of 
the decline of public and private credit in Bengal, but alfo of encouragement to 
the diforderly and difaffedled clafs of your fubjefts. I am therefore perfuaded, that 
the eflfeudlal reduftion of Tippoo*s means of mifchicf is indifpenfable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all your poffeffions* Under this impreffion, I feel it to be my 
duty to remain at this Prefidency as long as my prcfence can in any degree contribute 
to the energy and vigour of our military operations* 

By the lateft accounts from Conftantinople it appears, that General Buonaparte's 
army ftill confifts of 17 or 183O00 fighting men. The Government of Bombay 
have fitted out an expedition againft the Ifland of Perim, according to your orders. 
You will probably learn from them, that I called their attention to the fame objed, 
as foon as I learnt the arrival of the French in Egypt. My Letter reached Bombay 
towards the conclufion of the month of Oftober, but my fuggcftion was not executed, 
in confequence of a fuppofed dcficieijcy of water on the Ifland of Perim. 

Upon receiving a fimilar fuggeftion from me. Admiral Rainier forward^ a con- 

S ditional 
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cHttonal order, for the occupation of the Ifland, to Commodore Kankctt by the Cen- 
turion. Since the receipt of your orders, however, I underftrnd it has been afcer- 
tUtned at Bombay, that the Ifland of Perim is not deficient in water.

Extract oiF a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor 
General in Council to the Secret Committee j dated Fort St. 
George, the i8th April 1799. 

The Governor General having informed us, that he has comojunicated,^ in fcpa- 
rate drfpatches to your ton»mittce, and to the Court of Direftors, the general caufes 
which have compelled his Lord(hip to arm for offenfive war againft Tippoo Sultaun,. 
the grounds and principles on which his Lordlbip's repeated^ applications to Tippoo 
for the admiffion of an Embafly from the Supreme Grovernment have been founded, 
as well as the general political ftate of India, we think it premature, at this ilage of 
affairs, to enter into any detailed explanation of the Ijtate of the w?^, or of the im* 
portant conicquences which are likely to fdlQ\y its termination.. 

We are defirous however to take tins opportunity of exprefling our entire con* 
currence in the juftice and neceflity of the war in which we are now engaged,^ beii^ 
convinced Tippoo Sultaun's repeated evafions of the Governor General's pacific pro*- 
poiitions^ as, well as his attempt to fruftrate the advantages of our military prepa- 
rations by an infidious and tardy acceptance of the negotiation which he had fo 
long declined, left no other means of fccuring your interefts than thofe which the 
Governor General has employed. We are further confirmed in this opinion, by 
reflefting on the poffibility of Tippoo deriving fome of the advantages which he 
expcfted from his alliance with the French, as we are ftill entirely ignorant of the 
condition of the French Army in Egypt, as well as the ftate of our naval defences in 
the Red Sea, no intelligence having yet been, obtained of Commodore Blankett's 
arrival at his deflined ftation. 

Under thcfc circumftances, every principle of felf-defcnce, and of prudent 

precaution. 
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precaution^ required chat the Sultaun (hould be deprived of the power of availing 
bimfelf of the affiftance of the French, before it would reach his dominions. Im- 
prefled with thefe fentiment^, we ftiall continue to pay the moft vigilant attention 
to thi» important objcdj and we beg leave to aflure you of our mod cordial co^ 
operation, and our moft zealous fupport, of the meafurcs which the Governor Gene- 
ral has already adopted, or which his Lordlhip may yet think it advifable to adopts 
for the attainment of thefe obje(5ts. 

In reflcfting upon the aftual ftate of things, it is impoffible not to advert to the 
perfeft fecurity which we poflfefs in the Decan, fiom the vigorous and dccifiye 
meafures adopted for the fuppreflffon of the French Intereft at Hyderabad, and from 
the intinrtate connexion which at prefent fo happily fublifts between the Company 
and His Highnefs the Nizam ; and which has not only relieved us from the 
anxiety infeparaWe from the former growth and extent of French Influence at that 
Court, but has enabled us, at the critical jundlure of a war with Tippoo Sultaun, 
to bring the whole of the fubfidiary force, with a large portion of the Nizam*s, ii|to 
the Myfore Country. - The unremitting exertions which have been made for the ' 
removal of our pecuniary embarrafTments, have enabled us to furmount the difficul- 
ties which appeared to oppofe the progre£i of the army. 

We have the confequent fatisfaftion of informing you, that the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris, equipped beyond all former comparifon in the great de- 
partments of ordnance, (lores, grain, provifions, bullocks, and fpecie, within eight 
months from the iflbe of our firft orders for aflembling it, and within one month 
fince it croflcd our frontier, has finally taken up its ground for the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam.

The detailed fucceflcs of the Commander in Chief, his aWfe difpofitions and 
movements^ the brilliant advantage obtained by the Bombay Army under Lieutenant 
General Stuart over the flower of Tippoo's army, commanded by the Sultaun in 
perfon, the extenfive and important afliftance furniflied by our faithful Ally the 
Rajah of Coorga, and the cordial co-operation of His Excellency Rear Admiral 
Rainier, will be fubje£b of more detailed difpatches at a future period ; but we 
have thought it our duty, which we execute with particular fatisfa^tion, to commu* 
nicate to your Committee the unrivalled pre-eminence of the Britilh Power in India, 
the fecurity which we derive from our fucccfles at Hyderabad and iff Myfore, 

againft 
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againft any prefent of future efforts, cither of intrigue or force, on the part of the 
French Republic, and the well-founded expeftations which we entertain from the 
ftate of your alliances and the efficiency of your military force, of eftablifliing your 
interefts in India upon a footing of permanent (lability.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors ; dated Fort St. George, 20th April, 1799. 

To the Honorable the ^ Court of Direftors for the Affairs of the Honorable the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. ^ 

Honorable Sirs, 

1, I now proceeed to fubmit to you a detail of the operations of the armies in 

Myfore. 

2. The army of Bombay under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, 

marched from Cananore on the 21ft of February, arrived at the head of the Pondi- 
cherrum Ghaut on the 25th of the fame month, and took pod at Seedapoor and 
Sedafere on the 2d of March, for the protection of the large fupplies which had been 
collefted at Verajunder Pett ia the diftrift of Coorga. From thefe pofitions, on 
Lieutenant General Harris's approach, Lieutenant General Stuart intended to form 
a junction with the army of Madras. 

3* The army of Madras, under the command of Lieutenant General Harris, 
entered the territory of Myfore on the 5th of March, when Lieutenant General: 
Harris forwarded to Tippoo Sultaun my Letter (forming N? 8, of the Enclofures 
of my feparate difpatch to your Honorable Court, of the 20th March) and publifhed 
the declaration forming N? 9, of the Enclofures of the fame difpatch. 

4* The operations of the army of Madras commenced by the reduction. of 

feveral forts upon the frontier. Some of thefe forts furrendered without any refift- 

ance, and none of them were defended with fpirit, although the ' Sultaun appears, 

I from 
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fiom the improved eftabliihment on which be had placed their garrifons^ to have 
provided as well as he could for a different refult. 

5. The progrefs of the army of Madras, owing to its ample cquipmeitts in 
every department, particularly in that of 'the ordnance, ncceflary for the fiege of 
Seringapatam, was unavoidably flow ; its movements, however, were but Iktie im- 
peded by the enemy. Confiderable bodies of horfe hovered about its line of tYiarch, 
but without any otljjr efTeft than that of rendering the communications witb the 
Company's territories extremely difficult. Some parties of horfe attacked the Nizam^s 
Contingent, and his Highnefs*s Cavalry are reported by General Harris to have 
conduced themfelves with gfeat fpirit, a circumftance which may partly be attributed 
to the improvements recently introduced into the difciplioe and eftabli(hments of his 
Highnefs's Cavalry, at the recommendation of the Britifli ReQdent, under my 
inftruAions. 

6. At the period when the army of Madras entered Myfore, Tippoo Sukaoft 
was fuppofed to be encamped in the vicinity of Maddoor, and to be preparing t6 
move in the direction of Bangalore, for the purpofe of oppofitig the progrefs Of iht 
army of Madras, in the event of Lieutenant General Harris afiually paffing the 
Frontier ; but it foon appeared, that although the Sultaun had fo recently aflfefted t 
difpofition to admit an Embafly frotn the Britiih Government, he had probably 00 
other view than to conceal the defign which he had formed, of ftriking a fuddea 
and early blow againfl the army of Bombay ; for without allowing me the fame tim^ 
to anfwer his laft Letter which he had taken for replying to thofe addrefled by 
me to him, and without waiting to hear of the adtual commencement of hoftilities 
on the part of the Briiifh Government, he came to the refolution of attacking the 
army of Bombay, then alTembled beyond the line of his Frontier in the diftrid of 
Coorga, under the Command of Lieutenant General Stuart. 

7* For this purpofe Tippoo, taking with him the flower of his army, appears 
to have marched from his camp near Cenapatam on the 28th of February, (when 
Lieutenant General Harris was (lill within the Company's territories) and movh^ 
rapidly in the direction of Periapatam, to have arrived there on the morning of the 
5th of March, being the fame day on which Lieutenant General Harris entered My* 
fore on the Eaftern Frontier. ^ 

8, On 
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8. On the 6ih ©f March, Tippoo Sultaun paffed bis own Frontier and attacked 
a detachmeuc of the arnny of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant Gene ra. 
Stuart, the total ^ftrength of whofe entire army did not amount to more than fix 
thoufand 6ghting men. The attack of the Sultaun's force was fuftained by a body 
not exceeding two^thoufand men, and the Sultaun's army was finally defeated and 
completely difpcrfed, before General Stuart could collcdt the whole of his divided 
force. It is with infinite fatisfadlion that I enclofe, for information of your Hoaor- 
able Court, the Paper marked (N? i,) containing General Stuart's account of ihi* 
brilliant and important adtion, which took place at Seedafere on the 6th March. 

9. After this fignal defeat, Tippoo retreated precipitately to his camp at Pc- 
riapatam, and remained thereuntil the nth of March, without making any further 
attempt to moleft the army of Bombay. The lofs fuftained by Tippoo's Army on 
the 6th of March, appears to have amounted to near £,000 killed, wounded, and 
prifoners (which included feveral officers of rank, and feme of confiderable diftinc* 
tion) : that fuftained on the 7th, by the army of Bombay, will appear in Lieutenant 
General Stuart's Letter. 

10. Adverting to the great difproportion of numbers, and to other circum- . 
fiances of difadvantage, I am confident that your Honorable Court will be of opi- 
nion, that the condud and fuccefs of the a^my of Bombay on that day has feldom 
been equalled, and never furpaOed in India. 

II. Under this impreffion, I take the liberty of recommending to jrour fa^ 
vourable notice, the feveral officers and corps, named by Lieutenant General Stuart 
in his Letter of the 8th of March, and I am anxious to requerft your particular 
attention to the diftinguifhed conduct of Lieutenant General Stuart, and Major 
General Hartley, as well as of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, and of Lieutenant 
polonel Dunlop. Major General Hartley had already received a public teftimony 
of my. particular approbation of his extraordinary merit, in colleding ftores and pro- 
vifions in the diftrift of Coorga, previoufly to the arrival of General Stuart on the 
Coaft of Malabar, 

12. Tippoo returned from Periapatam to Seringapatam, and arriving at the latter 
place on the 14th of March, moved from thence immediately to meet Lieutenant 
General Harris and the army of Madras. 

13. Lieutenant 
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13. Lientenant General Harris had advanced on the 26th of March to a po. 
fition between Suhanpct and Malavelly, having met with no confidcrable impedf- 
ment from the enemy,- The enemy made ihefr appearance in force on that day, but 
without attempting to difturb our army. On the 27th of March, when the army 
reached its ground at Malavelly, Tippoo opened a diftant cannonade upon ir, which 
though at firft difregarded by Lieutenant General Harris, ultimately led to a general 
engagement, in which the enemy was completely defeated, and* driven from every 
Poft which he attempted to maintain. , Our, lofs on this occafion was very inconfi- 
derable; only feven rank and file being killed, and a few men (including four 
Officers) wounded, while that of the enemy is fuppofcd to have amounted to near 
feven hundred. 

14. I refer your Honorable Court to Lieutenant General Harris's Letter of 
the 27ih of March* which forms a part of the Enclofure, N? 2, for a more particu- 
lar account of this important vidory, requefting alfo your attention to the merits of 
tlie feveral Officers and Corps diftinguilhed by the notice of Lieutenant General 
Harris. 

15. General Harris marched on the 20th a few miles to the fouthward of Ma- 
lavelly, without the leaft interruption from the enemy ; from whence it may be in- 
ferred that Tippoo Sultaun was confiderably difpirited by the defeat which he had 
fuftained on the preceding day, added to the previous fuccefs obtained over him by 
the army of Bombay. 

16. On the a9th of March, General Harris happily accompFiIhed a niovement 
which muft have greatly aftonifhed and difconcerced the enemy : inftead of pro- 
ceeding in the dircdion of Arakerry and Karagat, Lieutenant General Harris fud- 
denly turned towards the river Cavery, where, finding a Ford at fome diftance above 
the junction of the Cavery and Copany, he immediately rrofled the Cavery with a^ 
part of his army, and occupied ftrong pofitions on both banks of that river, at the 
diftance of about fifteen miles from Seringapatam. This movement was alfo rtiade 
without the leaft oppofition on the part of the enemy, who indeed does not feem to 
have entertained the moft diftant fufpicion of the Britilh General's defign. 

17. Lord Cornwallis, at a more advanced period of the year, having in vaio- 
fought for a pradicable Ford to the fouthward of Seringapatam, Tippoo probably 
concluded that Lieutenant General Harris would have purfued his Lordfhip's route 
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to die Ford of Caniambaddy, northward cf Srr'wgapatam, for the piirpofe of effedling 
a junftion from thence with the army of Bombay. It is difficult to accouat 
otherwifefor Tippoo*6 inaflion, while General Harris executed this arduous and im- 
portant movement. 

1 8. The advantages of the poiition thus acquired by General Harris muft 
prove confiderable. in addition to the immediate acquifiiion of cattle and forage, 
it muft facilitate the jun(£tion with the army of Bombay ; it muft aSbrd additional 
fecurity to the abundant magazines which have been formed in the Coorga country, 
and favor the fafe approach of our convoys from the fouthern diftridts, and from 
the Barrahmahi, by the Pafs of Caveryporam ; and it promifes to open to our army 
that range of forage (ituated to the fouchward of Seringapatamj which Tippoofeems 
to have refervcd for the confumption of his own army. 

19. Lieutenant General Harris, with his whole army, having crofTed the 
Cavery on the 30th of March, halted near the village of Sovelly on the 31ft. On 
the I ft of April he moved towards Seringapatam, and on the 5 th, encamped two 
miles S. W. of that city, having experienced no oppofition from the enetty fince 
the 27th of March. On the morning of the 6th of April, after an engagement in 
which the enemy appears to have made confiderable refiftance. Lieutenant Geneml 
Harris took pofltflion of Sultanpetta, and an adjacent tope, or grove, and about the 
fame time Major General Floyd, with a ftrong detach o^nt, was (ent to cScdi a 
junction with the army of Bombay. On the morning of the 6th April, Lieuteoaut 
General Stuart received at Seedapore a note from Lieutenant General Harris, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the latter at Seringapatam, and alfo fignifying that Major 
Gtneral Floyd was to be detached from the army of Madras on the 6th April, for 
the purpofe already ftated. In confequence of this intelligence. Lieutenant General 
Stuart had determined to march from Scdapore to Sedafere on^thc 7th April ; and it 
is probable that the jundion of the army of Bombay, with the detachment under the 
Command of Major General Floyd, was efFcAed on the 8th, in ihe neighbourhood of 
Periapatam. The laft accounts received by me from General Harris, are dated on 
the 7th inftant^ when he ftates that he had taken up his pofition for the fiege of 
Seringapatam. 

20. Tippoo Sultaun, on the 7th April, had not returned any anfwer to my 
Letter of the zzd of February, nor had he manifefted any difpofition to propofe a 
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iifgotiation* Lieutenant General Harris is intruded to propofe preliminary articles 
of peace to the Sultaun^ before the BritiOi batteries (hall be opened againft Serin* 
gapatam. 

21. While General Harris was advancing towards Seringapatam, Lieutenant 
Colonel Read was employed in reducing the country to the northward of Ryacottah. 
His operations were intended to have embraced a wide range, and he had made 
confiderable progrefs in them, when the more urgent fervice of convoying to the 
army the .large fupplies which were coUeded in the Barrabmahlj made it neceflary 
for him to change the diredion of his march. He is now drawing together in the 
vicinity of Caveryporam> the numerous Benjaries and other fuppliet. intended for 
the army encamped before Seriogapat^im, which place it is hoped he may be able to 
reach early in May. 

22. To the fouthward of the Carnatic and of Myforc, Lieutenant Colonel 
Brown, at the head of a refpeftable detachment, began his operation by the reduc- 
tion of Carroor, which furrendered to liim without any ferious refiftance on the 5th 
April. On the 8th he fent a detachment againft Errode, and marched himfclf oii 
the 9th to reduce Aravacourchy. He would, however, be obliged tofufpend hi* 
intended operations in the diftrid: of Coimbatore, and to unite his detachnnent to that 
of Colonel Read, with a view of forming a force fuficiently ftrong to give due pro* 
ie£lion to the large and important fupplies proceeding to Seringapatam. 

23. Aravacourchy, which had been confiderably ftrength'ened fince laft war, fur- 
tendered to Lltutenant Colonel Brown on the loth inftant.

24. I have annexed to this DtTpatch, for the information of your Honorable 
Court, copies of the fevcral Letters and Notes received by me from Lieutenant 
General Harris, from the 6th ot March to the 7th April inclufive, and alfo copies 
of the Difpatches which I have received from Lieutenant General Stuart, on the 8th 
March and the 6th of April.

P. S. After clofing my Letter, I had the fatisfaftion to receive the Difpatches 
from Generals Harris and Stuart, of which copies are inclofed, making N? 4 and 5. 
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I coDgratuiate your Honorable Court on the fuc^fsful juo&ion of the detachv 
meat under General Floyd, with the army of Bombay. The final junftion of the 
whole with the army before Seringapatam, was expefted to take place about the 13th 
inftant. It may be fafcly affirmed^ not to be in the power of Tippoo even materially 
to retard this junSion^ which, when cfFeficd, muft excite a ferious alarm in the mind 
of the Sultaun for the fafety of his capital, if not of bis perfon. 

Your Honorable Court wiH perceive, that Lieutenant General Harris, in his 
progrefs to Scringapatam, encountered the fame difficulties which were experienced 
by Lord Cornwallis, from the failure of the cattle provided for the fervice of the 
»rmy, which although amply fuificient in point of number at the commencement 
of the expedition, appears to have rapidly decreafed on the entrance of the army 
into Myfore. The clknate and water of that country arc reprefentcd to be extremely 
unfavorable to the cattle of the Carnatic. The delay which arofe from this unavoid- 
able contingency feems to have been confiderable; but your Honorable Court will no 
doubt view with fatisfadlion, the fpirit and firmnefs with which this difficulty was met 
by the Commander in Chief, and the zealous exertion of the whole army, by which 
be was enabled to proceed on his march« 

When I cloftd my Letter, I had not received any detailed relation of the adionf 
of the 27th March, or any official return of our lofs on that occafion. The difpatdv 
fince received from General Harris fupplies the defed, and at the fame time lhow» 
that the lofs fuftained by the enemy in the battle of Malavelly, was far more con« 
fiderable than I bad fuppofed. The accounts received by Greneral Harris^ on the 
fubjeft of the enemy^s lofs, as ftated in his Letter to me of the 5th inftant, are con- 
firmed by the reports of fome Hircarrahs belonging to General Stuart, who were in 
Tippoo*i5 camp fubfcquently to the engagement. 

I have added, for the further information of your Honorable Court, a fketch of 
the pofition of the army before Scringapatam on the 5th April (N?. 6.), a iketch o£ 
the attack made l>y Tippoo Sultaun on part of the army under Lieutenant General 
Stuart on the 6th March (N? 7.), and the order of battle of the army under Lieutcr 
nant General Harris on its entrance into Myfcre (N? 8.) 
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Copy of a Letter from Lieutenant General Stuart to the Governor 

Generai, in Council; dated 8th March, 1795^ 

To the Right Honorable the Earl of Mornington, K. ?• Governor General, 

&c. &c. Fort St. George. 
My Lord 9 

1. I had the honor to addrefs your Lordfhip on the 20th ultimo ; and having 
marched from Cananore on the following day, agreeably to my intimation of that 
date^ I arrived at ' the top of Poodiacherrum Gaut on the 25th of the fame 
monthly 

2. I informed your Lordfhip it was my intention to aflame a defenfive pofi* 
tion clofe to the frontiers; and there await, in conformity to,Gcneral Harris's inftruc- 
tions, under date the 24th December, his further orders* 

In purfuance of this plan I moved the corps fucceffively forward, and placed 
them it) fuch fituations as might enable me moft promptly to form the propofed 
jundion with the principal army. 

3. On the 2d inftant the right brigade, confifting of three native battalions^ 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, took up their ground at 
Seedafere, the boundary of the Coorga country, and about feven miles diftant fron^ 
Periapatam% 

The main body of the army, with the park and provifions, remained at 
Seedapore and Ahmootenaar ; the firft eight miles, and the latter twelve, from the 
advanced pofition. 

4. It may be neceflary to inform yout Lordfhip, tiiat I was in fome meafure- 
compelled, from the nature of the country, which is every where covered with thick 
Jungles, to place the army in feveral divifions^ but I had a further view in 
occupying the poll at Seedafere, in 'order to preferve a more ready communication 
with General Harris, as this was the only fpot from whence the fignals e(!ab]i(hed' 
between the two armies could be obferved. Although I had no reafon to apprehend 
any immediate attack, I thought it advifab^e to adopt the precaution of encamping: 
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the corps at fuch fliort diftances, as would either enable me to move without much 
iofs of time, into the enemy's Territory, or to fupport, if occafion Ihould require it, 
any quarter thai might ftand in need of afliftance. 

5* In the eoivfe of the momiog 6f the 5th, an exteofive encampment was 
uncxpe&edly obfcrved to be forming on this fide the fort of Periapatam. This 
circumftance was difcovered at ten o'clock in the forenoon, as the enemy were 
taking up their ground, by a party of obfervation, on the fummit of the high hill 
of Seedafere, which commands a view of the Myfore almoft to the environs of 
Seringapatam. Before the evening this encampment aflumed a very f6rmldable 
appearance, and covered a great extent of ground; we were able ta count frotn 
3 to 400 tents; amongfl the number fome of large dimenfions were diftinguilbed, 
and particularly one of a green colour, that feemed to denote the prefence of the 
Soltauo. However much the probability of this circumftance might be firength- 
encd by the refpedablc appearance of the encampo^ent, it was contradiAed by 
the evidence of two Hircarrahs, who had recently arrived from Seringapatam. 
Thefe men generally reported, that Tippoo had marched, with all his forces, on, the 
20th ultimo, to oppofe the progrefs of the Madrj(s army; and that the Benky 
Nabob commanded the only force in the field that remained in the neighbourhood 
of Seringapatam* This force was reprefented to be encamped at Canniambaddy, 
aod to confift of 5>ooo Piadas, or irregular Infantry, who were faid to be intended 
as a covering party to 7,000 Benjarie«, and dire^ed to bring ^s much provifions 
as they could colleft about Periapatam to the capital* 

6. In this ftate of uncertainty I thought it prudent to reinforce Lieutenant 
Colonel Montrelbr's brigade with aa additional battalion of fepoys» and waited for 
iQore correA iotelligence, which I expected hourly, to ad with the whole of my 
forces, as affairs might render it neceflary. On the morning of the 6th, Major 
General Hartley went forward to rcconoitre; and at break of da)*-, from, the hill 
of obfervation, the whole of the enemy's army was difcovered to be in motion ; 
but their movements were fo well concealed by the woodinefs of the country, and the 
hazinefs of the atmofphere, that it was impoffible to afcertaia their objeft i nor, 
in fa£t, was this difcovered until they had penetrated a conHderable way into the 
Jungle, and commenced an attack upon our Line, which happened between the 
hours of nine and ten. 5 
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7* The oncm.y pierced through the Jungle* with fuch fccrecy and expedition, 
that they attacked the rear and the front 6( our Line almofi at the fame in(tant. This 
difpatch prevented more than three of our corps being engaged, as the fourth, which 
was polled two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to form a junftion, from the 
enemy having cut in between them and Seedafere. The communication was effedtu^ 
ally obftruAed by a Column, which, according to the reports of our prifoners, con- 
fided of upwards of 5,000 men under the Command of Baber Jung. 

8. Fortunately, before the enemy had accompliflied their purpoTe, Major 
General Hartley had time to apprize me of their attack, and remained himfelf to 
give any affiftance that might be neceflary. The beft pofition was affumed for 
repulfing the enemy ; and in this alarming fituation the corps defended themfelves 
with fo much refolution, that the Sultaun's troops were enable to make any impref- 
fioii. The brigade was on every fide completely furrounded> and had to contend 
againft a vafi difparity of numbers, befides other dtfcouraging circumftaiices« 

9* As foon as I received intelligence of the perilous fituation of the right bri- 
gade, I marched to their affiftance, with the two flank Companies of His Majefty's 
75th Regiment, and the whole of the 77th. I arrived about half paft two in fight 
of the divifion of the enemy, who had penetrated into the rear, and pofleflfed them- 
felves of the great road leading to Secdafere. The engagement lafted nearly half 
an hour, when, after a fmart fire of muiquetry on both fides, the enemy were com- 
pletely routed, and fled with precipitation through the Jungles, to regain their Co« 
kimn, which (till continued the attack in front. On arriving at Lieutenant Colonel 
Montrefor^is poft, I found his men exhaufted with fatigue, and their ammunition 
almoft expended. At twenty minutes paft three the enemy recreated in all direo* 
tions* 

10. For this decifive, and, I hope your Lordfiiip will allow, brilliant fuccefs, 
confidcring the fmall number of troops who engaged, under very great diladvan- 
tages, probably the flower of Tippoo Sultaun's Army, I feel myfelf peculiarly in- 
debted to the judicious difpofitions for defence made by General Hartley. He 
embraced the opportunity of obferving the motions of the enemy from the hill I 
have above-mentioned, and was thus enabled to advife Lieutenant Colonel Mon- 
trefor of the beft method for defeating them. I beg leave alfo to inform your 
Lordfliip, that my beft thanks are due to Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, for his 
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very adkive exertions ; and to the Officers and Men, including the Artillery of his 
brigade, for their gallant and ftcady behaviour throughout the whole of this arduous 
affair. Lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, and the European Divifion Under his command, 
are likewifc entitled to my particular approbation^ for their fpirited conrdudj which 
finally routed the enemy.

pefted ; and I have the honor to enclofe, for your Lordfhip's information, a return 
of this circum fiance.

12. It was impofSble to afccrtain the exad lofs fuftained by the enemy, but 
it muft have been heavy, as in the courfe of fo long an aAion they were often cx- 
pofcd in crowds to the fire of grape ^fhot, and voUics of mufquetry. 

Several men of diflinftion were killed, and fome wounded Officers have beea 

Vide Enclc- made prifoners. I have the honor to inclofe the information of Mozan Khan, 

furc, N? 2. Bbufklhy, and the Commander of a Kutcherry, the prifoner of the grcatefl rank 

who has fallen wounded into our hands ; but concurring reports ftate^ that Mecr 
Ghofar is amongft the flain. 

13. As the arrival of General Harris at Seringapatam, will not happen at fo 
early a period as he firft intended, the immediate pofleffion of the Poft of Seedafere 
vras no longer an objeft of fuch confequence, and to retain it while Tippoo con- 
tinued in foi;ce at Periapatam became an affair of ferious difficulty. The fecrecy 
and expedition with which he had planned his late enterprizci^ and the corred intelli- 
ligence that the Leaders of his Columns appeared to have obtained of the private 
routs through the Coorga Jungles, led to an opinion that he would not remain iatis- 
fied with this abortive attempt, but might endeavour to penetrate by another direcj 
tion to the fouthward, flill more open than the paffage of Seedafere, where he 
would only be oppofed by Coorgs. This confideration derived a greater weight, as 
if he fucceeded in forcing this entrance it would throw him into our rear, and put 
him in all probability in pofTeffion of the great dep6t of rice collected by the 
Coorga Rajah. Thefe motives have induced me to relinquifh the poft of Seedafere, 
and to colIeA the whole of my force at this place. I have accordingly made a 
difpofition, either to defend my pofition againft the Sultaun, if he fhould again 
venture to attack it, or to move in defence of any part of the Coorga Rajah's Ter- 
ritories that the enemy may threaten^ provided it (ball endanger our magazine of 
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provifions ; otherwife I (batl remain on the defen^ve, until I receive advice from 

General Harris. 

• 
14. Since the aAion of the dth, the enemy haVe continued in their camp at 

Pcriapatam, nor have I any intelligence either of the Sultaun's dcfigns, or pf the 

motives that induced him to undertake his prefent enterprize. It is not likely that 

he will remain longer in this* neighbourhood than after he receives intelligence of 

General Harris halving entered the Myfore. As my communication with General 

Harris is become infecure, 1 muft take the liberty of reqittfting your Lordlhip to- 

inform him of fuch part of thefc particulars as may appear to you necefiary.

p. S. By fome prifoners who have been juft now brought in by the Coorga Rajah's 
people, I am informed that the lofs of the enemy was very great, and that many 
men of the firft diftindlion fell. They mention Seyed or Meer Ghofar, and the Benky 
Nabob, who led the center attack, among the killed. It is added, however, that 
the Saultaun is collecting more force), and is determined to make a fecond attack.

The wounded prifoner fibres, that his nanie is Mozan Khan^ and tkat be U 
Bukftiy of the Mudjid or 5th Cutcherry, confiftiBg of about 2,000 men. 

That on the day of the aftion, the Column with which he attacked was com- 
pofcd of three Cutcherrics, the Futtah adan Khan Buklhy, the Suddoor Ghoolym 
Aly Suddor Buklhy, and Mudjid. The Keer Keeran Meer HafTen led the firfi: 
Divifion, and that Baber Jung commanded the whole Column, which might amount 
to about 5,500 men ; that the Mudjki Cutcherry, of which he k Bukfliy, occupied 
the center, and emerged into the road where our two fix pounders were left, and 
attributes the failure of the enterprtze to the prematurenefs of the attack in front* 
That Khana Jahan and Ruzza Sahel, the fame who commanded at Ghaziaoor^ led 
the attack in front with 3 or 4,000 men. 

That he left Pulian with Tippoo's army three days before that of the attack ; 
he varies with regard to the force now with Tippoo, from forty to twenty Cufhoont, 
and twenty to twenty-five thoufand men, and two Cutcherries of horfe, of about feven 
OP eight hundred each. 

That there are nine guns attached to each Cutcherry of foot, and that they arq 
now at Periapatam. 

That Keer Saheb comnranded the column which took the center of the plain^ 
attended by the Benky Nabob. 

That Keer Kummer Ul Deen is at prefent with the army, as well as Tippoo'a 
three fons. 

That Seyed, or Keer G. Nofan, by which he was indilcriminately called^ rodft 
on the day of the adlion a dark coloured horfe^ approaching to black, and wore « 
green turban. 

That Seind Saheb commands the troops to the eaftward of Puhan, and that 
Lally's corps is ftaiioned a few Cofs on this fide of Bangalore, but that there are nd 
Europcans^ prefent with the Sultaun.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable Lord Clive to the Secret 
Committee of the Court of Directors; dated Fort St. George, 
17th April 1799. 

Gentlemen, Fort St^Gcorge, 17th April 1797, 

Undcrftanding that the Governor General tranfmits to the Court of Diredbr?, 
by the prcfent Difpatch, a full 4ind detailed account of the war in which we are en- 
gaged with Tippoo Sultaun, and of the circumftances and motives which hj^ve 
determined his LordOiip in the choice of the meafures which he has purfued relative 
thereto, I Ihould remain fatisfied with what is written in the Letter of this Govcrn- 
ment> of this day's date, to the Secret Committee, did it not occur to my mind, that 
it may be fatisfaftory to you to know more explicitly my fentiments upon the adtual 
flate of our affairs refpe£ting the war ; and that I ihould not do juftice to the Gover- 
nor General, if I did not ezprefs ihy fenfe of the conduA which has put us in a 
fituation of fuch fair and well-grounded expedations as that in which we are now 
placed. Upon my arrival here, the end of Auguft laft, I entertained the moft ferious 
apprehenfion of the Sultaun's invading the Carnatic; which had he done, very 
difficult would it have been to have affcmbled the whole of our army, and vain 
would have been the hope of coliefting a fufficiency of fupplies and cattle to enable 
us to undertake the fiege of Seringapatam this feafon, and finifii the )ivar in one Cam- 
paign. But the fortune of the Company prevented, and poiBbly the completeiuccefs 
of the meafure of annihilating the French party, and cncrcafing the fubfidiary force 
at Hyderabad, planned with fo much wrfdom by the Governor General, and executed 
with fo much ability by Coldnel Roberts, under thedireftion of the Refident, Captain 
Kirkpatrick, confounded the Sultaun and deterred him from bringing upon the Car- 
Batic (o icvere a calamity. 

From the time I was acquainted with the views and intentions of the Governor 
General, it became the objed of my conftant foKcitude, in conjunftion with the 
other Members of this Government, to promote his meafures by the moft zealous 
and cordial co-operation; and we had the gratification, upon his Lordftiip's arrival 
here, the end of laft year, to receive his full and entire approbation of the exertions 
7 that 
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that had been made, and of the advanced ftate in which he found our preparatlona 
for war. Since that period the fame wifdom and energy which had charafterized the 
Governor Generars Councils, has guided our exertions, and we have had the fatis- 
fa£tion to know, that the mod formidable and beft equipped Britilh army that ever 
took the field in India, combined with a refpedable force from the Nyzam, entered 
Myfore the 5ih of laft Month. Bombay has not been lefs forward ia its exertions > 
and the two vid:ories, obtained by General Stiiart on the 6ih March, and by 
General Harris on the 27th, are prefages of future fuccefs, and ferve to evince how 
little Tippoo is able, without French aid, to contend againft the force which is affiil- 
ing him. The cfFedual affiftance of the Nyzam, the clofe connc&ion fubfifting 
between that Prince and the Company, and the powerful ftate of our armies, 
encourage us to expert a fpecdy and glorious termination to the con^eft. The irrc- 
concileable hatred of the Sultaun, and the uncertain ftate of the French in Egypt, of 
whom we have no accounts to be depended upon fince Auguft laft, when Buonaparte 
was ftill at the head of 17 or 18,000 men, authorize and point out the neceffity of 
continuing the war till we qan obtain complete fecurity, and eftabliih the foundations 
\>f a durable and undifturbed peace* 

T|ie cxpenfes of preparation have, from their extent, been unavoidably great ; 
but as we have reafon to exped that, if the war is not entirely fin^flied in one Cam- 
paign, the weight of it will; I truft, upon the whole, prove an economical one ; and 
that the acquifitions we may gain, and the fecurity we flialt derive from them, will 
amply repay the expenfes we fliall have incurred. 

Concurring as I do in the views of the Governor General, bearing teftimony to 
the wifdom and decifion of his councils, and fcnfible of th« advantages which muft 
ever refult from the perfon who has the cbntroul of the Company'^s affairs, and the 
means of drawing forth the refources of the three Prefidcncies being as near the fcenc 
of aftion as poffible in a conteft like the prefcnt, 1 defire to aflurc you of my con- 
tinuing to give my utmoft fupport and moft cordial co-operation to meafures which 
bid fair to refledt fo much honor upon Lord Mornington's Adminiftration, and to 
fecure the moft lolid advantages to the Company and the BritiOi Empire. In thcfc 
fentiments I am moft heartily joined by the other Members of this Government*

I. On the nth inftanf, we had the honor of forwarding to your Honorable 
Court the copy of a fliort Difpatch from Lieutenant General Harris, announcing the 
event of the fall of Scringapatano, and the death of Tippoo Sultaun. - 

^. Having fince received ffom Lieutenant General Harria the details relative 
to that memorable conqueft, we endofe, for your information, a copy of the Com- 
mander in. Chiefs Letter to the Right Honorable the Governor General i of which 

Z we 
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we hiive thought it advifable to omit a paffage containing matter on which an im- 
portant political arrangement aftually depends, and we have, therefore, no doubt 
that it will be more fatisfadory to your Honorable Court, ihj^c this fubjeft ftioyld, 
ior the pr,efcnt, be communicated only to the Secret Committee. 

3. Having already congratulated your Honorable Court upon the. important 
event of tlie capture of Seringapatam, and having affured you of the moft vigilant 
attention of the Governor General in Council to improve. the advantages which may 
be expeded to arife from this brilliant and decifive fuccefs, it is our principal objeft 
in this addrefs, to draw the attention of your Honorable Court to the merits of that 
gallant army which achieved the conqueft of the Capital of Myfore. 

4. We have no doubt that your Honorable Court will view with admiration 
the confummate judgment with which the aflault was planned, the unequalled rapi- 
dity, animation, and (kill, with which it was executed, and the humanity which 
diftinguifhed its final fuccefs.

May, 1799. • , 

My Lord, 

On the 4th inftant I had the honour to addrcfs to your Lordlhip an bafty 
note, containing, in few words, the fum of our fucccfs, which I have now to report 
more in detail. 

The fire of our batteries, which began to batter in breach on the 30th April, 
had on the evening of the 3d inftant {q^ much deflroyed the walls againft which it 
was direded, that the arrangement was then made for aflaulting the place oa the 
following day, when the breach was reported pardlicable ; the troops intended to 
be employed were ftationed in the trenches early in the morning of the 4th, that no 
extraordinary movement might lead the enemy to expeft the aflaulr, which I had 
determined to make in the heat of the day, as the time beft calculated to enfure 
fuccefs, as their troops would then be leaft prepared to oppofe us. 

Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken from thofe regiments ncceflfarily 
left to guard, oar camp and outpofts, followed by the 12th, 33d, 73d, and 74th 
jCgiments, and three corps of grenadier fepoys, taken from the troops of the three 
Prefidencies, with 200 of His Highnefs the Nizam's Troops, formed the party for 
the aflault, accompanied by 100 of the Artillery, and the corps of Pioneer-s, and fup- 
ported in the trenches by the battalion companies of the Regiment de Meuron, and 
four battalions of Madras Sepoys. Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieutenant Colonels 
Dunlop, Dalrymple, Gardiner, and Mignan, comnuinded the federal flank corps^ 
and Major General Baird was entrufted with the diredidn of this important fervice. 

At one o'clock the troops moved from the trenches, crofled the rocky bed of 
the Cavery, under an extremely heavy fire, pafled the glacis and ditch, and af7 
cended the breaches in the Faufle Braye and rampart of the Fort, furmounting, in 
the moff gallant manner, every obftacle which the difliculty of the paflage, and the 
refiftance of the enemy, prefcnted to oppofe their progrefs. Major General Baird 
had divided his force for the purpofe of clearing the ramparts to the right and left. 
One divifion was commanded by Colonel Sherbrooke, the other by Lieutenant

Enclofure in Colonel Dunlop : the latter was difabled in the breach ; but both corps, although 
. NfXV. ftrongly oppofed, were completely fuccefsful. Refiftance continued to be made 

from the palace of Tippoo for fome time after all firing had ceaied from the works : 
Two of his Sons were there, who, on aflurance of fafcty, furrendered to the troops 
furrounding them ; and guards were placed for the proteftion of the family, moft of 
whoni were in the palace. It was foon after reported that Tippoo Sultaun had 
fallen ; Syed Saheb, Mcer Saduc, Syed Gofar, and many other of his Chiefs, were 
alfo flain. Meafures were immediately adopted to ftop the confufion, at firft una- 
voidable in a city ftrongly garrifoned, crowded with inhabitants, and their property 
in ruins ffom the fire of a numerous artillery, and taken by aflault. The Princes 
were removed to Camp. 

It appeared to Major General Baird fo important to afcertain the fate of the 

• • - ^ 

Sultaun, that he caufed immediate fearch to be made for his body, which, after 
much difHculty, was found late in the evening in one of the gates, under a heap of 
the flain, and foon after placed in the Palace. The corpfe was the nexrday recog- 
nized by the Family, and interred with the honours due to his rank in the Maufo- 
leum of his Father. 

The ftcength of the Fort is fuch, both from its natural pofition and the ftupen- 
dous works by which it is furrounded, that all the exertions of the brave ,troops 
who attacked it, in whofe praifc it is impoflible to fay too much, were required to 
place it in our hands. Of the merits of the army, I have expreflcd my opinion in 
Orders, a copy of which I have the honour to cnclofe ; and I truft your Lordfliip 
will point out their fcrvices to the favourable notice of their King and Country. 

I am forry to add, that on coUeding the returns of our lofs, it ts foutid tq hare 
becn-much heavier than I had at firft imagined^ -i 

On the 5ih inftant, Abdul Khalic, the elder of the Princes, formerly hoftages 
with Lord Cornwallis, furrendered himfelf at our out-pofts, dcmandwig proteftion ;

A Cowl Namah was yefterday difpatched to Fuach Hydcr, the cldeft 
fon of Tippoo, inviting him to join his brothers; Purncah and Mecr Kummer Odcen 
Kham, have alfo been fummoncd to Seringapatam j no anfwers have yet been re- 
ceived, but I expeft them Ihortly, as their famUies arc ia the Fort*

I beg of yo\i to forward my Letter, after having had 
it tranflated into an Eafiern language, that you may not be under the necellity of 
communicating it to any perfon. 

I am often aiked, why your Prince was not an ally of the Sultaun's ? and on 
my reflcfting, that the great Nabob, Hyder Ali, his father, had been thp friend 
and ally of Ram Rajah, I was aftonifhed, that this friendfhip, deranged by fome 
event, never had been renewed* It is very common in Europe, that .one Power, 
after having been at war with its neighbour, re-^becomes its ally and friend. You 
have been at war with the Ba9ha : 1 conceive it neoeflary that all refentment Ihould 
^be forgotten, that the old quarrels (hould be extinguifhed, and that it is requifite to 
the two Princes to form a treaty of alliance and friendfhip, in a firm manner, and 
fuitable to their reciprocal interefts. If I was in India, I would prefs you much, 
as well as the Sultaun, believing that my wifhes would be fulfilled. But it is re- 
^fervcd for you to have the merit of te«runiting thefe two Powers: — You are the 
councilor and friend of your King ; you manage his affairs fo advantageoufly, that 
if you find this alliance worthy (and I have no doubt of it) he will fufFer you to 
make him the propofitio^^ and the two Princes will eafily underlland each other. 
If my wifhes are fatisficd in this refpcft, my joy will be at its height ; becaufe you 
will be reputed our Ally, in becoming that of a Prince, who has been united with 

France 
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France a long time. I pray Heaven, that your days may glide long and happy^ 
and that it will preferve thofe of your King. This is the fincere wiih of yqur fervaqt

Sir, Fort St. George 19th May 1799. 

The Sarah Chriftiana having beea detained for a fev^ hours, I am enabled to 
acknowledge the receipt of the Difpatches of the Secret Committee, under date 24th 
of December. 

The intelligence which I have received this day from Seringapatam, induces 
me to believe that I fliall be able Co efFedl a fcttlement of the country without quitting 
this Prefidency. My Brother at>d Lieotenant Colonel Kiiicpatrick, are far advanced 
on their way towards Myfore, and Ijb^U wfiit for thfir report before I move front 
hence. I requeft you to apprize the Court of Diredtors of the probability of my 
being able to raife the Invefto^nt nearly to the ftandard originally propofed. 

The advices from Egypt are by no means fatisfadlory ; it appears, that the 
French had gained fome confiderable advantages in Syria, and had taken the towa 
of Joppa; It alfo appears, that they had fortified Suez, and had begun to coUeA 

C c craft 
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crafc at the head of the Arabian Gulph. The Centurion and Albatrofs^ and two 
of the Company's cruizers, were gone up the Red Sea for the purpofe of deftroying 
the craft coUedted, and of preventing the coUeftion of more. The Princcfs Charlotte 
In*diaman, armed, together with the Fox frigate, were probably off the Streights 
of Babelmandel, having quitted Bombay with that deftination fome time before. 
The laft intelligence of Commodore Bhnkett, was of the month of January, when 
he Was contending with adverfe winds off the Coaft of Africa, a very few degrees to 
the Northward of the Line. Admiral Rainier was at Cananore on the 8th of Mays 
it is a fatisfaftory circumftance to rcifleft, that if the French Ihould be able, by any 
accident, to pufh a. force to India by fea, after Admiral Rainier fliall have; quitted 
his (lation, they will find no friend to fupport them ; their arrival, under our prefent 
circumftances, would, I am perfuaded, only ferve to add another triumph to the 
Britifh Arms in India.

Honorable Sirs, 

No particular' comthent is required from the, to illuftrate the numerous advan- 
tages which cannot fail to flow from the brilliant and deciGve achievement an- 
jnounced to your Honorable Court, in the Difpatch of the Governor General in 
Council of this date; but I cannot refrain from offerring to you my feparate and 
mod cordial congratulations on an event, the glory of which has never been fur- 
pafled (if it has ever been equalled) in the hiftory of the military tranfadions of the 
'Britifh Nation in India. 

I have the honor tp enclofe, for the information of your Honorable Court, a 
copy (N? I.) of a letter addreffed to me by Major Bcatfon, one of my Aides dc VideEnclo-, 
Camp« whofe extraordinary abilities and excellent charadter originally recot^imendcd ^"^^> ^° *•) 
him to my notice. He was principally entrufled with the arduous charge of plan- 
ning and conducting the approaches and attack of the army at Seringapatam. From 
his letter it appears, that the fall of Seringapatam, under all the circumftances which 
accompaiied that event, has placed the whole Kingdom of Myfore, with all its 
refources, at the difpofal of your Government ; and that the only Power in India, 
to which the French could look for affiftance, or which could be deemed formidable 
to your intereft, b now deprived of all vigour, if not entirely extind:. When your 
Honorable Court recollcAs, that thefe advantages have been acquired within four 
months from the date of my arrival at this Prefidency, and within two from the 
period of the army's entrance into Myfore, I truft you will be of opinion, that youi; 
fervants have not been deficient in alacrity or diligence. 

When Lieutenant General Harris took the field, I thought it my dutjr to 
inveft him with the moft tfiicient and extehfive powers, which it wa3 poiTible for 
ine to delegate •, and be has carried with- him, to the gates of Seringapatam, the 
full vigour and energy of your Supreme Government. To the judicious exercife of 
this ample authority, combined with the liberal fupplies which had been provided 
for the army, may be afcribed, in a great meafure, rhe unparalleled rapidity and 
promptitude of its operations. I have the further fatisfaftion to add, that the parti- 
cular detail of thofe operations, which I (hall hereafter fubmit to your Honorable 
Court, will fumifh the moft brilliant examples of judgment, ikill, difcipline, firm* 
jacfs^ and valour^ under many arduous trials, of all thofc diftinguilhed qualities. .

Tiie dreadful fate of Tippoo Sultaun cannot be contemplated without emotions 
^f pain and regret: but 1 iruft it will fervje as a falutary leflbn to the Native 
Princes of India, and will prove the danger of violating public engagements, and 
invtting foreign invafion, for the proiecuUon of fchemes of ambdtion and kacreA 
againfl the Britifli Power. He v/^ interred within bis own capital^ on the day fol« 
lowing its capture, in the Maufoleum of his Father, with the honours of war paid to 
his remains by the Britiih army. I am perfuaided that your [*fonoruble Court will 
derive peculiar fatisfadion from the intelligence that his Family and Palace fuffered 
no infult or violence, during the heat of the aflault, and have fince been proteded 
^vith the utmoft care. ' 

' Previous to Oeneral Harris's departure from the Carnatic, I appointed a Com- 
miifion to aflift him in all matters relating to political negotiation, andi furnilhed 
him with inftruftions applicable to every contingency which I could then forefee« 
The condudb of the Commiffioners under General Harris's orders has hitherto been 
completely fatisfaftory to me ; but the prefent crifis appearing to demand my own 
immediate direction, it is my intention to proceed, without delay, to Ryakottah, and 
from thence, eventually, to Seringapatam, for ^he purpofe of adjufting the affairs cff 
the Kingdopi of Myfore, on fuch a foundation as Ihall permanently eftablilh the 
tranquillity of your pofleffions in this quarter of India. As it will require fomc days 
to make the neceflary preparations for my iourney, I have difpatched my Private 
Secretary Mr. Henry Wellefley, and my Military Secretary Lieutenant Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, dire£tly to Seringapatam, with fuch orders as appear immediately re- 
quifite for the guidance of Lieutenant General Harris. In the mean-while, the 
enclofed extraft (N?

The death of the Sultaun, who "was fBot through the head, and bayonetted in 
three parts of his body, as he attempted to make his el'cape ; the pofleflion of 
his whole family, treafure, and jewels, which were fecured from ravage and plunder^ 
by the accidental circumftance of the Palace not having been taken poflefiion of 
until the fury of the ftorm was over ; and the families of the principal Chiefs of 
the Sultaun's army having been detained prifoners in the Fort, and now fallen into 
our hands; are altogether a chain of fbch fortunarr events, and fo highly advan- 
tageous, that nothing feems to be wanting to enfure an immediate ptdce throughout 
the Peninfula.

No account has yet been taken of the treafure, but from what has httn feen it 
muft be immenfe : and as many of the apartments of the Palace, which are fealc^ 
up, have not yet been opened, it is impoffible to form any idea of the amount:

this Letter, General Harris briefly replied, by referring the Sultaun fur an explana* 
tionof the advance of the Engliih and Allied Armies, and of the commencement 
of hoftilities, to the feveral Letters which I addrefled to Tippoo Suluun on the 
iubjeft.

3, Major General Floyd^s dct^hmenf, an<J tlie army of Bombay, joined the Vide Enclo- 
army before Sering^^param in the afternoon of the 14th of April.* A kfge body of ^^^j^ ^'^ *• 
the Cavalry of the Enemy, under the command of Kummcer-o-dien Khan, had at 
tended them clofely, during their march from Periapatam, but without having been 
able to make the flighcft impreffion updn them.

4. The array under Lieutenant General f^niart refted on the 15th, and on- 
the morning of tfic i6th croflSng the Cavery, took up a pofinon extertding from near 
its northern bank towards the Eedgah,^ whife <3eneral Floyd, with the lefc wing 
and Cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank beyond Myfore) to cover a parry 
fcnt out the preceding night to colled; cattle and (beep, and to examine the new 
fort of Myfore. The party returned with confiderable fuccefs, the eveni-ng of the 
i6th^ and on the 17th, General Floyd's divifion encamped near the army. 

5. The enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the notth fide of the VWe Enclq- 
river, which was on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employ- ^"^e, N2^4. 
inga great number of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as cover to one 

of our batteries, General Stuart was direded to attack it, on the afternoon of the 
iyth, from his divifion, which was on this occafion reinforced by tlis Majefty's 
74tb regiment and a Native Battalion from the main army, while his attack was 
afSfted by the fire of cannon from the pofts in advance. In a very (hort time, the 
CBimy was driven from the poft, within 90& yards of the weftern angle of the Fort^ 
A favourable opportunity prefcnted itfelf, at the fame time, for advancing our pofts 
on the fouthren fide of the river, in connexion with General Stuart's attack^ x 
Nullah^ dcftined to form a firft parrallel, was feized, after fome conteft, by the 
troops Off duty. 

6. In the night of the 17th, a battery of Rx guns was erefted at the poff VldeEncIo*- 
feized by Getieral Stuart, and fix eighteen-pounders were placed in it on the night of f^re, N2 5^. 
the i8th. This battery openedijn the morning of the 19th, and fcoured the enemy's 
intreocbments in front of our intended attack. 

7. On the fame morning General Floyd marched with the Cavalry, a brigade - 
of Native Infantry, and the Nizam's Horie, to meet Colonel Read near Cavery- 
poram. 

8. Lieutenant Colonel Read had advanced in the meantime to Caveryporanr, 
which furrendered to him without refiftance on the 2 2d April. There he colleded 
his Benjaries, and other fuppliesfor the army, and leaving them under the protec- 
tion of the Fort of Cavery poram, proceeded with his detachment to clear the pafs^ 
which proved a moll arduous fervicc ;. for although he marched from Caveryporam 
on the 23d, he- did oot reach Maratelly, or the head of the pafs, until the 27th of 
April, and with every exertion which he could make, it was the 6th May before the

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VidcE«clo- fuppHes got through the pafe ;, and even then a large proportion of the Benjaries^ 
turc, N? 6. ^j^j feveral cans, were ftill behind. In the meanwhile General Floyd's detachment 

had reached CowdehuUy, a ftation within a few miles of Maratelly. He had been 
clofely followed on his march from Scringapatam, by the enemy's Cavalry, be^ed 
by Kummer-o-dien Khan, who however had not oppofed any fcrious refiftancc to 
his progrefs. On the 6th of May, the united detachi^ents of General Floyd and 
^Colonel Read were reinforced bytho fouthern divifion of the larmy, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Brown, and on the 7th the whole, with their convoy, 
moved forward from Hannoor towards Seringapatam. General Floyd expcfted to 
be haraifed by the enemy's Cavalry in his return to the army -, but in the mean- 
while events had taken place at Seringapatam, which removed this, and every other 
obftacle of an hofiile nature.

furc, N? 5. intrenchments in front of the intended attack, was carried by our troops, and a 

parallel eftabliihed on the fpot. On the night of the 21ft, a battery fot fix guns 
was erected near the ruins of the powder-mill; and as a violent attack was made 
before day on the 22d on all General Stuart's polls, four guns and two howitzers 
opened from this battery on the fort the fame morning, with confiderable efifeft in 
deftroying its defences and reducing its fire.

fujrc, N? St Sultaun, expreffive of a defirc to open a negotiation for peace. To this overture

VidcN?7.(b) fure, N? 7. b. In lieu of forts, which it was now too late in the feafon to receive, 

additional hoftages were required; namely, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of 
his principal Officers, to be felefted by General Harris. Thefe, with the treafure 
ftipulated in the draft of preliminaries, were to be fent, in forty-eight hours, tOiCamp, 
otherwife the General relerved to himfelf the power of extending his d^niand, even 
to the poffeffion of Seringapatam. It is here proper to obferve, that theftockof 
rice, at this time remaining in Camp, was only fufficient to fubfift the fighting men 
^ of the army, at half-allowance, till the fifth of May. An immenfc depot had, 

indeed, been formed in the Coorga country ; but the reduced ftate of the cattle of 
the army rendered it wholly impracticable for the General to avail himfelf of this 
refource. The caufc of fo alarming and unexpedled deficiency in the provifions of 
the army, has not yet been fatisfadorily explained, and will require future in vcflfi-

accompanied by the hoftages and fpecie required ; and by infifting on an anfwer 
before three o'clock on the 29th.

The difpatch of the 29 th ultimo, referred to in that of the 3d inftant, bat 
not yet reached me* It is not poffible for me to fix the fum which may be required 
for the ufe of the army, but I hope as large an amount of fpecie, allotted for this 
fervicc, may be forwarded to the neareft fecure (lation, fo as to reach us by the end 
of May: till that time I hope our funds will fuffice* The leall expenditure may be 
calculated at two lacks of pagodas a n^nth. General Floyd's detach n^ent, and the 
Bombay Army, joined us this afternpoo. I fhall, without delay, arrange a force to 
proceed under General Floyd, and bring Colonel Read's Benjarries fafely to us. 
The materials for the fiege are in great torwardnefs, and I hope to be enabled to 
break cround two days from this date.

A 
fetidwal of tbe attack became nccefTary on the morning of the 6th, which was com- 
pletely fuccefsful, putitof; w in pofleffion of a ftrong line of pofts, from very near 
the Bank of the Cavery to Sultanpett, which formedT the right of our pofition. The 
nature of thefe attacks was fuch, that fome Iofs was to be expeAed. Major Colin 
Campbell, of the Honorable Company's feryice. Lieutenants George Nixon and 
Falla, of the 12th Regiment, with Fitzgerald cf the 33d, were killed; Lieutenants

Major General Floyd marched fot Pcriapitano early on the 6tht and on the 7th Eacl^tfrem 
tht czvilry of Ibe Enemy followed. We continued in quiet poflTcIfion of the pofts N? XXI* 
we had (eizcd, and bufily emptoyed in preparing materials for the works, during 
tbe abience of this Decachmentt which returned on the 14th, accompanied by the 
Bombay Army. A very large body of the Enemy's cavalry had haraffod their 
nurcb^ but without attempting any determined attack. The fatiguing marches 
made by this divifion of our troops, rendered one day*s halt neceflary ; but on the 
16th General Stuart croffed the Cavery, taking up a pofition, extending from near 
its northern bank toward* the Eedgah, white General Floyd, ^itit the kft wing 
and cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank htfond Myfore) to cover a parly ' 
lent out the preceding night, to coJle6k cattle and (beep, of whicfc we were greatly 
in want for the European troops, and to examine the new fort of MyixCf m wbicb 
there is no water. The party retiMrned with confidevabte fuccefs the evcDfaig of tlie 
i6tb; and on the 17th, General Floyd's Diviion encamped near our line* Tbe 
Enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north fide of the river, which is 
on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employing a great number 
of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as a cover to one of our batteries. 
General Stuart was direfted to attack it yefterday afternoon from his divifion, which 
WM on this occafion reiofi^rced by Hn Majefty's 74th Rq§^mcat^ aad the Native 
Battalion from mine, and his attack was affifted by the fire of cannon from our polls 
in advance. In a very (hort time, the enemy was driven from the poft, within nine 
hundred yards of the weftem angle of the Fort, and a favorable opportunity prefented 
itfelf of advancinfir out pofts on the fouthem fide of the river, in connexion with 
this attack. A NuHah, which wfll form tht firft paralkl, iw» feittd, after ibme 
conteft, by the troops on duty. The Enctiiy have fome llrong ef»freoehmcine (ac 
the ruint of a powder-mifl) clofe in frOnt of this poft, which at prcfent rat^r confine 
it; but as a fix-gun battery was finifiied in the ootirfe of hrft mgtM at the poft feiztfd 
by General Stuart, in which fix eighteen-pounders will be placed ri\k ni^hf, I expedt 
to convert their entrenchments to our ufe in the courfe of to-morfdw, and vtry IhorClf 
to eftablifh a battery near the fpot they now cover. 

Major General Floyd, with all tbe Cavalry, and three battaHoos of Native . 
Inrfantry, marches to-morrow momiiig towards Caveryporam, to meet Coionel Read^ 
a^ efcort his Benjarrics to Cam«p. Their arrival is of tbe utmoft coti&cptnce, as 
on meafuring owr4>ags, to afcertain what rice they really contan«d, they wene found ^ 
fo much diminiflied by lofs or fraud, that eighteen days provifion for the figbtiag' 
men, at half-allowance, is all that remains in Camp; our fupplics muft therefore 
arrive before the 6th of May, to fave us from extreme diftrefs. 1 hope, even before 
that time, the place will be in our pofleffion. Tippoo has fliewn no wifh to ntgo* ' 
tiate. The advanced period of the fcafon, joined to our want of provifions, rencfcrs 
any propoCtioii from us too hazardous. No fecurity, but pofTeflron of the Fort, 
could now.juftify our delaying the operation of the fiege for an inftant. On this 
principle I fliall adt, conceiving it to accord with the fpirit of yotr Lordihip's m.

Eaclofurc in ftfuftions* Your Lord(hip*s Letter of the 3d reached me on the 14th: That of 
N? XXI. ^g ^^xh ultimo^ has not come to hand. The expcnce of this army is, at Icaft, two

buriements to the end of May ; but I mud requeft, that as large a fum as can be 
allotted for this fervicey may be fent to the neareft fecure ftation, fo as to reach the 
army in the courfe of that month.

On your Lor^ihip*s Letter of the 3d inftant^ General Floyd's detachment has

efcorting the Benjarries to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the north 
fide of the Cavcry, to enfilade the Enemy's intrenchmcnts in front of our intended 
attack. The 20th, in the evening, the mod advanced of thefe was carried by our 
troops, and a parallel eftabliflied on the fpot. On that night, the Lener, of which 
a translation is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night of the 
2 1 ft, a battery for fix guns was ere^ed, near the ruins of the powder-mill ; and as a 
violent atuck was made before day of the 2 2d, on all General Stuart's pofts, four 
guns and two howitzers opened from this battery on the Fort this morning, with con- 
fiderable effect, in deftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Ycfterday, after confulting the Commiffioners appointed to affift me in fubjeils 
of a political arrangement, and with Meer AUum Behauder, I determined, in reply 
to the SuUaun, to tranfmit a draft pf preliminaries, founded on your Lordlhip's 
paper, £, with fuch alterations, as the change of circumftances fcemcd to require in 
the fecurity exaded. Additional hoftages in lieu of Forts, which now we have no 
time to receive. I have required, as hoftages, four Sons of the Suliaun, and four of

I propofe offering your Lordlbip a few details by another opportunity. Conftant 
movement, and being out all day, made it necefTary to halt to-morrow ; but on the 
28th it is my intention to follow my advanced battalion to Marathally. 

The Enemy's horfe attend us, but fo artfully, that I am not mafler of their 
number. A Pandary Sirdar we took, makes their number very confiderable, but I 
lyive never feen on this trip above a couple of thou(andt There were, however, duft, 
and indications of fomething ftill behind.

true interefis, I have to inform you, in reply, that being vefted by the Governor 
General with full powers of treating and concluding a treaty, the demands contained 
in the enclofed draft of a Preliminary Treaty, are thofe alone on which any negotia^ 
tion can be founded : and I have further to inform you, that unlefs thefe demands 
are agreed to, and your acquiefcence figniBed to me, under your feal and fignature, 
lyithin twenty-four hours from the moment of your receiving them, and the Koftarea 
and fpecic delivered to me within twenty-four hours more, the Allies 'referve to them- 
felves the right of extending thefe demands for fecurity, even to the pofTcffion of the 
Fort of Seringapatam, till a definitive^ treaty can be arranged^ and its (lipulations car* 
ried into effed. 

The four Sons demanded of your Highnefs as faoftages are, Sulcatin Padfhaw, 
Futteb Hyder, Moyer ud Deen, and Abdul Khalick. The four Sirdars are, Meer 
Kummer ud Deeo, Meer Mahomed Sadick, Syed GofTar, and Furneab.

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Floyd, who on the 19th marched with the Cavalry, a brigade of Infantry, and the 
Nizam's Horfe, to meet Colonel Read near Caveriporam, and afCft in efcorcing the 
Fenjarries to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the north fide of the 
Cavery, to enfilade the enemy's entrenchments in front of our intended attack. 
The 20th, in ihe morning, the mofl; advanced of thefe was carried by our troops, 
and a parallel eftabliflied on the fpoc. On that night, the Letter, of which a tranf- 
ktron is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night of the 21ft, 
a battery of fix guns was erefted near the ruins of the powder-mill ; and as a violent 
attack was made before day of the 22d, on all General Stuart's poljs, four guns and 
two howitzers opened from this battery on the Fort this morning, with confidcrablc 
efFedt, in dcftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Ycfterday, after confuting the Coiximiffione^s appointed to affift nrte in fubjeds 
of political arrangements, and with Meer Allum Behauder, J determined, in reply, 
to tranfmit a draft of Preliminaries founded on your Lordfhip's paper B, with fuch 
alterations as the change of circuniftances feemcd to require in the fecurity exacted. 
Additional hodages, in lieu of Forts, which now we have no time to receive. I have 
required as hoftages, fogr Sons of the Sultaun, and four of his principal Officers, 
to be felefted by me. Thofe, with the trcafure, to be fcnt in forty-eight hours to 
Camp ; or I referve to myfelf the power of extending the demand, even to the 
poflTeffion of Seringapatam. The letter was fent this day at noon. A duplicate of 
your Lx)rdlhip*s Letter of the 29th ultimo, has been received from the Coorga 
xrountry. The particular accounts you require cannot now be fcnt. We want only, 
provifions and cattle at prefent : money will be neccffary next month. Of rice we 
have coUe^ed, by various modes^ enough to fubfift our fighting men to the middle 
of May.

On the 24th inftant h had the hronor to acknowledge your Lordihip's letter of 
the nth inftant, in a letter, duplicate of which is annexed. On the 2^th, I received 
letters from Colonel Read, which lead me to hope he has, ere this, joined General 
Floyd's diviiion, and that their united force Is marching towards us* 

Our approaches to the Fort were advanced 250 yards on the night of the 24th, 
and ,a battery of four guns was eredled on the 25th, which deftroycd the defences 
of fome works which bore on our attack. Tb« opened with confiderable effeft 
vefterday morning; and in the evening, the enemy's entrenchments in advance were 
alttacked, and carried, not without an obflinate conteft^ which continued through the 
night. Our troops npw occupy their works, and their lodgement will, I truft, this 
night, be made fecure. The poffeffion of thefe works is of great importance, as it 
gives us the ground on which the breaching battery muft be erefted ; and every 
circumftance of the fiege promifes favorably. The enemy has difputed every inch 
of ground ; and the fpirit and conduft of the troops on every occaGon (and we have 
had feveral) which required aii mated exertion, has been fuch as I cannpt applaud 
too highly.

Inreply, I have re- 
ferred to the terms forwarded on the 22d, as thofe only on which I would treat, 
declining to admit any Vakeels, un^efs they were accompanied by the hollages and 
fpecie, in confequence of thofe terms being agreed to, and infifting on an anfwer by 
three o^clock to-morrow. 

This night, our breaching battery will be built, and its fire to-mor#ow will 
probably have confiderable effcft on the Sultaun's determination. No offer to nego- 
tiate Ihall, fot an inftant, delay our military operations ; and every appearance of 
their prefent date and progrefs is extremely favorable.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General^ 
to the Court of Directors ; dated 6th June, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court of Dircftors for Affairs of the Honorable the United 
Company of Merchanti of England trading to the £aft-Indies» 

Honorable Sirs^ 

Since the date of my laft of the i6th ultimo, I have received intelligence from 
Seringapatam, that Futteh Hyder, eldeft fon of Tippoo Sultaun, Purneah, the 
Dewan of the Sultaun, and Meer Kummeer-o-deen, had furrcndered themfelves to 
Lieutenant General Harris, at Seringapatam. The whole of Tippoo Sultaun's Sons, 
thirteen in number^ together with all his Sirdars of note, are now at Seringapatam. 

•t The 
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The primary pbjefts of General Harris's attenttoni after the fell oj. Seriogapatam^ 
were to difband the late Sulraun's army, and to obtain pofleffion of the priocipat 
firong holds throughout his dominions. « 

The mcafures neceffary for effedting the firft of tbcfe objecfts were accordingly 
.taken, thrpi^h the agency of Purneah. The Sillehdar Horfe, of their own accord, 
returned to their lands : fome dtfcuflions, however, took place, with regard to the 
difpofal of the Bargeir, or Aable horfes, which were at length terminated, on the jbSth 
ultimo, by the ai£ftance of Purncah« 

The corps, formerly Lally*s, has furrendered ; and the Europeans compofing 
, it, together with thofe under M. Chapuy, recently arrived from Mauririus, were 
fecured^ and have been fent prifoners of war into the Carnacic. 

' Upon the whole, 1 have the fatisfaftion to inform your Hotx^able Court, that 
the late Sultaun's army is now entirely diftanded. The flable hqrfcs, elephants, 
and camels, belonging to the Circar, have been delivered up, and many of the former 
have been allotted to complete deficient corps of the Companv^s cavalry, while others, 
not calculated for that fervice, have been appropriated to the ule of His Highoefs 
the Nizam. 

In the mean-time, the neceffary meafures have been purfued, for taking pof- 
feffion of the remaining parts of the Sultaun's dominions. On the 13th, the army 
of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, marched on its re- 
turn to Malabar, by the way of Coorga, with the intention of detaching troops to 
take poffeffion of the diftrid of Canara. This army arrived at Cananore on the 22d, 
at which period, fortunately, the rains had not commenced in that quarter. 

Circular orders were oddrefled by Lieutenant-General Harris to the Comnian- 
Aants of the principal fbrtreiTes in Canara, and fupported by fimilar requifitions frona 
the Meer'Suddoor (or General Superintendant of Garrifons) under the late Sultaun'a 
government, requiring the furrender of their rcfpeAive forts to theBritiA troops, and 

giving them general affurinccs of favour and proteAion. There is every reafon to 
clieve, that the forts will be quietly delivend up; in which cafe, troops will be 
immediately detached by Lieutenant-General Stuart to occupy them. 

Similar meafures have been adopted, to obtain the furrender of the forts in other 
parts of the late Sultaun's dominions \ and, ^s far as our troops have yet proceeded, 
with uniform fuccefs. 

The villagers have returned to their occupations in moft parts^of the country; 
and the ftrmigeft fymptoms have appeared, of a general difpofition to fubmit tQ the 
orders of the Britifti Government, without oppofition or reludkance. 

1 have great fatisfa^lim in informing your Honorable Court, that the whole of 

the 
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the late Tippoo Sultaun's records having been fortunately fecured, they are found 

to contain a feries of Correfpondence between the Sultaun and the French. Previous 

to the departure of the Sarah X.hriftiana^ I received fome of thefc documents; and 

although incomplete, they appeared to be of fo much importance^ that I forwarded 

copies of them to the Secret Committee by that conveyance. I have now the honor N? XXIII. 

to tranfmit to your Honorable Court a complete copy of the whole feries : No com- ^oXLVIII, 

ment upon them can be neceffary. The circumftances under which they were found, 

as well as the internal evidence which they contain^ render their authenticity indif- 

putable. 

I am now occupied in framing a general arrangement of the affairs of Myfore, 
which I hope to be able to effe<5t in a (hort fpace of time, upon principles calculated 
to promote the interefts and honor of the Honorable Company, and tafecure future 
tranquillity and fafety to our Eadern Dominions. It would be premature, at this time, 
to enter into a difcuffion of the meatures in contemplation for this beneficial purpofe; 
I however expeA to compleat this arrangement without quitting this Prefidency^ 
according to my firft intention,

1 798 ; hut the Ambajfadors employed did not leave Tranquebar until the jlh February i799# 
The nature andobjeS of ihefefeveral embaffies is fully explained in thefe papers.

SeFingapatam, the 2d of April, 1797, the 
Citizens ReprcfentativcSy 5th Year of the French Repubfic. 

You cannot be ignorant of the frrendfhtp which my father and myfelf have ever 
entertained for the French. I fought every opportunity of proving it during your 
former Government, and I have done all in my power, fince the commencement of 
your Revolution, to make known to you the fentiments of my heart. From want ot 
opportunity and of intercourfc with perfons acquainted with your cuftoms and man^ 
Iters, 1 have not been able, before this time, to inform you of my intentions. A for* 
tunate chance has fent me Citizen Ripatid (one of your officers) who at my requeft 
has anfwered all the qutftions which 1 put to him. I confider him to be worthy of 
my confidence, and from what he ha's told me^ I perceive it is now the moment for 
me to revive the friendlhip which I have always entertained for your nation : I acknow* 
ledge the fublimtty of your Conftitution, and as a proof of my fincerity, I propofc to 
your nation and to you a treaty of alliance and fraternity, which fhall be for evei* 
ifidiflbluble, and (hall be founded on republican principles, of fincerity and good 
fcith ; to the end that you and your nation, with myfelf and my people, may become 
ene family; that the fame oach may bind us for life or for death; that your enemies mzf 
be mine, and tfaofe^of my people ; and, that my enemies may be confidered as yours.. 
Thus do I wifli henceforth to treat with my Allies. You now fee my difpofition to- 
wards your country. When I (hall receive a proof of yours, I will fulfil my pro- 
mifes ; but Citizens Reprefentatives, I will not fulfil thefe engagements with you,i 
until I fee your forces, as well naval as military, aftually arrive in India. During 
the laft war (it is with regret that I am obliged to recall to your memory the difafiers 
which my friendfliip for the French Nation has brought upon me) I maintained,, 
with zeal and courage, all the pretenfions of the French. The Englifb, the ambi- 
tV)us Englifli, not having fufficient confidence in their own ftrength and courage to 
attack me fingly^ formed an alliance with the M^rrattas and the Nizam, and attacked 
me in every quarter. At the very moment when I was on the point of conquering 
them, the French army, underihc command of M. de Cofligny, received an order from 
M« de Buffi to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and they were in want of 
nothing ; but what filled me with indignation was, that thofe orders extended to 
M. de Lally, who commanded a body of French in my pay, to withdraw himfelf 
with his party : This 1 oppofed, and on juft grounds. From that moment^ my armjr 
became difgufted. Reduced fingly to my own refources, and abandoned by my 
Allies, I was compelled to make peace,, with the lofs of half of my dominions, and 
three crores and thirty thoufand rupees in fpecie. Behold what have been my loflH- 
Reprefentatives ! What is paft is paft : I have cited thefe truths in order to apprize 
you, that if I (hould declare war againft your enemies, I will not be deferted, nor 
fliali you have the power of making peace without my previous ooofcnt, nor without 
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including myfclf and my people in the treaty. For the fecurity of our reciprocal 
friendihip ahd good faith, it is neceflary to ftipulate one preliminary condition, k 
is this ; that as my people are ignorant of the cuftoms of the French Republicans, 
^ and as the Republicans are equally unacquainted with the cuftoms of my country, if 
one of the Citizens of cither party ihould violate the cuftoms of the other, he fliall 
be reprimanded immediately by his own fupcrior, without any interrnption of the 
good underftanding and harmony, which ought to fubfift between good Allies. I 
infert this claufe, although Citizen Ripaud has aftured me, that the obfervance of 
the moft fcverc difcipline and of refpeft for the laws exifts in the Republican army : 
Mine (hall always be conduced in the fame manner. I require alfo, that the Com- 
manding Officer (hall always confult me on every meafure which he may undertake^ 
for the deftrudion of our common enemy, becaufe I am acquainted with the country, 
its cuftoms^ and manners. This is a refervation that he cannot confider as ofienfive., 
Happy moment! the time is come when I can depoiit in the bofom of my friends, the 
hatred which I bear againft thofe oppreflbrs of the human race. If you will aflift me, 
in a (hort time not an Englithman ftiall remain in India; you have the power and the 
means of effeding it by your free negroes. With thefeiicw Citizens (much dreaded 
by the Englilh) joined to your troops of the line, we will purge India of thefe villains. 
The fprings which I have touched have put all India in motion ; my friends are ready 
to fall upon the Englifti ; for every thing here rely on my difcretion. Your enemies^ 
as I have apprized you, ihall be mine. Now you are apprized of my deligns^ delay 
not to inform me of yours, but hiake no promifes which you cannot perform. I have 
retained Citizen Ripaud to anfwer your letters, and I will give him a falary worthy 
of the iituation which he holds near my perfon. I entreat you not to be offended 
with him, but on the contrary to approve of what he has done, and to quiet his appre- 
henfions of being confidered as a deferter of his country and of his colpurs, (a lau« 
dable motive which intcrefts me for his welfare). I requeft you to authorize him to 
remain in his prefent ftation with me for the fervice of his Country, of your Colonies, 
and of myfelf. I detained him i nor did he confent to remain till after much folici- 
tation, being extremely attached to the liland of Bourbon, to which he belongs. In 
cafe you ihould confent to my propofitions, it is neceffary that you fhould know the 
extent of my power to adift the French Republic, and its army. 

Jrticle I. 

I engage, immediately on the arrival of the French troops on the Coaft, to viflual 
both the land and fea forces, (European liquors excepted) and 1 will furnifli all ne** 
ceflaries^ fuch as flour, rice, meat, wood, &c. 

Article 2. 

I engage alfo to make advances of money for all the wants of the land and 
fea equipments. 

Artick 3. 

I engage to provide all the bullocks neceffary for the Artillery of the Republican. 

Troops, 
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troops as well as the bullocks^ camels^ and Lafcars, for carrying the baggage of Che 
Officers and Soldiers* 

Article 4* 

I engage to provide palanquins for the Generals, and horfes for the Officers of 
the troops of the Republic. 

Jrticle 5. 

In cafe the French Army fliould happen to be in want of gunpowder^ o¥ other 
^immunition, I engage to fupply it. 

Jriicle 6. 

As foon as the French Army Ihall have difembarked, I engage to rharch with 
my troops, which (hall, in the firft inftance, confift of thirty thouland Cavalry, and 
thirty thoufand Infantry and Artillery, well difciplincd, with arms, ammunition, and 
every thing ncceffary for the fucccfs of our entcrprize. 

What I require on the part of France is as follows : 

Ankle i. 

That the French Repyblic (hall not, under any pretence whatever, conclude peace, 
but with the confent of me and my people, nor withouj including us in fuch treaty. 

ArticU a. 

That as the troops of the Republic will derive fuch advantages from me, the 
Generals in command (hall undertake nothing without firft confulting me, to enfure 
the fuccefs of the common caufe, and of our rcfpeftive armies. 

Article 3. 

Should the French General or Republican Troops deteA traitors in my coun- 
try, or fliould I or {ny troops come to the knowledge of any fuch in the French 
Army» the Chief of the party wherein the traitor may be found, (hall ca&fe him to 
be (eized and executed, upon authentic proofs of his guilt, without prejudice to our 
mutual friendfhip ; fince engaged in the fame caufe, our interefts are the fame. 

"^ Article 4. 

As I propofe to make the advances, and furni(h the nece(rary fupplies of money 
to the French Republic, both for the land and the fea forces, it is juft that I fliould be 
reimburfed at the end of the war, from the fums of money which may be taken from 
our common enemy. 

Article $• 

Every capture made from our common enemy, as Towns, Forts, Territory, 
Money, Merchandize, Ships, Ammunition, &c. fliatl be equally divided, at a fair 
valuation! fraternally, between the troops of the Republic, me, and my people.

I difpatch thefe Chiefs for this exprels pUrpofe : * They are 
charged with a packet and with orders to explain my intentions to the Executive 
Power.

If however you think that the fhip cannot be 
coppered without delaying the voyage of the convoy, you will fend the ftiip back at 
the proper feafon, with a Captain and two Officers, whom I will pay.

We will commence iioftUities agasnft the Engliih and the Portuguefe ; when in 
cafe the Nizam and the Mahrattas fhould join them, we will make war againft them 
alio, for it will then be neceflfary to fubjugate them alfo, and to render them tribu- 
taries to us. 

Thefe, Repfcfentatives, ar^ my intentions: do not let my attachment to your 
nation expofe me to the fai^ calamity \vhich I formerly fufiered. I entreat you to 
reflet well before you return an anfwer, or you may expofe me to great anguiih of 
heart, fince I (hall ad; according to the tenor of your anfwer. I oflFer up my vows 
for the fuccefs of our enterprizc, for the continuation of profperity to the Arms of 
the French Republici one and indivifible, and fora fpeedy anfwer. I fwtar an in- 
violable iricodfliip for your nation.

Your Ambafladors Aden Ali Khan and Ibrahim Saib, have delivered to me the 
Letier with which you have honored me, bf wlHch I learnt that they poflefled your 
confidence, and that you defired that France {hould fend you troops, in order that 
you might declare war againft the Englifh,^ the opprefTors of India. I am extremely 
concerned, that the naval force under my command is not at prefent fufficiently con- 
iiderable to admit of my proceeding to India, to make fuch a diverfion as might 
forward your interefls ; but if I ftoultl be rern forced, as I expeft, I (hart be very 
eager to feek our commoo ^oemic»> aodi to affift you in their redudion. Previous to 
the arrival of your Ambaffadors, I had addreffed the Government of my country 
' in Europe, on the ncccffity of expediting this meafure ; and the day fubfequent to 
their arrival, I difpatchcd two frigates to France, with the new propofals which you 
offer ; it is to be regretted, that you did not fooner apprize us of yqur favorable 
difpofition. 

Prince Tippoo, your Ambafladors have exerted great zeal for your fervice ; but 
unfortunately, we were not at liberty to divert to any other objeA, the means con- 
fided to us for the protection of our colony: your Ambafladors having, however, 
informed me of your wifh to have fome wcll-inftru6ted officers to form your marine, 
I haften to fend to you Captain Dubuc, who commands a veflel in the fervice of 

France, 
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Ffancc, afid fix other Officers, whom I particularly recommend to your favor, and 
who, I hope, will anfwcr your views, by their good conduA and their naval (kill. 

Your Ambaffadors having teftificd an anxious wiih to return to you as fpeedily 
as poffible, I have given them one of my beft frigates, commanded by Captain 
L^Hermite, a diftinguiihed Officer, whom I recommend to you.

CoFY of a Letter from General Cossigny to the Ambassadors of the 
Prince Tippoo StTLTAUN, at the Moment of their Departure. 

I beg leave to offer my apologies to the Ambafladors of the Padflii': my ill 
healthy has prevented me from paying them a vifit ; but I (hould have had nothing 
farther to communicate to them^ for the information of the Prince^ than what I now 
propofe to write, which I defire they will tranfcribe, foe the purpofe of tranfmitting 
it to the Padflia Tippoo Sultaun. 

I aflure the Padfha Tippoo Sultaun of my refpcd and devotion. I give him 
my word, that I faithfully tranfmitted, at the time when I received them, his pro* 
pofitions and his Letter to the French Government, and I am certain that the whole 
is arrived in duplicate ; agreeably alfo to his recommendation, I obferved the greateft 
fecrccy, that he might not be committed with the Englilh, and becaafe the French 
Government itfelf is not in the habit of publifliing the fccrets of its operations. 

The proof that the propofitions of Tippoo Sultaun have been received, is that 
they have remained fecret even in France. Perhaps it is not convenient for France 
to fend an expedition to India, as it mud depend upon the profpefb of peace, more 
or lefs diftant, with the Engliih ; but 1 aflbre the Padlha, that he will have no reafon 
to repent of this firft ftep, nor of the confidence he has repofed in me, 

France, I am certain, will always confidcr the Padlha as one of its moft faithful 
Allies : His Vakeel and I have not negleded any of the means in our power, to in- 
form the French Government of the true interefts of the Padfha j interefls which we 

O o confider 



conlider as neceffarily blended with thofc of the French Kation ih India. I hope 
the tknc will come, when Tippoo Sultaun will be convinced that I have fcrved him, 
on thi3 occafion^ with the fame zeal^ as when I was near his perfon. 

Peter Monneron is no more: the Padlha was ignorant of his death, and perhaps 
is flill ignorant of it : Hd however has not written to4iim, nor has he written to me, 
akhough he has fent to this place a copy of the Letters of Peter Monneron : it is 
therefore Tippoo who has publiihed h:s own fecret, and he cannot hereafter reproach 
us with the confequences. 

I do not write to the Padflia, as my health, and the gout which I have at this 
moment, would prevent me from doing it in the manner I could wiftj, and becaufe 
he has not thought proper to write to me ; and I moreover candidly confefs, that I 
ihould be very forry to have my Letters returned in the manner that Peter Monne^ 
ron's were. All the Letters which I have at various times written to Tippoo Sultau", 
as well as thofe which he has perfonally written to me, I haveconftantly forwarded ^ 

to the French Government ; the Letters have always been, and will continue to re- 
main fecret, becaufe his intereft, and that of the French Nation, require it. 

I mtift again repeat my apologies to the Ambafladora of the Padlha, if my ill 
health fhould prevent me from feeing them before their departure from this Colony ; 
for I ihould have had the ftrongeft defire to become acquainted with tbcm» and to have 
convoffiid with them, refpefltng the Padflu. Their acquaintance would have beeo: 
more particularly agreeable lo mc, as their difcretion, and the ^x>d condud obferved 
by them here, during the <^wfe of ibc ecnbalTy with which they were entrufted by 
the prince, infpired me with a very great defire to knQW them* Ic will always be 
highly creditable to them, to have filled with diftinftion and dignity, the honorable 
poft which ihey occupied here for the interefts of their oiafter^ and to have acquired 
the general efleem, and the particular regard of all the Chiefs of this^ Ifland, by their 
wifdom, their prudence, and difcretion, in the miffion with which they were charged ; 
in the cKCution of which they have acquitted themfelves with that good fenfe and 
<Ugoicy^ becoming the AmbaiT^dors of a great Prince, from whofe juiJHce they have 
every reafon to expeft a favourable reception. I beg them to accept my beft wifhes 
for their health, and the fuccefs of their voyage. 

I am perfuaded, that they will ufe their influence with Tippoo Sultaun, in fgp- 
port of the Memorial which my nephew, Lahaufle La Louviere, has addreiled to 
him, as well as the requeft made by him to the Prince.— His Memorial appeared to 
me to comprehend objcds of great moment to the interefts of the Padlha^ and it \% 
ibis which determined me to recommend it. 

1 once more requeft them to aflure the Prince, that I fliall always take the gteateft 
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snterefl in his glory, and that I am anxious that the fuccefs and name of fo great a 
Sovereign (hould be extended throughout the Univerfe.

I Ibould have been glad if the ftatc of the French force, at this time in India^ 
had allowed me, in perfon, to have aflured you of the friendfhip of the Rep|U>lic^ 
and to have participated in the glory of your arms againft our common enemy;; buc 
the a(5lual ftate of affairs deprives me of that double honor. 

I iatreat you, Prince, to accept ray wiflies for the profperity of your Arm?, and 
the continuation of your glory.

Great Prince, 

A Frenchman, whofe name is not unknown to you, and who wifhes to be 
ufeful to the generous Ally of his Nation, avails himfclf, with eagernefs, of the op- 
portunity offered by the return of your Ambaffadors, Huffein-Ali Khan and Maho- 
med Ibrahim^ to recall bimfelf to your xemcmbrance. 

I had the honor to write to you from Pondicherry, in the month of September, 
1792, enclofing the manifeft of the cargo of my (hip, the Phoenix, and 1 informed 
Governor Defrefne, that I propofcd going to Mangalore, for the exprefs purpofe of 
landing a quantity of beautiful and excellent grenadier fufees, intended tor you, — 
That General oblerved to me, that I ran the rifik of being fcarched and detained by 
the Englifh; but when he faw that I was fiimly refolved to adhere to my projeft, he 
approved of it, and I departed. This circumftance has afforded me the ineftimable 
advantage of receiving many Perwannabs from you, which I carefully preferve. 

Your Miniller, Alberuff AH Khan, arrived at Mangalore in the beginning of 
the year 1793. He there received the fufees, and was fatisfied with them: 1 was 
paid only in part; he gave me an order for 14,000 rupees upon Brown of Mahe,.wha 
gave me a bill on another perfbn, and I have not yet received payment; but it is no 
longer your Highriefs who is refponfible to me for the amount. 

Being a Reprefentativc of the people of the Ifle of France, I had the happinefs of 
being Prefident of the Committee of Public Safety, when your Ambaffadors labded 
in this Colony; and I was the firft to teftify to them the fatisfadlion we felt, at 
receiving amongft us the fubjefts of an Allied Prince, to whom we are fipcerely at- 
tScheg : But if our happinefs was great for a moment, oiir grief was profound, to learn 
that you had been deceived by Ripaud, as to our forces on this ifland : the only rein- 
forcement which has been fent to us from France, fmce the commencement of the 
war, is one battalion, which we have fent to Batavia, to aflift the Dutch, in the pre- 
fervation of that place: this we did in return for the aflillance which we had drawn 
from thence in money, provifions, and naval ftores: For you muft know, Gr«at 
Prince, that our xxwji refources are fufficient for our fupport, and we have fworn to 
bury ourfelves under the ruins oC our ifland, rather than fee our enemies the pof- 
fcffors of it. ' 

I often bad the pleafure of vifiting your Ambaffadors,' and I fucceeded in reliev- 
ing them from the painful fltuation into which chey were thrown, by the failure of 
tb^ miffion^ I encouraged them by faying, that you could not defirt impoffibilities ; 
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and that having done every thing in their power, their eon fcience ought to be at eafe : 
you know, Great Prince, what 1 frankly declare to you, that ftn igent who has ufed 
every effprt, although without fuccefs, has dill a claim to the gratitude of thoCs who 
granted him their confidence. 

If HufTein Ali Khan and Mahomed Ibrahim have not been entirely fuccefsful, 
if your wilhes have not been accomplifhed, it is alone to be attributed to the unfor- 
tunate circumftances of the times ; but I fwear by the facred name of honor, that they 
have ufed every effort to execute your orders, and have conduded themfelves like 
fubjedts truly attached and faithful to their Matter. 

» 

The conferences were conduced at the Government Houfe, with the. Generals, 

and three Reprcfeniatives of the Colony, in the number cf whom I have the advan- 
tage to rank. Your envoys were always defirous that nothing (bould be made public, 
but what could not poffibly be concealed ; and I may venture to afTure you. Great 
Prince, that we have every reafon to be fatisfied with the corrcft and becoming con- 
du6t ohferved by them, during their refidence here; it was fuch as was to be expe£ted 
from the honor of their charafter and from your Ambafladors. ' They obfcrvcd, that 
the allowances fixed for the different ranks were too great; and that the French in 
the Camp of Lally are not fo highly paid; but General Malartic relieves you from 
any embarraffment on that point, by permitting the French to return, fhould you not 
be fatisBed with what has been concluded here. 

The fituation of jrour envoys was critical ; they found themfelves in a ftate of 
fufpence, defirous of being ufeful to their Mailer, but at the faoie time apprehenfive 
of incurring his difpleafure. To have rtffufed thefe fuccours, though trifling, would 
have been a confeffion, that you would not facrifice a fmall fum of money ; this, I 
think, would have been impolitic, not only with refpefb to the prefcnt, but alfo to 
future times-, befides, it is neceffary to make fome diftindion, in favor of tkoie 
who leave their families, and the comforts which they enjoy here, to fervc as Volun- 
teers in a country, with which they are totally unacquainted. Nothing lefs than our 
great defire to fcrve you, would have induced us to permit thefe Citizens to leave 
the Colony, during war, particularly as foine of them are experienced foldiers, who 
poffefs a knowledge of their profeffion, and therefore are a lofs to uS) but there is 
no merit in obligaiions which coft nothing. 

Permit me, Greatt Prince, to converfe a moment with you. My love for my 
country, my attachment to its Allies, particularly to the deferving Son of the renowned 
Hyder Alii, and my well-founded hatred of the £nglifh« or rather of their Govern- 
ment; all this, I fay, fhould convince you, that 1 fhall fay nothing which is not 
dilated by a regard for your true interefis. 

What is then the fatality which has hitherto divided the Princes of Afia ? 
Nothing is more eafily underftood* It is the dark policy of the £ngliO), their Ma- 
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chiavelian principles, which have fubjcftcd fo many nations jto their yoke; and ren- 
dered them the oppreffors of Afia. 

There is ftiU time however to crufli this ambitious nation; but it is neccffary 
that the Court of Poonah — the Soubah of the Decan — the Tartars — the Rajah of 
Travancore— all the Rajahs, Nabobs, and Soubahs; that all the Chiefs of Afia, in 
fhort, ftiould unite to attack, to overthrow, and finally to expel thofe haughty Eng- 
lilh ; but it is abfolutely neceflary, that the Alliance Jhould be founded on good 
faith, and that it fliould be fkilfuUy formed, in order that the Princes, whofe forces 
are'inconfiderable, may not find themfelves overpowered, in confequence of a want of 
concert btween the parties , but when the plan fhall have been properly arranged, and 
when theEngliih (hall find themfelves aflailed from every quarter of Afia, their dcftruc- 
tion muft be inevitable. You ha\((:^J]H at war with all the Princes ot Afia, you 
muft now become their friend, and prove to them, by the propofals you make, that 
you are really willing to become fuch. One Prince muft not aggrandize himfelf at 
the expenfe of another; but it is proper that thofe who groan under the bondage of 
the Englifh (hould be emancipated, and that each individual (hould participate in 
their fpoils, in proportion to the aid he (hall furnilh, as well as to his local pofition. 
I will repeat, that if the Alliance be made with good faith, if each of the contraft- 
ing parties fhall find his intereft in ir, the engagements will be obferved ; but ftiould 
it ' prove othcrwife, (hould anyone of the contra6ting parties be injured, he will 
obferve his engagements no longer, than until fome circumftances or favorable event 
fliall give him an opportunity of infringing them. If fortunately, we fliould receive 
troops from Europe, which we can difpofe of in your favor ; if the Commiflion 
with which the naval and military Generals of the Colony have entrufted Citizens 
Magot and Scguin, the former the commander of the frigate which carries your 
difpatches to the French Government, and the latter Aid de Camp to Major Ge- 
neral Malartic, fent to give greater efficacy to the application which he has made 
for as large a reinforcement as poffible. I fay, if this deputation be fortunate, what 
will not be your advantage in having prepared beforehand, the means of avenging 
yourfelf, by punifliing thofe who have caufed you to be betrayed by your own fub- 
jeds ; and of recovering that inheritance, of which you have been in part deprived, 
becaufe the Princes of Afia, who took up arms againft you, were not fenfible, that in 
proportion as the Englilh became powerful, they would furnilh the Powers of the 
Eaft with arms againft each other. 

The difference of religion has often prevented Alliances, which would have 
proved advantageous to divers Natiocs J but thefc falfe principles have difappcared, 
philofophy and reafon have filenced prejudice, and the lame State in Europe tolerates 
the Roman Catholic, the Calvinift, and the Lutheran Churches. The man who 
adores the Creator, and offers up vows which are fincere and proceed from the heart, 
is regarded by his God with an eye of benignity and forgivenefs. 

The difpofitiotis of the Soubah of the Decan arc kn6wn to you, 9s are alfo thofe 
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of the Mahratta and Tartar States. I think I may venture to affure you, that the 
good Prince, Ram Rajah of Travencore, is tired of the oppreffion of the Englifli. 
Raman Kefvin, his prime Minifter, would, I conceive, be well difpofed to aft againft 
thefe defpots, had he the means: I know that it was with great reluftance he con- 
fented to fend away Migot de la Combe, who commanded his troops at Parour, as 
well as the other French Officers who commanded his battalions. The interefts of 
this Rajah, if I am not deceived, require, equally with your own, that you Ihall 
propofe to him an Alliance, that all refentqient (hould ceafe, and that your ancient 
ieuds Ihould be extinguiflied and forgotten for ever: but above all, Great Prince, 
condud: the negotiation in fucb a manner, that the Englifli may not fufpedt it; for 
otherwife this Prince will be totally crulhed, and the Englifli, in defpoiling him, will 
encreafe their means of ading againft you. Believe me, Great Prince, one of the 
brighteft days of my life will be that on which I fliall hear that, by re-uniting with 
the Princes of Afia, you have acquired the means of annihilating the power of the 
Englifli in India. 

I know not. Great Prince, whether my franknefs will be pleating to you, or 
whether you may not confider my obfervations as officious j but of this I am certains, 
that my anxious wifli is, that you may make great conquefts from the Englifli ; and 
that by this fuccefs, you may be enabled to render your people and yourfelf happy* 
This is the fincerc prayer of a true Frenchman, who is with efteem and refpeft.

(Copy.) 

I received, on the 2oth January lafl;, (old fiyle) your Letter under date the 9th 

Oaober, 
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Odober, 17979 vvhlch anoounced to int that you bad deputed Captaio Ripaud, 
whom you nad engaged in your fervice, and two Acnbaflfadors^ to confer with me 
refpedting the ftate of your afTairs, and that I might place the greateft confidence in 
whatever they might communicate. Your Ambaffadors afterwards delivered to me 
your menK)randum of propofals to the Executive Direftory, tending to form an Al- 
liance, offcnfivc and dcfenfive, with the French, and by which you offer to entertain, 
at your own expenfe, as long as the war in India iball laft, the troops they may be 
able to fend you. 

Not thinking myfelf authorized by my powers to conclude this Alliance with 
you, I immediately difpatched two frigates to France, with your propofitions to 
the Executive Diredory. I have not the fmalleft doubt, but that they will take 
your propofal into their mod ferious confideration ; and I am perfuadcd, that they 
will fend you, as (peedily as poflibie, the fuccours of men which you demand, and 
which you require for the purpofe of attacking your enemies, who arc alfo the ene- 
mies or the French Republic. 

In the mean-time^ and whilft waiting the arrival of thefe fuccours, I difpatch 
the Preneufe frigate, commanded by Captain L'Hermite, to convey back your 
Ambaffadors and their Suite, with the Officers, Surgeons, and Volunteers, whom I 
have recruited in the two lilands for your fervice. 

I have annexed to this Letter, 

Ik 

1. The roll of the Officers composing the Marine Eftablilhmcnt, whom 70U 
were defirous of having to command your ihips, and to form Seamen for you. 

2. The roll of the land Officers, of the Surgeous, and of the Volunteers. 

Thefe lifts exhibit the refpedivc ranks of the Officers. 

You will alfo receive with this Letter the monthly pay-tables of the allow- 
ances to be given, independently of the appointments and provifions for each rank, 
and for every perfon who Ihall enter your territories. 

It would have been more regular, had a treaty been entered into between your 
Ambaffadors and myfelf, and figned by both parties, which you might have ratified 
on the return of your Ambaffadors; but I could not perfuade them to undertake to 
4gn the treaty. They affured me, that yoj would moft unqueftiooably agree to my 
demand, and that the appointments and pay of the troops, as well as the eftablilh- 
ment and provifions, which I had requefted, would be exadly and regularly paid 
at the end of every month. Should it prove otherwife^ I authorife all the Officers, 
Volunteers, and others, to avail themfelves of the return of the frigate, or of any 
other opportunity which may offer, to return to thefe iflands. 

I mufi alfo premife, that it is my intention that they (ball, at all times, be at 
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liberty to quit your territories i and I therefore requeft you wift give orders^ that 
they may be furnifhed with the neceflary means^ that every afliftance and pcotedton 
be granted to them, and that they may not be fubjeded to any hindrance or molef- 
UtioQ on the part of your fubjefts. 

The eftabliflimeDt of the fadory which you sure anxious to have in this Ifland, 
in order to facilitate the means of conncfting yourfeif more clofely with the French, 
prefenting reciprocal advantages, you are at liberty to eftablifli it whenever you may 
think properi The two Muflulmans and the Frenchman^ whom you propofe to fend 
for that purpofe, will eafily find a commodious houfe for their reception. The]( (hall 
be under the pirotefttop of Government, and they (hall enjpy all the privileges ufu- 
ally granted to fuch eftabli(hment»* 

I mud now mention to you the good conduft of your AmbafTadorSy and the 
anxiety they have always ihewn to execute pundually, the commiffion with which 
you had entnifted them i I am happy to render them this juffice, which they on 
every account deferve» 

Immediately on their arrival in this CoTony, they delivered all the Letters with 
which they were entrufted, for the Reprefentatives and for the Naval land Military 
Generals* They urged entreaty upon entreaty, and ftrenuoufly folicited the difpatcb 
of a confiderable force to their Prince, according to the tenor of their ioilru&onSy 
founded on the reports which had bee» made to you* 

After having, for (bme time, hefitated to accept of the ineonfiderable affiftance 
iamen which was offered to them, your Amballadors determined to receive it upoa 
the folemn aflurances which I gave them^ to difpatch to you pot only fuch troops as 
might arrive firom France, but alfo thofe from this ifland, who might hereafter 
sefolve to proceed to India*. 

YoQr Ambafladora having Tikewife folicited me, with great earnellnefs, to 
cement the Alliance e:dfting between the French and yourfeif by a formal oath, 
I informed them, that as this Alliance ftill remained in full force, 1 thought the 
Executive Diredory, and the Legiflative Body of the French Republic, had alone » 
ri^t to renew the confirmation* 

I» ftort, I can only g^ve you advantageous tefHtoonfes of thefr good condu£E i 
diey conduced themfelves, 1 can afiiire you^ with the moft perfeft honor and pro- 
priety, and all their anions have been well calculated to procure fof your iBterefis» 
the confiderable force which you bad dire&ed theair to obtain* 

They wiB tell you, that I publiflied a Pfoclamalion,' which* has been fenl into 
all the Cancona of thb Ifland, w the purpofe of raifing Volunteers*. 

They will inform you, that a veflcl has been difpatched to the IQand of L» 
Kie-uoion> for the fanne purpofe*

Having been difpatched from the Iflc of France, by Admiral Sercey, Comn^ander 
of the Naval Forces of the French Republic, on fervice in the Indian Seas, to bring 
back to one of your Ports your Ambaffadors, Affen-Alli Khan, and Mahomed Ibra- 
him, whom you had deputed by Citizen Ripaud, to the Government of the Ifle of 
France, I have the honor to announce to you my arrival this day, the 25th of 
April, in the Roads of Mangalore, with your AmbafTadors and the Frenchmen, whom 
General Malanic has fent to you, under the orders of M. Chapuis, commanding the 
land, and M. Dubuc, commanding the naval forces. 

I (hould felicitate myfelf the more on having been felefted for this honorable 
commiflion, did not the approach of the ftormy feafon oblige me to haften my de- 
parture, and deprives me of the honor of prefenting to you, in pcrfon, the aflurances 
of my refpeft and attachment. 

I have requefted Affen-AUi-Khan, who is about to approach his Sovereign with 
an account of his embafly, to cxprefs to you my zeal for your frevice, and at the fame 
time the lively regret which I feel at being obliged fo foon to depart. 

With as much juftice as pleafurc I can aflure your Majefty, that your Ambafla- 
dors, during the fifty days they have been on board my Ihip, have rendered them- 
felves confpicuous for all the good qualities and virtues required in the ftation with 
which you have inverted them, and that their quitting my (hip, as well, as their de- 
parture from the Ifle of France, has been the caufc of regret to thofe friends whom 
their irreproachable conduft has gained them ; nor can I wifti you greater happinefs, 
than to poflfefs many fubjeds as faithful and as much attached to you as they are. 

Anxious to evince my zeal to fcrve you, and to procure you the means of corref-

As I have already had the honor to obferve to you, and as you without doubt 
know, that in 15 or 29 days at the furtheft, your coaft will no longer be fafe, I offer 
my fervlces, and confine my requeft to that period ; for when it is paflfcd, I (hall be 
under the abfolute neceflity of quitting Mangalore, with the regret of no longer 
having it in my power to be ferviceable to you with my Government, and without 
being able to give them any Intelligence from you, which could prove advantageous

battalion of Sepoys, and two ftandards, all which we captured and difpatched to the ^ond! 
Ifle of France, has merited our general efteem.

The Englifh, jealous of the conneftion and friendihip which for fo' long a time 
has fubfifled between my Sircar and France, fome years ago cinire4 againfi me 
with the Mahrait^Nthe Nizam Ali Khan, and my other Enemies i and declared a 
war as odious as u^uft, which laded feveral years, and of which the refult was (b 
fatal, that it coil me three crores and thirty lacs of rupees in money, arid niy fineft 
provinces.

The Republic is certainly not ignorant of any of thefe unfortunate circum- 

fiances, nor of the many efforts I made to difpute, inch by inch, the poffcffion of 
that country, which at lafl: I was obliged to rtlinquifh to our common Enemy. I 
ihould not have been driven to itich cruel fecrificcs, had I been aided by my ancient 
allies the French ; who were deceived by the perfidious machinations of Conway, 
the Governor General of Pondicherry, who was then plotting with Campbell, the 
Governor of Madras, for the evacuation of the place commanded by the former. 
No doubt, the Republic will now repair the fault of their former Government^ by 
driving the Engliih from^ their rich poffeffions in India. 

Thefe fentiments, with which I have long been animated, I have made known 
to the Government of the IHe of France, through the organ of two Ambaffadors, 
from whom I have had the great fatisfaAion of receiving fuch an anfwer as I defired, 
together with the Republican Flag, by the hands of Chapuis, Chief of a Brigade, 
and Dubuc, a Captain of a (hip, who alfo brought with them the inconfiderable 
fuccour of Officers and men, with which circumftances permitted General Malartic 
and Rear Admiral Sercey to fupply mir.

Article 2. 

A naval force to ,adt on the coaft where our armies may be^ to fevour, and t» 
reinforce them, in cafe of necefllty. 

Article j. 

The Sircar wilt furnifh alt military ftores and provifions fof the army of the 
Republic, as well as horfcs, bullocks, carts, and tents> together with every other 
neceffary ; excepting European liquors^ which his country does not afford* 

Article 4,. 
On all marches and military operations^ the King^s orders are to be obfen^d* 

Article 5. 
The expedition (hall be directed to fome point of the Qoroman^cl Coaft^ and 
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in preference, to Porto Novo, where the difembarkation of the troops (hall take 
place; and where the King, with his whole army, will appear, either before the 
arrival of. the French Army, or at any time appointed, it being his intention to 
commence operations in tlic heart of the Enemy's country.

The King defires that the Republic will inform him, by difpatching to Man- 
galore two corvettes from Europe, within twenty days of each other, of the number 
of Ihips and troops which arc to be fent from France, in order that he may take the 
field immediately, and be mafter of the Coromandcl Coaft, before the arrival of the 
Republican forces, and thus be enabled to provide for all their wants.

All the conquefts which may be made from the enemy, excepting thofe pro- 
vinces which the King has been obliged to cede to the Engliih, to the Mahrattas, 
and to the Nizam Ally Khan, (hall be equally divided between the two nations, 
and according to their refpe£tive convenience. The fame divifion fhall alfo be 
made of the Enemy's ihips, and of the Portuguefe Colonies,, in crder to indemnify 
the King for the cxpenfes of the war. 

Article 8. 

Should any difficulty arife between the allied armies, each ihall obferve juftice, 
according to their own Jaws and cuftoms ; and every difcuffion relating to them Ihtli 
be conducted in writing between the two nations* 

Article 9. 

Whatever may be the dcfire of the Republic, whether to give peace to Eng- 
land, or to. continue the war, the King trufts the Republic will always have the 
kindnefs to confider him as a friend and faithful ally, and accordingly comprehend 
him in all its treaties, ^nd apprize him of all its intentions^ 

Article 10. 

All French whatever, who now are or may hereafter come within the territo* 
ries of the King, Ihall be treated as friends and allies ; they Ihall have the liberty 
of pafiing and rcpaffing, and of trading, without any moleftation of hindrance \ ovk 
the contrary, they Ihall receive every affiftance and fuccour which thty may want* 

Article 11. 

To procure for my fcrvice> faur founders of brafs, and four founders of iroir

December, 1798, O. S. 

To the Sircar CouDADAD. 

Tranquebar, the i6:h December, 1798, 
Great Pacha, Health and Rcfpedt, O. S. 

The men are arrived fafe, but their letters, the articles moft eflential, are ftiil 
wantingi having been left on the road : I hope, however, to get them in a few days. 
The men were fo much afraid, that they have been four months on their journey ; 
you may judge of their diligence and pundtuality for your fervicc ; for my own 
part, I believe they muft have tied their legs for three months and a half. Hircar- 
rahs, which I fent you onlhc nth of laft month, have returned with your Majefty'g 
reply, dated the 29th of the fame month ; I haften to fend them back, as they are 
faithful men, and I (hould wi(h them to be liberally recompenfed. The perfon who 
is to fumiih the money does not appear, nor do I hear any thing of him. I appre« 
hend that there will be much trouble in obtaining payment. I confider ic as indif- 
penfably neceflary, that you ihould fend me an order to take up immediately 4II the 
money in the hands of Mercier, and aiccocnpany it with a letter of credit on the 
Kepublic, as requefled by me* The importance of niy miflion is fuch, and the refult 
promifes to be fo advantageous to your Majefly, that I cannot too often repeat, that 
money ought to be cpnfidered as nothing, when matters of fuch confequence are in 
agitation. I mull fet ofT^ but to do this, money is neceflary. In all countries, 
jnoney is the fincw of intrigue ^nd of war-, if your Majefty dpes not wilh to be 

U u ruined 
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ruined by the Englifti, and to lofe the afliftance of your good and faithful friencTi 
the French, (hew me a fufficient niatk of your confidence, in fupplying me with } 

the means; they will not ftop Soucars on the road with fpecie* efpecially if it be in 
ftar pagodas. Send, me a fupply with all expedition, and I will fetoff immediately. 
The cloths are not arrived, and I am about to fend perfons in fearch of them. I 
irequeft your Majefty jvill authorize me to take up a year's advance of pay, according 
to your promife, to enable me to fecure to my family the means of fubfidenct during 
my abfence ; as the fix months for which I received an advance, will expire on the 
8th of next month. 1 have been obliged to expend all I had, and have now nothing 
remaining, the Englifti having taken l)oth my veflcl and money; you will find my 
requeft reafonable, when you confider that my family is in a ftrange country, and 
deHituteof rcfources. I again folicit from your Majefty full powers to that efFed, 
and that the means may be immediately furnifhed me. As the Hircarrahs affure me 
of their return in thirty days, I can get away in forty. It will be advifable, that 
you (hould ftation here with your Vakeel eight Hircarrahs, that you may receive 
intelligence every eight days, which I have the means of arranging. I recommend 
the Vakeel to you, his pay is infufficiertt, and ic is now eight months that the ' 

Cuchery has given him nothing;, he (hould have befides a Palankeen: The Am- 
baflTadot of fo noble and generous a Prince as yourfelf, ought not to go on foot like 
a Cooly^ Arc you fatisfied witji nic ? Tell roc in a word ; you khow my-attachnacnt 
to yourperfon, and you (hall have fincere proofs of my fidelity. I beg your Majefty 
to continue your goodnefs and friend (hip to my true friend and colleague. General 
Chapuis: fee bimofteu; the more you know him the more you will be fatisfied 
that be merits your confidence : he is a man of the pureft honor, faithful, and a fonnd 

advifcr. 

» 

I have been informed, that your Majefty has written to the Government of 
Madras, and to Lord Mornington. What will be the \ffue of their reply ? Be on 
your guard againft them ; be ready to defend or to attack. The preparations for 
war continue to be carried on with great rapidity; the Nizam^s troops muft by this 
time be on their march ; they muft be checked. The Engli(h attempted to carry 
off your Vakeel, Sada Chidevaran, but I difcovercd the plot, and it has not fuc- 
ceeded. 

Your Majefty ihould write inftantly to the Government of Tranquebar, by a 
Camel Courier, requefting its immediate proteftion for your General in Chief Dubuc, 
your Major Fillietaz, the interpreter Debay, and your Vakeel. Lord Mornington, the 
Uovernor General of Bengal, and General Clarke, are expefted on the Coaft at the 
end of this month, for the purpofe of entering upon a negotiation with your Majefty, 
which (hould it not be fuccefsful, will be followed by a Declaration of War ; the 
^bjedk of which will be, to take away your country, and to dethrone you ; fubftitut- 
ing in your place, and that of the Allies of your Crown, z Nabob of their own 
creation; — your Majefty muft perceive, that nothing lefs than your kingdom is at 
ftake. You muft exert yourfelf, and in particular endeavour to prcfcrvc it by nego^- 

tiation. 



tiatlort, till the moment when I flatter myfelf I (hall fccure it to you, and to your 
auguft children for ever. 

By means of the intrigues carried on by the Engliih in all the Durbars of India, 
It is eafy.fpr them to. excite commotions, and they may detach from you perhaps 
all your Allies. It is very probable, that by divifion and negotiation, in the event 
of their fucceeding in ti new war againft your Majeily, ,they may accomplifti the 
deftrudtion of the Mahratta Power, and feize with impunity every thing which may 
have been ceded to them under a new treaty of peace; it is eviflently then their 
intereft, to enter into a joint treaty with you, that by the means of a powerful league, 
you niay eftablilh a firm fecurity for each other; and iq this league each ought to 
co-operate, in defending the acquifitions or ceflions that either may have made at 
the peace concluded at y^mr capital, witk.the. ffiveral contrading Parties. The 
Engliih threaten you; the Mahrattas ought to fupport you, and not allow you to 
be expofed tq deftruftion ; the barrier that feparates you from the former ought ta 
be preferved, fo that nothing may be able to break or deftroy it. You may place 
a dependence on your Allies while your interefts are the fame; but you will be 
abandoned, if thofe interefts (houW ceale to be mutual, or more certainly ftill, if 
they (hould be abfolutcly at variance, or if your Allies (hould begin to fear you. 
Your time is ftiort and precious^ you muft convince them of your good intentions: 
anticipate the Engliih by your adivity, and throw impediments in their way, which 
fliall retard their negotiations at Poonah, or render them inefFedtuah Und^r fuch 
circumilances, the Mahrattas ought to infift on the faith of treaties; to remind the 
Engliih of the alCftaoce they afforded tliem againft your Majefty; and to urge the 
gratitude which they have a right to expeft They may reconcile the different 
interefts of the parties with the delicate lituatfon in which they are placed, and atoid 
(he reproach of a breach of faith, either in regard to the execution of the treaty of 
peace generally, or any particular article of it. If thefe means of conciliation fail, 
they muft immediately arm and menace the Nation which Ihall have infringed the 
treaty; the mere outcry will perhaps put a flop to all the military and hoftile pro- 
/ceedings againft your Majefty; if otherwife, the fwordmuft be drawn, the fcabbard 
muft be caft away where it may never again be found, and the fortune of war muft 
decide the event. 

We have not yet received any interefting news from Europe; the Republic 
continues vidorious over all her enemies, and refufcs peace to England. Scindia 
has already taken Dtlhi, and I think he muft have completed thf conqueft of Agra. 
Your Majefty will do well to difpatch couriers to inform him immediately of the 
iituatioQ you are in. 

I beg your Majefty will read attentively my Letter, which has bpen folely dic^ 
tated by candor, truths and a regard for your real interefts*

The Hircarraha, who were the bearers of your Letter of the 16th ultimo. 
Arrived on the 30th, They have been paid, as a prefent, ten rupees. You muft 
make every exertion to depart with all poffible expedition, for it is urgently neceC> 
fary. The cloths which you mention as not being arrived, have been brought back 
without orders* I have caufed them to be returned again without delay; but (hould 
they not arrive immediately, let not this prevent your departure. The letter of 
credit for France, which you defire, is in the packet. I hope that you will find the 
perfon who ought to pay you the money: we confidcr him as entirely to be depended 
upon; but if he fhouid fail, you will endeavour, by means of your letter of credit, 
to arrange matters, and depart as foon as poffible* You need not doubt that you 
poffefs my entire confidence, and that I confider you as one of my very good friends. 
We have fettled together every thing which you have to do. It is ufeleft, and even 
dangerous, to write again; becaufe letters may be loft, and. what I am moft anxious 
about^ is^ that you Ihould depart as quickly as poffible* Your difpatcbes have already 
been once intercepted, and have furnilhed information of your deftination, which 
1$ much to be regretted* If you ihould write again, mention no names; we (hall 
always underdand each other : I have always written to you in that manner* 

You afk me to fend money from hcMce: how can this be done, when letters 
pafs v/ith fo much difficulty ? I authorize you to take up, by means of the letter 
of credit upon Europe, whatever you may require for yourfelf, as well as for other 
piirpofes. After the departure of this difpatch, 1 will fend the neceflary perfons to 
carry 4)n the correfpondencc. I rely folely on Providence expcdling that 1 fliall be

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4ilone and unfupported ; but God and my courage will a.ccompIi(h every thing. I have 
fent ta Poonab, but it is your departure which moil tfirer<;& mtp sM)d wUich is moft 
prefling.

With rcfpcft of that which relates to Monfieur Raymond j I have read the 
Letter written by him to Citizen Dompars:-*-M. Raymond, more fubde than him^ 
has the air of a man, who would be a Frenchman, or who would at leaft wi(h to be 
thou^t (oi and this with a v^ew to difcover your intentions, and thofe of the Republic, 
your Sifter;— he exprefles a wiih, to be informed of our means, ^nd of our force, 
alleging that he has facrlficed the greater part of his property, to prove his attach- 
ment to the French, and to fupport the French, and their name in India; that his 
party is called the French, and that he has always borne the French colours. 

He is known to you, excellent Prince, and ftill better to France.— *He has made 
war,— on whom ?— on you, the Ally of my Nation : it is thus, that he would prove 
to you his fincerity; He has erefted the ancient ftandard of France : this was only to 
difengage you from the French, who afted under your orders— he is iii the fervice of 
a Prince, who is both your enemy and ours, and has formed an unworthy alliance 
with the £ogli(h, with whom he is in conftant habits of intercourfe. But, my Prince, 
in dealing with traitors, we muft make ufe of their own arms. You mud not let 
him perceive that you have unmaflced him.— If you will permit me to write to him, 
I will manage matters in fuch a manner as to draw him over, and induce hhn to 
enter entirely into your wilhes. In politics, we Ihould av^ ourfelves of the arms of 
thofe whofc hands we Ihould be glad to fee cut off^ and put it out of the power Qf our 
eneiny to hurt us, either by word or deed.

I repeat to you, that your interefts are as dear to nie as thofc of my own Nation, 
and you may rely on the franknefs of my heart ; but Raymond appears to make 
advances to^u : do you appear to accept and return this confidence, and allow me 
to ^€t a p^o|with him. Be afTured that he will fubmit himfelf to your plcafure; 
fubtle as he is^ I will outwit him^ and you (hall be faiisfied. 

With refpeft to the men who are in irons, had rhey deferved death, be per- 
fuaded that they fhould have received no mercy : I do not love either cowards or 
traitors, ^nd you may reft afTured that your Cslmp fhall be ordered with all the 
dignity and refped which is due to you. I do not command it, but I am a Repub- 
lican, and I will make them know that you do not pay them either for their debauchery 
or their vices, and that they muft earn the money which you give them ; that every 
where, and at all times, they muft be ready to maintain your precious name and 
glory. They begin to liften to me. I will render them worthy of this honor, and 
ibis is no trifling attempt, after their late diforderly behaviour. An order from you 
to Citizen Dompars, conceived in the terms of the writing enclofed, would have the 
beft effed. Your will fhall be complied with ; on Monday afternoon I will take 
out, with your permifEon, the citiien gunners to your place of exercife, that they 
may fire at the mark. I make them pradtife daily firing at the mark. But as it is 
^be cuftom among the Republicans to attach a fmall piece of artillery to each Com- 
pany of Infkntry, for the purpofc of manoeuvering, and to favor attacks or retreats, 
or the fkirmifhes of Cavalry, I requeft of you merely to lend me one of your frr alleft 
field pieces; thefc pieces, in time of a&ion, are drawn with traces. Your wifhcs 
are laws, I wilh you all the happmefs you deferve.

I defire the Citizen Dompars, as Commandant, to qualify himfelf, that he may 
,be able to command in perfon, the French Republicans who are under his orders.

I give you all one month to enable you to 
praitife, and I fhall judge myfelf of the military evolutions which you may be able 
to perform at that period--^ To be Republicans, it is neceflary to be well informed, 
to pofTcfs a degree of pride, and to merit the eftecm of tbofe wbofe pay we receive. 

Hitherto you have negle(5>ed thefe duties of honorable men ; repair your former 
errors, and merit my tftcem. You will daily make the Citizens whom you command, 
without any diftindion, except that of age, pradife wiih the mufquet and great 
guns. Thofe who "perform their exercife well, with the mufquet and canon, will 

' pradife only every Monday on my parade ; thofe who will not make the niioft of their 
time, fhall be formed, according to their refpc<Elive acquirements, into fecond and 

-third claffcs: thofe of the fecond clafs fhall exercife three times a week-, thofe of the 
third daily, until all your Citizens become qualified for the firft clafs, both with 
rtfped to the management of the mufquet and of the artillery 5 they muft all be 

' equally expert at the mufqnct and the artillery.

You will be fully informed by the Nocqueda of this Dow, how traoquil and 
quiec every ching ii at Cairo and Suez, and between thofe places, and of the tran- 
quillity which is eflablilhed among the inhabitants. Not a fingle Mamaluke oppreflbr 
remains tn the .country, and the inlutbicaacs, withouc dread or fear, employ tbem- 
felves in weaving, colcivaldng the ground, and in other trades, as formerly ; and by 
the blefiidg of Sod, this will be daily encreafing, and the duties on merchandize 
and the taxes will be leflened. The duties on merchandize are now the fame as they 
were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes ; the merchants have every affift- 
ance granted them, and the road between Suez and Cairo is open and fafe ; therefore 
do you aflure the merchants of your country, that they may bring their goods to 
Suez, and fell them, without dread or appreheniion, and may purchafe in exchange 
ibr thqm fuch articles as they may wifli.

CoFT of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors ; dated 3d Auguft, 1799. 

To ihc Honorable Court of Direftors for the Affairs of the United Company of 

Merchants of England^ trading to the £ail-Indies» 

Honorable Sirs, 

I. The rapid (bcceffioa of adive meafures in which I have been engaged^ ha^ 
not admitted of my recordings in a coqnefted ihape^ for the information^^'^f your 
Honorable Court, the feveral opinions which I have entertained, at different periods 
of time fince the month of June 1798, relative to the terms of an adjuftment with* 
the late Tippoo Sultaun. The knowledge of my progreffive Centiments on this im- 
portant fubjed may appear neceffary to your Honorable Court, in forming your 
judgment of the meafures which I have, purfued ; it is therefore my intention, ia 
this Letter^ tp review my original plan ror a iettlement with Tippoo Sultaun, and' 
the variations which it has undergone, according to the change of circum^ances and of 
the general afped of affairs, iince the firft difciofure of the nature of the embaffy dif- 
patched by the Suluun to the French Government. 

z. In my Letter of the 20th March 1799, 1 have declared to your Honorable 
Court, that as foon as I had alcertained the views of I'ippoo Sultaun to be fuch as 
they are reprefented in the Proclamation of Monl. Malartic of the 30th January 
1798, I determined to make an immediate effort for the redudion of that Prince's 
refources and power ; but the defeat of the requifite means bad precluded the pof* 
fibility of the attempt at that time. . 

• 

3. In this fiate of things, my intention was to have endeavoured to detach 
Tippoo Sultaun from his connexion with the French Nation ; and lihould then have 
been contented wjA any adiuftment, which appeared to offer a reafonable profpeA 
of fecurinjg that ol^ft« The arrangement which occurred to me at this period of 

time was uated in a Minute recorded in the Secret Department on the X2th Auguft Vide N? LL 
1798. My. views were then limitted to the eftabli(hment of permanent Refidents, on 
the part of the Company and of the Allies, at Seringapatam i to the difmiffion of all" 
the French, then in the Sijltaun's iervice; and to the perpetual exclufion of the 
French froqi his armies and dominions. 

• / 

4. But before I could fafely attempt to propofe even this moderate arrange- 
ment to Tippoo Sultaun, it was'neceffary that the vigor of the triple alliance ihould 
be reftored, and that our armies ihould be placed in a pofture, not only of defence, 
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but fufiicientljr refpedable to enforce the juft and moderate dentands at that time in 
my contemplation^ or any augmentatipn of tfaofe demands^ which the obftinacy^ 
treachery, or violence of the Sultaun, might ukimately compel me' to make : for al- 
though my views were then, limitted to the obiedts ftatcd in the preceding paragraph^ 
k appeared prudent to ptovide for every poffibk contingency^. - « 

r ' 

5. The meafures which I purfucd for the purpofe of rcftoring our alliances, 
and of aflcmbling our armies, are already known to your Honorable Court : . ydu ^re 
alfo apprized of my feveral unfuccefsful attempts to open a pacific negotiation with 
Tippoo Sultaun. • 

6. In the month of November 1 798 (at the period of my firft attempt to open 
(uch a negotiation with him) my opinion, with refpeft to the nature of the terms 
necefTary For our fecurity againft the defigns mf the Sultaun, had undergone fome 
change. I had received the iritclligcnce of the French invafion of Egypt; and it 
could not be doubted, that this expedition, if it had not been originally planned with a 
view to the afliftance of Tippoo Sultaun, might be converted to that purpofe. On 
the other hand; our ftrength was tonfiderabiy increafed; we had fubverted the 
French party at Hyderabad, and by that fuccefsful blow, bad fccured the effefkual 
co-operation of the Nizam's Government : our military forces and preparations 
were alfo in a Ihite of forwardnefs. Under thefe combined circumftances, my 
opinion was, that Tippoo Sultaun fbould not only be compelled to renounce his con* 
nexion with France, to difmifs all the French in his lervice or dominions, and ta 
receive refident Ambafladors from the Allies, but alfo to cede, as an additional fecurity 
agaioft a renewal of his hoftile intercourfe with the French* the maritime province of 
Canara to the Company, for an equivalent to be given to him at a diuance frooi 
the coaft. It would not have been difficult for the Company to have made the 
neceflary exchanges, for the purpofe of obtaining the equivalent, if circumftances 
had favored fuch an adjuftnient with the Sultaun. 

7. This plan, without any material variation, formed my views of the fcttle- 
ment necefTary to be concluded with Tippoo Sultaun^ until the period of my arrival 
at Fort St. George, on the ,31 ft of December, 1798. 

8. With this plan in contemplation, I addrefled to the Sultaun my Letter 
dated on the 9th January; but I was induced, towards the clofe of , the month of 
January, to extend my views beyond the limits by which they had hitherto been 
circumfcribed. 

9. Tippoo Sultaun's negleA of my^ Letter of the date above-mentioned, roa- 
nifefted a (Irong indifpofition to any amicable adjuftment of our differences, and 
appeared to indicate a determination to ..purfue his proje^ of inftigating the French 
to invade India. His obftinacy bad already induced .a very^ heavy expence upon the 
finances of the Company^ and threjitened tO augment^ and even to perpetuate, the 
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chtt'ge of ottt defienlBve fyftem^ On the other bud> ^e armies of the AHies.were 
now ib oonceaccacedy at to warrant the expeftation of ooir being able to enforce any 
drmand^^ wbkh we might think it juft and prudent to make. On- tfaefe grounds,, 
towardk the clofe of the month of January, I799f ^Y intention was to have required 
from .Tipp<» Suhaun, m addition to the terms already ilated, the paj^ment of a 
confiderable fum of money, as an indemnifoation for the expenfe to which his 
hofiile and treacherous condud had fubjedted the Allies. 

fo. l*he next change in my view of the fubjeA, toofc.place at the commence- 
ment of the month of February 1799, after I had obtained the intelligence thar 
Tippoo Syltauo, while he declined the amicable advances of the Allies, had adbually 
diilpatched aootber EmbaiTy to the French* under the conduA of M. Dubuc, The 
infidious condud of Tippoo Sultaun now detennined me to fufpend all negotiatioa 
with him,, until the advance of our aroaiea into Myfore ihould ferioufly menace his 
capital. It was reafonable, that the indemnification to be demanded (hould keep 
pace with the burthens which the progref^ of bis unjuftifiable proceedings impofed 
on the Allies. The French, oC this period of tioK, being to all appearances efta* 
bliflied in Egypt, the neceffity of reducing the power of Tippoo Sultaun was greatly 
increafed; and as our means of effeding this important objedfc were proportionably 
augn^eated,! DOW determined to raife my demands, to the extent ftatcd in the £n- 
clofure marked (A,) of my Letter of the iid of January, 1 799, to the Comman- (Not 
der in Chief, already fubmitted to youif Honorable Court. I refolved, at the fame "^^c"^^) 
time, in the event of our obtaining any deciGve advantage in the field, and of our 
being compelled, by the obftinacy <tf the Sukaun,^ to open our batteries upon Se- 
ringapatam, to infift on greater conceflions from him; and I therefore proviflonallf 
direAed the Commander in Chief tt> demand the terms ftated m the Enclofure (B.) 
of the , fame Letter to his Excellency. . . 

It. Towards. the end of A^iril^ freih circumftances arofir, which difgofed me 
to thinks th^t if the courfe of the war ihould favor the attempt, it would be pru- , 

dent andjoftifiable entirely to overthrow the power of Tippoo: accordingly on the 
23d of April, I fignified to Lieutenant General Harris, my wilh that the power and 
refources of Tippoo Sultayn Ihould be reduced to the ioweft llatc, and even utterly 
dcfbroyed,, if the events of the war ihould furniib the opportunity. 

12. The Commander in Chief in the interval, however, (as dated in my Let- Vide 
ter of the i6th of May to your Honorable Court) bad been induced to offer to Tip- ^*^^ '^4' 
poo Sultaun the terms marked (B), contained in the Enclofure of my inftru&ons 
of the 2id February; and for the powerful reafons detailed in his Letter of the 1 8th Vide 
April, his Eicdellency, with great propriety, had not ofibred thefe, or any other "^^'o. 
propofals, to Tippoo Sultaun, previouily to opening the batteries on the fort of 
Seringapatam. After the batteries bad been opened. Lieutenant General Harris was 
not authorized, by my inftrudtions, to offer or accept any terms, lefs advantageous to 
the ^llite than thofe contained in' the paper (B), to which I have, already referred. 
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rj. Accordingljr^ Bis Excellency, on the 2 2d day of April, proppfed 
terms contarned ia that paper, with fuch a modification of the fecurities, as the aC'* 
tual llate of circumftances appeared to require. Tippbo Sultaun not having agreed 
CO Lieutenant General Harris's proportions^ and his Excellency poflefling ho aiitho* 
rity to depart from them, the neceiSary confequence was the profecution of the fi^e, 
which terminated in the redu&ion of the place. 

14. I have already informed your Honorable Court, that the conduft of Lieu- 
tenant Gieneral Harris, iii this refpe<ft, as well as in^ every part of the campai^ and 
fiege, has met with my entire approbation. I (hall exp^y with anxiety, thejudg-i 
mencof your Honorable Court on the important queftions fubmitted to it in this 
letter ; requefting , you to confider every zGt of Lieutenant General Harris, in the 
management of the negotiations with Tippoo Sukaun, to be founded in the fpirit of 
my orders, and to be ftridly conformable to my views of my duty towards you> and 
of the exigencies of your fervice.

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Extract from the Right Honorable the Governor Gcnbral^s Minute 
in the Secret Department, dated the 12th of Aug^ft, <79^« 

The firft regular authentication of the Proclamation, which I received^ was 
contained in the Letter from Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in dut from Sir 
Hugh Chriftian of the fame date, received on the 1 8th of June. It coold now no 
longer be doubted, that the Proclamation a&ually had been iflued by the Governor 
General of the Ifle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Moi^eur 
Malartic in this tranfaftion, the ob)e& of Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, 
although fortunately for our interefts, his luccefs has not yet been anfw^able to 
the extent of his deGgn. Of the obgeA of that defign, I foon poflefled ample proof, 
ar^ng from the beff evidence which the nature ot the cafe could .admit. In the 
firft place» it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the Cape, as well as 
by every public account which had been given of the tranfaAion, to be an Qndif- 
puted fad, tha( Tippoo difpatched two Ambafladors to the Ifle of France, and that

die Frdctamation in queftion wis publifhed fubfequent to their arrival, aod dmriog 
their refidence io that ifland. Thefe fa£ls would perhaps have been fufficiait, with* 
out further inquiry, to warrant a ftrong prerumption, that thtft proclamaiion, piur- 
porting to declare the oh]^6t of the Embafly, mud have been framed with the 
confent and knowledge of the Ambafladors of Tippoo, then on the foot, and atM, 
have correfpoxuJed with their inftrudtions from their Sovereign, whote orders they 
would fcarcely have ventured to exceed in a matter of fuch ferious confequence as 
the conclufion of an alliance ofTenfive and defenlive with the French. In order, 
however, to obtain the moft accurate inforniation, with refpedt to the circuoifiances^ 
attending the reception of the Embaflfy, the publication of the Proclamation, and 
the conduA of the Aiabaffadors^ I ezamintd upon oath toiot refpedaMe p^rfons, 
who were prefent in. the Ifle of France during the refidence of the AmbaCadors $t 
Port North Oueft ; from the concurrent teflimony of thefe perfons, fince corrobor^ 
atcd by intelligence from various quarters, I obtained a conne^d accoi^nt of the 
whole tranfadion*. 

Xippoo difpatcbed two AmbaiTadors who embarked at Mangalorf for the Itfo 
of France, and arrived there at tHe clofe of the. month of January, 179s* Thejr 
hoifted Tippoo^s colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Ouelt, were re^ 
ceived publicly and formally by the French Government, with every circumft)ance 
^diftindion and refped, and were entertained,, during their continuance on the 
Ifland, at the public expence. Previously to their arrivai, no idea or rumour exited 
in the Ifland of any aid to be furniflied to Tippoo by the French, or of any pro* 
fped of a war between him and the* Company. The fecond day after the arrival 
of the Ambafiadors, an advertifement was pubiiihed of the fame purport as the 
Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation was fixed up in the 
moft public places, and circulated through the town. The Ambalftdors (far from: 
protcfting againft the matter or ftyle of the Proclamation) held without referve, 
in the moft * public manner, the fame language which it contains with refped to the 
ofTenfive war to be commenced againft the Britifh pofleflions in India ; they even^ 
fuffered the Proclamation to be publicly diftributcd at the place of their refidence^ 
In confequence of thefe circumftances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that Tippoo ^ould make an immediate attack upon the Britifh pofTefSons in India^ 
which opinion had gained fo much force, that theperfons who gave this evidence,, 
and all thofe who arrived at that period in India from the Ifle of France, expe&ed 
to find us at war with Tippoo. The Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland, when- 
the French Government proceeded to ad under the Proclamation in queftion, and 
they aided and alEfted the execution of it, by making promifcs, in the name of

* Although the Ambafladors^ on their firft arrival at the Mauritius^ were very folicitous, according' 
to the tenor of their inftruf^ions, to keep the object of their miffion fecret, yet when the Government 
negled^ed this precaution, and gave them a public reoeption, the condu^ of tlteAmbaifiuiors becanicr 
cqu;|lly public^ and the object of their miffion equally undi%iul6d* 
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Tippoo, for the purpofc of inducing the recruits to enlift : they propofcd to levyrinen 
to any praAicable extent, ftating their powers to be unlimited with refpeft to th<f 
numbers of the force to be raifecL The An^bafTadors aided and afSfted in the levy 
of 150 Officers and Privates for the fervice of Tippoo, .underihe terms and for the 
purpofes ftated in the Proclamation, Few of the Officers are of any experience or 
Aill, and the Privates are the refufe of the democratic rabble of the IQand : Some 
of them are Volunteers, others were taken from the prifons and compelled to embark : 
Several of them arc Caffrces, and people of half caft. With fuch of thofe troops as 
were Volunteers, the Amb^fladors entered into feveral ftipulatiohs and engagements, 
in the nan^ of Tippoo« 

On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambafladors embarked on board the Fi'ench 
frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus raifed, and they publicly^ declared 
^m intension of proceeding to the Ifle of Bourbon, with the hope or obtaining more 
recruits fwr the fame fervid. 

The Proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the Ambafladors at the 
Ifle of France, was diftributed by their Agents, was avowed in every part by their 
own public declaration, and finally was executed, according to its tenor, by their 
perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 

The Proclamation itfelf fumiihes the moft powerful internal evidence of the 
concurrence of the Ambafladors in all its efiential parts, the principal faAs ftated 
therein are : 

39 •* That Tippoo Sultaun, through two Ambafladors, difpatched for the purpofe 

^^ to the Ifle of France, had addrcfled letters to the Colonial Aflembly of the Ifle of 
'* France, to all the Generals employed there, and to the Executive Diredory of 
^* France, and ha^ made the following propofitions : 

ift. " That he defired to form an alliance, offenGve and defenfive, with the 
•* French, and offered to maintain, at his expence, during the continuance of the 
•* war in India, whatever troops Ihould be furnifhcd by the French, and to fupply 
5* (with the exception of certain ftores) every neceflary for carrying on the war/* 

2d. *« That he had given afllirances, that all his preparations were already 
••completed, and that the Generals and Officers would find every thing neceflary 
** for carrying on a fpecies of war, to which Europeans have not been accuftomed 
^ in fhcir contefts with the Native Powers in India.' 
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3d. ^* That he only waited for the fuccour of France to declare war againft the 
Englilh, and that it was his ardent deiire to expel the Englifh from India.^ 

Upon the ground of thefe fads, the Proclamation recommends a general levy 

of men for the fervice of Tippoo^ and it concludes by afluring ** all the citizens 

S " who 
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*' who Ihall cnlift, that Tippoo will give them^n advatitagcou* rate of p^. and /^ideE^jf 
** allbwafices^ which will be fixed by his Ambafladors, who will alfo engage, in the 
" name of their Sovereign, that rhe Frenchmen who Ihall have enliftcd in his ^rmjtt 
^^ (hall never be detained there, after they (haH have exprefled a defire of returnitig tio 
*^ their native country .*• ' 

• ■ - • • •* ^ 

The avowed pmrpofe of this proclamation is to acquaint the inhabitants of the 
Ifland with the proportion made by Tippoo Sultaiin, through his Arnbafladors, On 
the fpOt. It enumerates thofe propoficions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been hazarded in the prefence of rh« Ambafladors, if the fa£ls dated had 
not been corredly true, or if the propoficions enumerated had varied in fuhftance 
from thofe communicated by the Ambafladors, under the order of their Savereign; 
But the laft paragraph of the Proclamation, corinefted with the condufl: of the Am- 
bafladors, as already defcribed, eftablifhes, in the cleareit manner, their particip*ation 
in the whole tranfadion. That paragraph contains a dired reference to the poweir 
of the Ambafladors, and engages on their behalf, that they (hall enter into certain 
ftipulations, in the name of their Sovereign, with refpe£t to the pay and final dif- 
charge of fuch French fubjeds as (hall enlift in his army, under the copditions of the 
Proclamation. The accounts which I have received from the lileof France concur 
in ftating, that the Ambafladors openly aAed under this part of the Proclamation ; • 
and in the name of Tippoo entered into engagements and ftipulations with the 
recruits according to the aflurances fpecified in the proclamation. Monfieur Dubuc, 
now Mafler Attendant at Mangalore^ flared to one of the witnefles whom I examined^ 
the whole fubflance of the engagements which had pafled perfonally between him and 
the Ambafladors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo*s inten- 
tion of commencing war upon the Company, with the aid of the French force then 
about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have colleded', that the 
Ambafladors had not brought to the Ifle of France a fupply of treafore (ufficient for 
advancing bounty-money to the recruits. It was ftated that an apprehenfipn of the 
Englifli cruizers had prevented the embarkation of treafure for this purpofe; an4 
DO doubt was entertained^ that if the Ambafladora had been better provided with 
money, they might have raifed a much greater number of men, who refufcd to ea- 
gage on the mere fecurity of promifes in the name of Tippoo. 

The Ambafladors, together with the force thus colleftcd during the time of 
their miffion in the Ifle of France, landed with the frigate La Preneufe, at Manga- 
lorc, on the 26th of April 1798. Accounts vary with refpeft to the exadt number 
of the force landed : the moll probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred per- 
fons. Tippoo (far from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the 
condud of his Ambafladors, in any part of the tranfadion) formally received them* 
and theOfiicers and leading perfons To landed, with public marks of honor and dif-, 
tindion. One of his Ambafladors refided for fome time with the French Recruits in 
a fortrefs near Mangalore^ and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of Officers and 
men into his fervice. 

*♦ Referring, 
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Proclamfttion, the prc^Htiofl made to the French Government for unlimited military 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambafladors prove, that it was the intention ef Tippoo 
Sultaun CO recceive into bis fervice the^largeft force which he could obtain^ for the 
purpofe of commencing a war of aggrefHoo againft the Company in India. 

Having thus entered into offenfive and defenfive engagements with the enemy* 
having proceeded to collet, in conjun&ion with the enemy, a force openly deftined 
to aiA againft the pofKriEons of the Company, having avowed, through bis public 
AmbafladofSy that he has compleated his preparations of war, for the exprefs purpofe 
of actemptine the entire fubverfion of the Britilh Empire in India, and having de- 
clared, that he only waits the effectual fuccour of the French, to profecute offenfive 
operations, Tippoo Sultaun has violated the treaties of peace and friend(hip fubfifting 
between him and the Company, and has committed an ad of dired hoftility againft 
the Britilh Government in India. 

Before I proceed to apply the principles of the law of nations to the conduft of 
Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire, what had been the conduft of the 
Company towards him for fome years paft, and whether he had received any provo*- 
cation^ to juftify or to palliate his late proceedings. 

Since the conclufion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the Britilh Governments 
in India have uniformly conduced themfelves towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only 
with the moft exa£t attention to the principles of moderation^ juftice, and good 
faith, but have endeavoured, by every prafticable means, to conciliate his confi- 
dence, and to mitigate his vindidive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally 
arifen, with refpeft to the boundaries of his territory bordering upon the confines of 
our pofTeffions on the Coaft of Malabar*, but the records of all the Britifh Govern* 
ments in India will ftiew, that they have always nianifefted the utmoft anxiety to 
promote the amicable adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that 
Tippoo Sviltaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs of the conftant difpofition 
of the Company to acknowledge and confirm all his juft rights, and to remove every 
caufe of jealoufy which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. 

The fervants of the Company in In^ia have not, however, been ignorant of 
the implacable fentiments of revenge which he has preferved, without abatement, 
fmce the hour of his laft defeat. It has always been well underilood^ that Tippoo 
Sultaun's refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our 
parr, nor by any other means than the recovery of his loft power, the difgrace of the 
Britifh arms, and the ruin of the Britifh interefts in India. With fuch views, it 
was expedted that he would eagerly embrace the firft favorable occafion of flriking 
a blow againft our pofTeffions ; and his intrigues at the Court of Hyderabad and 
Poonab^ together with his embaflV to Zema Shah (although managed with fuch 
a degree ot caution as to avoid the appearance of diredt a£ts of aggrefTion) weve 
fuBicient indications of an boftile mind. But none of thefe circumftances bavc^ 
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in any degree affeAcd the conduft of the "Company's fcrvants towards him. The 
correfpondcnce between him and the late Governor Genera), and the letters from 
Bombay on the fubjeft of the diftrift of Wynaad, furni(h ample proofs of a fincere 
defire to bring that queftion to a fair iffuej ** wilh the conjent and knowUdge of hoth^ 
forties^ according to the tenor of the 7th article of the Treaty of Seringapatam^ 

I appeal to the Letter which I difpatched to him, foon after my arrival in Ben- 
gal, propoiing an amicable adjuftment of the fame queftion, as well as of his recenc 
daims upon certain parts of the diftri<5l; of Coorga, for a tediniony of the pacific 
fptrit, which has marked my Brft communication with htm, although, perhaps, alefs 
mild reprefentation might have bdrn juflified, by his unwarrantable precipitation m 
fiationing a military force on the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial of 
the prefcribed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo SuUaun cannot therefore 
allege even the pretext of a grievance, to palliate <he charader of his recent tSi%^ 
He has indeed alleged none, but has continually profeflfed the nFK)ft (incere defire 
to maintain the relations of amity and peace with the Company. In his letters to 
Sir John^Shore (written a Ihort time before the return of the Myfc^rean Ambaffa- 
dors from the Ifle of France, and received in Fort William on the a6th of April 
1798, the day on which the French force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares^ 
** That his friendly heart is difpofed to pay every regard to truth and juftice, 
^' and to flrengtheo the foundations of harmony and concord eftablifhed between 
*• the two States ;** and he fignifies his defire, that " Sir John Shore would impltfs 
*' Lord Mornington with a fenfe of the friendfliip and unanimity fo firmly fubfid* 
«• ing between the two States.** 

This is not the language of hoftility, nor even of difcontent. From what dif- 
pofition in the friendly heart of Tippoo thefe amicable profeffions have proceeded, 
now they are conceded with a regard to truth and judlce, or calculated to ftrengtben 
the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a ienfe of the 
Sultaun's friendship, can now admit of no queftion, fitice it is now proved, that 
thefe letters were written at the very moment when Tippoo was in anxious expeda- 
tion of the hourly arrival of that military fuccour which he had folicited from the Ene- 
my, for the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company's 
poflcfilons. 

The motive, therefore, of Tippoo Sultaun, was no other than that avowed in 
his correfpondcnce with the Enemy, and publilhed under the eyes of his own Ambaf- 
fadors, — *' an ardent defire to expel the Briiijh Nation from India '^ 

It appears highly probable, that he was inftigated by the promifes and exhor* 

tations of the Government of France (whofe emiffaries have reached his councils) 

to haften the execution of a projed, in which every confideration of intereft, and 

every fentimeoc of paffion, which would induce the French to embark Xvith a degree 

of zeal, ardor, and rancour, not inferior to his own. 

. . The 



The importance of iht£c pofleflions to all the mod vaTu^Fe intere^ of Great* 
Bfkain, has pointed the particujar atteatton of the Government of France to the 
deftrodtonof our empire in India* The profperity of our fectlements in India has 
iong been the primary and undifguifed obje^ of the jealoufy of France, avowed hy 
all her minifters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers, in every ftagc of her 
innumerable rfvolutions: Tippoo, therefore, might reafonably hope, that if the 
ceflTation of hoftiiities on the continent of Europe (hould, at any time, enable the 
French Directory to turn their views id the difturbance of the peace of India^ fucb 
an adventure would be amongft the earlieft of their operations. 

T\fC conclufion of a peace upon the Continent of Europe may have appeared^ 
both to Tippoo and to the French, to offer a favorable opportunity for the profecu* 
tion of their joint dcfign. The premature difclofure of this deGgn may jperfaaps be 
imputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic> than to the imprudence of Tippoo^ 
Whether the fcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo,. or to 
expofe his treachery to our vicw^ is yet a matter of doubt : but whatever circum- 
ftaocet occafioned the premature difclofure of the deiign, whether the defign was 
wifely or raihly conceived, whether it has partially fucceeded or entirely failed, are 
queftions, the folution of which, in no degree affeAs the offenQve nature of ai> 
aggreilioQ fo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith fb flagrant and unqualified^ 
The hifiory of the world fcarcely furnifhesus with an inftance, in which any two Powers 
have united in confederacy or alliance precifely with the fame motives. The party^ 
propofing an offenfive alliance againft the Company cannot be abfolved from the 
confequences of fuch ai\ ad, by any apparent or real indifference in the party accept*^ 
iDg fuch a propofal : the condi^ of Tippoo Sultaun, therefore, cannnot be corredly 
eftimated by reference to the fuppofed motives of Monfieur Malartici. 

From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to- 
the fadts of this cafe, I fornrted my judgment of the rights of the Company^ and 
of my own duties. With reference to the aggreffion of Tippoo, the coturfe of rcafon-^ 
ing which I purfued may be dated in the following manner : ' 

The rights of States, applicable to every cafe of conteft with Fweign Powers ^ 
are created and limited by the neceflSty of preferving the public fafety. This necef- 
lity is the foundation of the reciprocal claim of all nations to explanation of fufpi* 
cious or ambiguous condudt, to reparation for injuries done^ and to fecurity againft 
injuries intended. 

In any of thefe cafes, when juft fatisfa<ftion has beeft demed^ or from the evi-^ , 
dent nature of circumftances, cannot otherwife be obtained, it is the undoubted righc 
of the injured party to refort to arms, for the vindication of the public fafety; and 
in fuch a conjunfture, the right of the ftate becomes the duty of the Govern- 
ment ; unlefs fome material confideration of the public intereft (hould forbid the 
attempt. 

u 
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If tlie condu<5k of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be ttrmcd 
ambiguous or fufpitious \ if he had merely increafed bis force beyond his ordinary 
eilabli(hment» or had ftatioded it in feme poficion on our confines, or on thofe of our 
Allies^ which mi^ht jufiify jealoufy or alarm ; if he had rene^^ed htsfecroc intrigues, 
at the Courts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any 
negotiation with France, of which the objcdwas at all obfcure, it might be our duty 
to rcfort^ in the firft inftance, to his conftruftion of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful character, might admit of a fatisfadx)ry explanation. But where there is no 
doubt, there can be no- matter for explanation. The aft of Tippoo's AmbalTadors, 
ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the linding of a French force in his country, 
IS a public, unqualified, and ambiguous^eclaration of war, aggravated by an ^avowal, 
that the object of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor fccurity, but the to- 
ul deftrudion of the Britifli Government in India. 

To afTeft to mifunderftand an injury or infult of fuch a complexion, would argue 
a eonfcioufnefs, either of weaknefs or, fear; no State in India can mifconftrue the 
conduft of Tippoo ; the correfpondence of our Refidcnts at Hyderabad and Poonah 
fufficiently manifefts the conllrudion which it bears at both thofe Courts ; and in fo 
clear and plain a cafe, oxir demand of explanation would be juftly attributed, either to 
a defedt ot fpirit or of power. The refult of fuch a demand would therefore be, the 
jdifgrace of our charadter^ and the diminution of our in^uence and confideration in 
the eyes of our Allies, and of every Power in India. If the moment fhould appear 
favorable to the execution of Tippoo*s declared defign, he would anfwer fuch a de- 
mand by an imn^ediate attack, if, on the other hand, his preparations fhould noc 
be fufficiently advanced, he would deny the exillence of his engagements with 
France, would periift in his denial until he had reaped the full benefit of them, and 
finally, after having completed the improvement of bis own army, and received the 
acceffion of an additional French force, he would turn the combined ftrength of both 
again(t our pofleffions, wich an alacrity and confidence infpited by our inadtion, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the prefent cafe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation mud be rejected, as being difgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its objcA. The demand of reparation, in the ftrift fenfe of- the term, 
cannot properly be applied to cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances 
where the nature of the reparation demanded may be ellcntially conncded with fc- 
curity againft the injurious intention. 

Where a State has unjuftly feized the property, or invaded the territory, or vio- 
lated the rigbrs of another, reparation may be made, by refloring what has been un- 
juftly taken/or by a fubfeqi^ent acknowledgment of the right which has been infringed ; 
but the caufe of our complaint again Tippoo Sultaun, is not that he has feized a 
portion of our property which he might rertore, or invaded a pare of our territory 
w4iich he might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter acknow- 
ledge; we complam that, profcffing the moft amjcable difpofition, bound by fubfift;- 
ing treaties of peace and friendfliip, and unprovoked by any offence on our parr, he 
7 ' has 
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has manlfcfted adefign to cffeft our total deftruftion, he has prepared the means and 
inftruments of a war of extermination againft us ; he has folicited and received the aid 
of our inveterate enemy/ forthe declared purpofe of annihilating our empire ; and 
he Only waits the arrival of a more efieftual fuccour to ftrike a blow againft our 
exiilence* 

That he has not yet received the eflFeftual fuccour which he has folieited, may be . 
aicribed cither to the weabnefs of the -Government of Mauritius, or to their want of * 
zeal in bis caufe, or to the raflinefs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither . 
the meafure of his hoftility, not of our right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, are . 
to be eftimated by the amount of the force which he has actually obtained.; for we 
know that his demands of military affiftance were unlimited, we know that they were . 
addreffed, not merely ro the Government of Mauritius, but to that of France, and we 
cannot afceruin how foon they may be fatisfied, to the full extent of his acknow- ^ 
ledged expeftations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury to be repaired, 
but of the public fafety to be fecured againft the prefent and future defigns of an . 
irreconcileable, defperate, and treacherous enemy. Againft an enemy of this de- ' 
fcription, no effedual fecurity can .be obuined otherwife, than by fuch a redudioo of 
his power, as ihall not only defeat his adual preparations, but eftabliih a permanent ; 
reftraint upon bis future' means of offence. ,

Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General to the 

Court of Directors ; dated 3d Auguft, 1 799. 

To the Honorable Court of Direftors for Affairs of the United Company of Mer« 

chants of Ejigland trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs^ 

I. My laft feparate letter to your Honorable Court was dated on the 6th oi 
June, at which period I informed you, that Iwas occupied in framing a general 
fcttlement of the conquered Territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun. In this difpatch, 
I (hall fubmlt to your Honorable Court a fummary abftrad: of the principles by 
which my cqnduft has been governed in framing the fcttlement, and of the means 
which I have employed for carrying it into effcft. 

* • 

^. From the juftice and fuccefs of the late war with Tippoo .SuUaun> the 
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Company ancLthc; Nizam derived an undoubted right to the dt(^o&l 6f the domt« 
nions coiijquered by their united arms* This right of conquc;ft eatitlcd; the (Company i 
and the Nizam tq retain the. whole territory in their own hands: tbo»<^i^o ot any^ 
portion of it to any other party might be a confideration of policy or: humanity^ but. 
could not }k claimed on any ground of juftice or right. 

3. The Mahrattas (whatever might have been their difppfition). having taken 
no fliare in the war^ had forfeited every. pretenfiQiii to the advantages of the peace« 
The numerous progeny of. Tippoo Sultaun (even if it had been poflible to adjuft 
their feparate pr etenfions to the fucccffion) could plead no tifle^ which had not been 
fuperfeded by the conqueft. of. the kingdom; nor wa$ it poffible, in eftimactag their* 
claims, to forget the ufurpation of Hyder Ally, and, the fufferings.of tbeunforcunmce 
family, expelled by ^is crimes from the Throne of Myfore^ A lineal d^fcendant of 
the ancient hpufe of the Rajahs of Myfore ftili remained at Seriogapatam; but wbac^ 
ever might be the ^pes of his famUy^ from the moderation and humanity of the 
conquerors, this youbg^f rincc could aflert no right to any flw^ of the conquered 
territory. 

4. To the free and uncontrolled exercife of the right oi conqueft, thus vcfted 
in the Company and the Nizam, no obftacle exifted in the internal ftate of the king- 
dom of Myfore. The whole body of the people had manifefted the moft favourable 
difpofition to fubmit to our authority : the 0)mmanders of moft of the principal for- 
treftes had furrendered, or exprcflcd . their readinefs to furrender to our arms ; and 
within a few days after the fall of Seringapatam, I was fatisfied that no difficulty 
would arife, from the influence of the Mahometans introduced into Myfore under 
the reigns of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun« It had been the uniform policy of 
the latter, to dcftroy every veftige of hereditary right, eftabliihed office, or territorial 
pofTelSon among his fubjeAs, and to, coqcepcer, not only the whole authority of the 
State, but the whole condud! of the Government, in his own perfon.3 during his 
reign, therefore,^ . bit npinerous M.ahon»edan Chiefs pofTefled 'neither individual 
weight nor colledive force ; many of them had fallen at Malavelly,, Sedafere, and 
Seringapatam^ during tbe.CQUrfeof the war,, and moft of the ftirvivors, together with 
their Tamilieis, were adually in the fortreis of Seringapatam^ fubjefted toourdifcre- 
tion, and confiding in' the clemency of the Britifli Government, without union, fpirit, 
or ftrength to refift its power. The inclination and temper, both of the Airvtving 
Chiefs^ and of the pcpple, were a^fo moft happily difpofcd to. receive any new fe^le* 
mcAt, which might proh)i(e to fecure them againft the revival of a de^]p9tii(m, the 
barbarity and caprice of which has never beeti furpafte/d,, even by any oS the Mabo* 
medan Conquerors of India. 

5.. In .regulating the exercife of our right of conqueft, it appeared to me that 
no principle could more juftly be aftumed, than that the original objeAs of the war 
fhould conftitute the ba^s pf the peace,.an4 of the gco<ralfettl^fnent,p^ our tefritQfial 
acqoifitioos^ Ybeie^bje^ had been repeatP^iy declared by the Allies to be a rea* 
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foMbltApiemmSiu^iak fop our ezpence ia the war, and air adequate fMurity againft 
the rctuim of that daoger, \^hich originally provoked us to arms. 

6. With a view to. each of thefe juft and neceflary objefts, it was requifite 
tl\at tbc; Company and the Nis^m Ihoald retain a large portion of the conquered ter- 
ritory; but it required much confideration to determine the precife extent of that 
portion^ as well as the juft rule of partition. The war had not been undertaken in 

. purfilit of r<;hemes of conqueft, aggrandrzement of territory, or augmentation of 
revemie* In proportion to the magnitude and luftre of our fuccefs, it became a noore 
urgent duty to -remember, . that a peace, founded in the gratification of any ambitious 
oriROcdinate view, could neither be advantageous, honorable, nor fecure* 

7. The approved policy, interefts, and honor of the Brrtifli Nation, therefore, 
required that the fettlement of the extenfive kingdom, fubjeded to our difpofa), 
fliould be formed on principles acceptable to the inhabitants of the conquered -terri- 
tofies, juft and conciUatory towards the contiguous Native States, and indulgent to 
every p^rty, in any degree affeded by the confequences of our fuccefs» 

8. To have divided the whol^ territory equally between the Company and the 
Nizam, to the exclulion of any other State, would have afforded ftrong grounds of 
jealoufy to the Mahrattas, and aggrandized Nizam Ally's power, beyond alf bounds 
of difcretion. Under whatever fbrm fuch a partition could have been made, it muft 
have placed in the hands of the Nizam many of the ftrong fortreiles on the northern 
frontiers of Myfore, and expofed our frontier, in that quarter, to every predatory 
inc(irfion. Such a partition would have laid the foundation of perpetual differences, 
not only between the Mahrattas and the Nizam, but between the Company and both 
thofc Powers. 

g. To have divided the country into three equal portions, allowing, the Mah- 
rattas (who had borne no p$rt in the expence or hazard of the war) an equal ftiare 
with the other two branches of the Triple Alliance, in the advantages of the peace, 
would have been unjuft towards the Nizam and towards the Company i impolitic, as 
furniibing an evil example to our other Allies in India, and dangerous, as aflEedting a 
coniiderable aggrandizement of the Mahratta Empire, at the expence of the Com- 
pany and the Nizam« Thkmodeof partition, alfo, muft have placed Chittledroog, 
and fome of the moft important northern fortreftes, in the haruls of the Mahrattas, 
while the remainder of the fortreffes, in the fame line« would have been occupied hy 
the Nizam, and our unfortified and opqi frontier in Myfore would have been expofed 
to the exce0bs of the undifciplined troops of both Powers. 

io« The Mahrattas, unqueftionably, had no claim to any portion of the con- 
qii^ed territory ; and any coniiderable extenfion of their empire was objectionable, 
efpecially when accompanied by the pofleftion of ftrong fortrdOes, bordering pn the 
tine of our frontier ; It was, however, deiirable, to conciliate their good will,' and 
to oSit to them fuch a portion of territory, as might give thenat an loteirefi In the 
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new fcttlemcnf^ without efFencc or injury to tlie Nizam, and without danger to the ^^ 
frontier of the Company's poffeffions. On the other hand, it was prudent to limit 
the territory retained in the hands of the Company and of the Nizam, within fuch 
bounds of moderation, as fhould bear a due proportion to their refpedive expenccs 
in the conteft, and to the neccffary means of fecuring the future Cifety of their 
lefpedive dominions. , 

II. For the information of your Honorable Court, I have annexed to this 
Not xecclvcd difpatch a comparative ftatcmcnt of feveral plans for the partition of Tippoo Sul- 

taun's doniinions, drawn up under my inftrudions, with a view to the relative in* 
tcrefts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and the Company; to the nature, ' 
produce, and geographical boundaries of the country; and to the pofition and 
ftrcngth of the feveral fortreflcs and paffes. An attentive inveftigation of. every 
comparative view of thcfe important queftions, terminated in my decifion, that the 
eftabWhment of a central and fcparate Government in Myfore, under the protedion 
of the Company, and the admiflion of the Mahrattas to a certain participation ia 
^ the divifion of the conquered territory, were the expedients bell calculated to recon- ' 

cile the incerefts of all parties, to fecure to the Company a lefs invidious and more 
efficient iOwfe of revenue, refourCe, commercial advantage^ and military ftrength, - 
than could be obtained under any other deftribucion of territory or power, and to 
afford the moft favorable profpeft of general and permanent tranquillity in India, 

12* Having decided thefe leading principles of the new fettlement, I proceeded 
to determine the rule of diftribution for the refpcdive (hares of the Company, the 
Nizam, and the Mahrattas, to fix the mod eligible pofition for the ceffions to be 

made to cacli party, and to define the limits of the new Government of Myfore. 

• 

13. To the Company's (hare naturally fell the province of Canara, and the dif- 
trift of Coimbatoor and Dcramporam, with all the territory lying between your 
poflTeflions in the Catnatic . arid thofe in the Malabar. Thefe acquifitions appeared 
the moft eligible, not only on account of their intrinfic value, in point of produce, 
but as fecunng an uninterrupted track of territory, from the Coaft of Coromandel 
10 that of Mdabar, together with the entire fea coaft of the kingdom of Myfore, 
and the bafe of all the eaftern, weftern, and fouchern Ghauts. To thefe, I thought 
ic necelFary to add the forts and ports forming the heads of all the pa(res above the 
Ghauts, and the Table Land. The po(rc(fion of the bafe of the Ghauts alone, 
formed no cflTeftual barrier for the inhabitants of the low-lands againft an enemy ppf- 
feffingthe fummits of thofe mountains, and I therefore confidered the acquifition of 
all the entrances of the pafTes, fituated above the Ghauts, to be an eflential objeft 
of fccurity againft. every poflible approach of danger from the Table Land. This 
acquifition derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means which ic 
appeared to afford, of curbing the refradory fpirit of the Poligars, and of all other 
turbulent atid difaffedied fubjcds in the Carnatic, and on the Coaft of Malabar ; I. 
Alfo confidered the diftrids ot Wynaad to be an ufcful poffcffion, with a view to the 
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cnmquillicy of your ter^toriet on the latter Cotft# The hft additipn which I deemed 
ic neceflary to make to your ihare of the conquered dominions^ confifted^ of the 
fortrefsy city^ and ifland of Seringapatam^ the poflcffion of which would effedually 
fecure the coatmunication between your territories on both Coafts^ and confblidate 
•11 your lines of defence^ in every dircAion. 

14. To the Ni^am it appeared moft expedient to allot the diftrida of Gooty, 
of Gumiaicondah, bordering on the ceffiohs which he acquired by the Peace of 
1792, together with a traA of country, the frontier of which mould be drawn 
nearly alow the line of Chitdedioofff Senit Nundidroog;, and Kolar, leaving how- 
ever thofe tortrefift to the fouthwardt to form the frontier of the new Government 
of My fore. Hizua Ally certainly could not aflert any juft claim to an equal parti- 
cipatioo with the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operktion of the 
6th article of the Treaty of Pangid, refp^ing an equal divifion of conquefts^ was 
limited to the war, which terminated in 1792. Since the Peace of Seringap^mj 
the loth is the only article of the Treaty ai PanguU which can be confider^ to 
continue in force; and no fut^equent engageoaents had been contracted with Nizam 
Ally, which could entitle him to any advanuge in the poefent peace, exceeding his 
relative proportion in the expeaces and exenions of the allied Force during the 
late war. It was, however, defirable, that the territorial revenue retained in fove* 
reignty by the Omipany (after deduAbg whatever charges might be annexed to the 
tenure) ihould not exce^ Nizam Ally's proportion, and accordingly I determined 
that this principle Ihould be obferved in the pattition, referving however to the 
Company, as a juft indemni Beat ion for their fuperior ihare in the expences and ex- 
ertions of che war, the principal benefit of whatever advantages might flow from 
any engagements to be contraded with the new Government of Myfore. 

15. For the Mahra^as, I refblved to referve a portion of territory, the teve- 
aues ot which (hould not exceed two-thirds, nor fall ibort of one-half of the portions 
retained in fovcreignty by the Nizam and the Company refpedivcly. Confidering 
that any ceffion to the Pe&wa muft be viewed as a matter of favor, it appeared to 
me, tluit the fluce to be allotted to him was amply fufiicient : Jc would contain 
Harponelly, Sooiida above the Ghauts, Annagoody, part of the didriA of Chitde- 
droog, fan of Bedaore above the GUiauts, and other diftrids ; hut the frontier for- 
tfii&sof Cbittlcdroog and Bednore would remain for the protedion of the new 
Govemaieot of My fore. I alfo ilecemiined^ that no portion of territory ihould be 
ceded to the Pdhwa, unconditionally, and that the ceflion Ihould form the bafis of 
a new treaty with the Mahratu £mpirt« 

i4. The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan of partition, would be 
bounded to the noith ward by a ilrong line of hill forrs and pofts, forming a power- 
M barrier towards the fouthern frontiers of Nizam AUvand of the Mahractas, from 
Fuoganopr, on the line of the eaftern, to Bednore,. on the line of the weftern Ohapts, 
and would be entirely furrounded to the eaft, weft, and fouth, by the cerutories of 
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this unalterable purpofe, with all the zeal and ardor of paffionate refentroent and 
▼indidive hate, as v«cll as with the fteadineis o( a deliberate maxim of (late. 

21. Perhaps the mod wife policy which Tippoo Sultaun could have purfued, 
would have been to-h*rc reftcd ferisfied widi the donaiaions remaining in his hands, 
f^ter the peace of 1792; bot a policy of fo moderate and pacific a fpirit, being 
utcerly incompatible with the impetoofity of his temper^ and with the military 
charafter of bis Govemmetifc, it might be at lead a matter of rational fpeculation, 
whether a clofc alliance wkh France (however dangerous in its remote confeque&ce»> 
was not bfs true htereft> in the aAiial ftate of his immediate views and purfuits» 
The poflbflion of bis loft dignity, wealth, and power, could not be recovered, with- 
out the conqucft of a great part of the Gomfpany^si territories, nor efFedually fecured, 
without the total fubverfion of the^Brittfi^ intere^ia. in India. A French army wa» 
the only ioftrument^ by which fticb an enterprize eopld be attempted. An alliance 
with France was therefore the neceflkry cooftquence of Tippoo Sukaun^s reftlefs^ 
but natural defire, to n^re bis £mpire to its farmer iplendor and ftreogth. lit 
addition to his correfpondence with the Freoch at Tranquebar, with thofe at the 
Ifle of Fraoce, and with the Executive Diredory at Paris, his.embafly to Zeman 
Shah, his intrigues at Poimah and Hyderabad, and his correfpondence with Mr. 
Rsymond, {di\ which traoia&ioQs aippitar diJtindtly in the records discovered ac 
Seriogapatam), fufntib abundaot evidence^ that his antipathy to the Engliflx was 
the ruling palfion of his heart, the main fpring of his policy, and the fixed and 
fundamental prioi;iple of hjs councils and government. 

ai. The heir of Uppoo Sultaun muft have been educated in the hme princi- 
ples, encouraged to indulge the ftme prejudices and pa£Bons, and inftruded to forni 
the fame views of the interefls. and honor of the Throne of Myfore. Thefe fenti- 
ments would necefiarily acquire additional force in his mind, firom the iflue erf" the 
late war. Our unexampled fuccefs haA fubverced the fouodatioos of his Father't 
empire, and transferred to our pofleilion, every fource of the civil or military power 
of Myfore ; and placed on the Throne by our faiiior,. and limitted by our control, he 
muft have felt himfelf degraded to a ftate of huttliliation and weakrfefs fo abjed, as 
no Prince of fpirit would brook. Under fuch an arrangement, our fafety would 
have required us to retainj^ at leaft, all the territory which we now hold by the Par- 
tition Treaty of Myfore. Whatever we retaiAed,' muft ha<re been cOnfidered by this 
Prince as a new ufuipation upon bis royal irAierttance, 'dnd an additional pledge of 
his degradation and mfgrace. In proportiod to'tbe redi^ion of his territory and 
refources, he would have had lefs to Ibfe^ aiid more to regain, in any ftruggle for 
the recovery of his Father's -etopfirej nor dots it' fecm Unreafonable to fuppofe, that 
the heir of Hyder Ally *and Tlpppo SultaiTn, animated by the implacable fpirit and 
bold example of his parents^ and accuftonred to the commanding prolpeft of inde^ 
pendent fovereignty," and to' the fplendour of military gloiy, mi^ht deliberatcl3r 
hazard the remtiant of his hereditaiy poftcffions, in purfuit ot (b proud sui objed,. 
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as the Tecovery of that vaft and powerful empirCy which for many yeto had tin* 
dered his aiiceuors the fcourge ct the CaraatiCy and die terror of this quarter of 
India* « 

23. In the moft narrow view of the futjeA, k muft be admitted, that the 
Sonof Ti{>poo SuUaun muft have felt a perpetual inteitft in the fobverfion of any 
fettlemcnt oi Myfore^ founded on a partition of hit Father*! dominiona, and a Knuta'^ 
tion of his own independence. If^ tbereforei a Prioce 6i thii Tice iiad been placed 
on the Throne of My fore, the foundfition of the new fecclement would have been 
laid in the very principle of its own diffolucion. Wkh fudi a Ptrtnce, no iincere 
alliance, no concord of fentimnt, or union of views, cottld ever have b^en efta- 
Uiihed: the appearanee of amity or attachnient muft have been deli^ve; even bis 
fubtniffion muft have been rduftant, if not treacherous; while all his intereftt, his 
habits, prejudices, and paflions^ his vices, and even his virtues, muft have con^ 
curred to cheriQi an itrecondleable a[verfion to our name and power, and an' eager 
defire to abet the caufe, and to exafptrate the animofity, and to receive the aid <^ 
every enemy of the Britifli Nation. Wbitttver degree ef influence or ftrength m^ht 
have been left to the Native Government of Mytore, in fucb hands,* would dwigrs 
have been thrown into the icale oppofed to their ioterefts. The hoftile ^wer of 
Myfere would have been wMkened, but not deftroyed: an Enemy would have ^iH 
femained in the cemre of your pofleflions^ watching every occafion to repair the mif« 
foitunes of his family, at their expence, and forming a point of unidn, for the 
machinations of every difcontentedfadion in ItidRa, and for the inmgues e€ every 
emiflary of the Freogh. 

' 24. Under thefe ctramiftaAces, the tutit ansiety Cch* the Security and repoft 
of your pofleffions, which originally competted aie m raduce the power of Tippoo 
Sultaon, now appeared to require, that i QmAd pvevide eSeftually againft the levi^ 
val, in any degree, of a fiaiihir dangat in Ae perfim ef bis Son. 

25. On the other hand, f|ie MftoraiiiQfl of the tdcftesdanc of the andest Rig^ 
of Mylbre was recommended, 1^ the £iaie cMrfe #f amfaniig avbiah eschadcd the 
heir of the U(ui;pation. \ . . 

26. The indignities which the depofed family of Myibre had Ij^^&mip e^pecsk 
ally during the cruel and tyrannical reign of Tippoo SuIt^mp, and the ftate^4li^fi^ 
dation and mifery to which (faey bad been reduco;!, muft iiaaically excite a Prf^n^ 
of gratitude and ^uachment in their mbds, towards that Power which ^ ibould .^HV 
only deliver them from opprefliont but faifc xbcfn to a Ane 4^ ooofidftrat^e a^^en^ 
and diftindion. Between the Brkift Govemmenx and thisfamiiy, Jin inlerqpMVie 4ijf 
friendftiip and kindnefs had' fubfifled; in the moft defpesate f ri^ jof their a^veri^ 
fortune, they had formed no connexion with your enemies. Their elqraivm ^i^iMld 
be the spontaneous a<% of your generofity, and from your ilmpPK ahmr, could 4)ef 
ever hope to be mainuined upon the Throne, either againft the family of Tippco 

SuUaun, 
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^uUaun, or agalo^l any other claimant. They muft naturally view/ widi aa eye of 
jealoufyi all the friends of the ufurping family, and confequentiy be adverfe to the 
French^ or to any State conneAed with that family, in its hereditary hatred of the 
Britifii Government. • The heir of the Rajah of Myforc, 7F placed on the Throne^ 
muft feel that his continuance in that ftation depended on the (lability of the new 
fettlement in all its parts; it muft therefore be bis intereft co unite, with cordiality 
and zealy in every effort neceiTary to its harmony> efficiency, and vigour* The effi^ft 
of fuch an arransement of the affairs of Myfore would not be limited to the mere 
deftruftion of the hoftile power which manaced our fafety : in the place of that 
power^ would be fubfiituted one whofe interefts and refources might be abfolutdy 
identified with our own ; and the kingdoni of Myfore, fo long the fource of cala* 
mity or alarm to the Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
mi ht fupply firelh means of wealth and ftrength to the Company^ their fubjefb, and 
Allies. 

27. In addition to thefe, motives of policy, moral confiderations, and ienti- 
ments of generofitv and humanity, favoured the reftoration of the ancient family of 
Myfore. Their nigh birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long 
and unmerited fuflSrrings, rendered them peculiar objefts of compaflion and refped ; nqr 
could it be doubted, that their Government would be both more acceptable and more 
indulgent than that of the Mahomedan Ufurpers, to the mais of the inhabitants. of 
the country, compofed almoft entirely of Hindoos* ' 

28. Thefe confiderations induced me to adopt the reiblution of preferring the 
defcendant of the Rajahs of Myfore to the Heir of Tippoo Sultaun. 

29. 1 determined, at the fame time, to grant to the families of Hyder Aly and 
Tippoo Sultaun^ a more munificent maintenance than either had enjoyed during; the 
late reign, and to provide with the fame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officcics 
and Chiefs of the State, who had furvived the Sultaun, and for the families of all 
thofe who had fallen in the courfe of the war. 

30; For the accomplifbment of a fettlement founds on the pri^ciples^ which 
I h^ve had the honor tb detail to your Honorable Court in the preceding paragraphs^ 
I tflued a fpecial commiffion^ on the 4th of June, appointing Lieutenant General y;de Enclo- 
Harris, the Honorable Colonel Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellcfley, Lieutenant furc,N? u 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, Commiflioners for 
affairs of Myfore, with the ample powers fpecified in the commiflion ; and I named 
Captains Malcolm and Monro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles PaQey^ Affiftant Secretaries to the Commiffion. As the favorable ftate of the 
Country had rendered my prefence at Seringapatam unoeceflary, I accompanied the 
Commiffion with inftrudions, direding the Commiffiohers to proceed, without delay, y;j^ E«clo- 
to lay the foundations of the new arrangement ; and for the purpc^e of precluding fare, N? 2; 
the intrigues of the Natives, and of all the great interefts whicn were in fufpence^ 
I enjoiped the Commiffioners and their Secretaries to take an oath of fecrecy, in

37. In framing this engagement, it was my determination to* eftafoijfh the moft 
"Mnqiualified commnnity of intereftsfeetweien the Government of Myforeand the Com- 
•ptny, and t<i render the Rajah *« northern frontier, in tffc&^ a powerful link of our 
^ence. With this view, I have engaged 10 undertake the proteftion of his counriy 
"in coiv^derarion of an annual lubfidy ot fcven lacks of ftar pagodas •, but recoHedting 
l<jc iiiconveniencies and embarraffments which have arifcn to ^l parties concerhed, 
iundcr the double Govern merits and confiitSting aurhorlties, unfortunately cftablilhed 
m Oude, die Camatic, aiid Tar^jore, I ref'olvcd to rcferve to the Company the m<xft 
extcnfive' and indifputablc powers of .interpofition in the internal affairs of Myfor^ 
as well as an unlimited right of affunfiinjg ihcdircft pwna«t^tot ^ the tfouatry, and 
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of requiring extraordinary aid, beyond the aoiount of the fixed fobfidy, either in 
lime of war, or of preparation for hoftility. 

38. Under this arrangement, I trufl: that I (hall be enabled to command the 
whole rcfources of the Rajah's territory, to improve its cultivation, to extend its 
commerce, and to fecure the welfare of its inhabitants. It appeared to me a more 
candid and liberal, as well as a more v;ife policy, to apprize the Rajah diftinftly, at 
the moment of his acceflion, of the exa£t nature of bis dependence on the Company, 
than to leave any matter for future doubt or difcuflion. The right of the Company 
to eftablifh fuch an arrangement, either as affcdting the Rajah or the Allies^ has 
already been dated in this difpatch. 

39. I entertain a fanguine expeftation, that the Rajah and bis Minifters, being 
fully apprized of the extenfive powers refer ved to the Company, will chearfuUy adopt 
fuch regulations, as (hall render the adual exercife of thofe Powers unnecelTary. 
Much indulgence will be required at the commencement of the new Government ; 
and it is my intention to abftain from any preflure upon the Rajah's finances, which 
by embarraffing them, might tend to the impoveriihment of the country, and to the 
diftrcfs of the people. 

40. Soon after the enthronement of the Raj ah , the Brahmin, Pumeah was 
jippolnted by the Commiffioners to be His Highnefs' Dewan« 

41. The eminent talents and ititegrity of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe, added to 
his extraordinary (kill in the country languages, and to his experience in the manners, 
cuftoms, and habits of the Natives of India, induced me to ieleft him, for the im- 
portant charge of Refident with the Rajah of Myfore ; be was accordingly appointed 
to that office, immediately after the SubGdiary Treaty of Serineapatam had been 
figned % and the Commiffion was then diflbl ved, on the ot July* 

42. Although your Honorable Court will perceive, in the CommiflioQ, the names 
of two perfons of whofe merits it may be difficult for me to form an impartial judg- 
ment, I feel it to be my duty to recommend the conduct of the Commjifioners to 
your mod public and diilinguiihed approbation* 

» 
43« The concluQon, within one month, of two treaties, fo extenfive in their 

confequences and cotnplicated in their details, together with all the fubordinate ar<* 
fangements conne&ed with this important fettlement, will appear a more extraor- 
dinary efibrt of diligence and ability, when it is remarked, that reference was necefla- 
rily made to me at Fort St. George, in every (lage of the bufinefs* It will alfo be 
iatisfadory to your Honorable Court to obferve, that the whole arrangeonent has been 
coadu&ed,at Seringapatam, with a fpirit of humanity and liberality, which cannot 
fail to conciliate the good-will of the inhabitants of Myfore. 

44« The command of Sermgapatam will remain in the hands of Colon^ Wel-

kiley* Ic is i truft of great delicacy and imporcance» whicli it is my duty ta re- 
pofe in a perfon of approved military talents and integrity^ and to fuperintend with 
peculiar vigilance and care* 

45. Although I (hall deem it prudent to detain the armf in the field for a (hart 
period of time, I have the fatisfaftion to aflure your Honorable Courts that far the 
greater part of the dominions of the late Tippoo Sultaun is now in a ftate of perfed 
tranquillity. 

46. A detachment of the army of Bombay took po(refl|]on of Mangalore on 
the 4th of June ; and the Province of Canara, with the exception of the fortrefs of 
Jemaulabad^ appeared dirpo(ed to fubmit chearfuUy to our authority. I have little 
doubt^ that the commanding officer of Jemaulabad will icon be induced to furrender 
to the Company's arms : in any event, however, he will be reduced, without diifi'* 
culty : in this confidence, a Co11e£tor has been appointed for the province of Ganara. 

47. The remainder of the Territory allotted to tbe Company in Coimbatoor 
has pafled into our hands without any difficulty, and CoUedtors have been appointed 
for the adminiftration of the revenue. The fort of G?urumcondah is in the poflcffion of 
his Highnefs the Nizam, and thofe of Sera and Chittledroog are now garrifoned by 
the Briti(h troops. Some difturbances have taken place in Bednore, in which province 
an adventurer had affcmbled a banditti, which had diftrefifed the inhabitants of the 
country. A divifion of the army being now on its progrefs towards Bednore, I have 
every rea(bn to expert that the commotions in that quarter will fpeedily be quelled.

Whereas the glorious fiiccefs of the Britilh and Allied Arms in Myfore, under 
the favour of Providence, has reduced the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun to 
the joint power and authority of the Honorable theEnglilh Eaft-India Company, and 
of his Highnefs the Soubah of the Dcccan, their Friend and Ally \ and whereas his 
did Highneis has given full power and authority to the Right Honorable Richard^ 
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Eart of Mormngtcm, Governor Geoenl f(6r all the FbrcM and Aftairs o^ tbe Briti(b 
Nation in India, to condud and order tbfe interefts of Kis Highn^ in the fatd po{- 
feffioDS, and to conclude fuch an arrangement thereof, as (hall appear to bis Lordfliip 
to be moft expedient for the fecurity sind welfare of the country, and for the common 
benefit of the Allies ; how know ye, that for the more fpeedy conclufion of fuch a 
falutary arrangement, and for the reftoration of order and tranquillity^ by the fettle- 
ment of the laid conquered territories, I, the (aid Richard, E^ri of Mornington^ 
Governor General, asaforefaid, do hereby conftitute, nominate, and appoint. Lieu- 
tenant General GeorgeHarris, the Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honor- 
Sable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Barry Clofe, or any three or more of them, to be Commiflloners for the fettlement 
of the territories fo recently conquered from the faid Tippoo Sultaun, and to be and 
be ftyled Commiflioners for the Affairs of Myfore, with full powers to negotiate and 
conclude, in my name, all fuch treaties^ and to make and iffue all fuch temporary 
and proviiional regulations, for the ordering and management of the civil and mili-^ 
tary Government, and of the revenues of the faid territories, as ipay be neceffarjp 
for the immediate adminiftration and fettlement thereof: The faid iCommiffioners to 
be, neverthelefs, fubje£fc to fuch orders and inftruAions as they (hall, from time ta 
time, receive from me, and regularly to report their proceedings to me, keeping ai^ 
cxaft diary, or daily record thereof, under the fignature of one of thetr Secretaries.. 
And I do hereby empower the faid Con>miffioners to hold their meetinga at fuch 

5 laces, either ^within the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, or elfewhere, as thejr 
ia}l judge moft convenient, and to adjourn, from time to time, and to change the 
place of their meeting, aecordirrg to the exigency of the public fervice. And I 
authorize and dired the faid Commiflioners to communicate, from time to time^ 
with Meer Allum Bahauder, touching the objeds of this Commiffion. And I 
nominate and appoint Captain Malcolm and Captain Munro to be Secretaries, and 
Mr. Edward Golding to be Affiftant Secretary to the faid Commiffion, during my 
pleafure. And before the faid Commiflioners, or any of them, (hall proceed to 
a(5t in the execution of any of the powers or trufts veiled in them by this Com-- 
miiSon, fave only the power of adminiftering the oath herein-after mentioned, he or 
they (hall feverally take and fubfcribe the following oath $ that is to fay :

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hoit^ I do further promife and fwe ar, that I will not demand, take, or accept| Enclofura hi 
dmOly or incBreftljr, by myfelf or by any other perfon, for my ufc or on my be* N?LIL 
half, or on the behalf or for the ufe of any other perfon, any fum of money, of 
other valuable thing, by way of gift, prefent, or otherwife; and that to the Go-

Which oath, any two of the faid Commiffioncrs (hall, and are hereby cm- 
powered to adminifter to the others of them. And the faid oath IhaU be entered 
by one of the Secretaries to the Commiffion amongft the afts of the Board, and 
be duly fubfcribed and atteftcd by the faid Commiffioncrs, at the time of their 
taking and adminiftering the fame to each other, refpeftively : and the fcveral 55c- 
tretarics, and other Officers of the faid Board of Commiffioncrs, (hall alfo take and 
fubfcribe, before the faid Board, fuch oath of (e'crecy, and for the execution of the 
duties of their refpedive ftations, and the integrity of their conduft therein, as the 
faid Board IhaU dircft. And when any three of the faid Commiffioncrs ihall have 
taken the oath, they (ball immediately conftitute a Board, and proceed to aft under 
the Commiffion, And I do hereby empower and direft the £iid Commiflioners to 
t&ke charge and render an exaft account to me, of all fuch public property as has 
been, or (hall be found, within the territories of the late Tippoo SuUaun, and alfo 
to colleA and bring to account, all fuch arrears of revenue, and all fuch fums of 
money, as were due to the Sircar on the 4th of May 1799» or have, or ihall become 
due to the Government of the Allies, from and after that day. Provided always^ 
that this order (hall not be conftrued to prevent or impede the difiribution among ^ 
the Allied Army, of the prize t;^en in the fort of Seringapatam op the 4th May^ 
according to the general order iflued by the Governor General in Council, under date 
the : and provided alfo, that nothing contained in this 

Commiffion (ball be deemed to preclude the right of the captors of any fort or places 
taken on or before the faid 4th day of May 17991 to obtain from the Commiffioncrs 
an attefted account of the public property contained therein^ in order that the claims^ 
of all futh captors may be heard and determined by the Governor General in 
Council, or by the Honorable the Court of Dircdors, or by His Majefiy in Council^ 
according to the nature of the cafe. And I do hereby authorize and dircA the 
hid Commiffioners, immediately upon entering on their duties under this Com- 
fiMffion, fo iffiie a proclamation, notifying the reftoration of tranquillity, and pro- 
mifing to all the inhabitants of the territories of the late Tippoo SuUaun,. fecurity 
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proclamation Iball contain the firideft injunftions^ under the moft fevere pendties» 
to all perfons within the faid territories^ co abftain from aAi of violence, outrage.

To the Commissioners for the Affairs of Myfore; 

Gentlemen, 

1. The Commifllon which accompanies this letter, will apprize you of tho 
nature and extent of the powers which I have deemed it advifable to entruft to you* 
Thcfc powers ncccffarily fupercede thofe which I had delegated, during the cam- 
paign, CO the Commifllon appointed to aflift Lieutenant General Harris, in all mat- 
ters relating to political negotiation. The favorable fituation of affairs in Myfore, 
appearing to render my prefence at Seringapatam quite unneceflary, I have again 
taken the refolution of remaining at Madras; and I therefore propofe to confide to 
you fuch a portion of my authority, as may enable you, under my orders, to effect 
a fettlement of the country without my prefence. Whatever three members of the 
Commiffion (hall be prefent at Seringapatam, on the arrival of this difpatch, will 
proceed immediately to a6t under the Commiffion, and to execute the mflrudtiona 
contained in this letter. 

2. Tfee reftoration of the reprefentative of the ancient family of the Rajahs of 
Myfore, accompanied by a partition of territory between the Allies, in which the 
interefts of the Mahrattas ^ould be conciliated, appearing to me, under all cir- 
cumflances of the cafe, to be the moft advifable bafis on which any new fettlennenc 
of the country can be refled, I have rcfolved to frame, without delay, a plan found- 
ed on thefe principles, and 1 hope in the courfe of to-morrow, to be able to forward 
to you the articles of a treaty, with proper inftrudions annexed^ for the purpofe of 
carrying the above-mentioned plan into eflfeft. 

3* In the mean while, it is abfolutely neceflary that certain meafures of pre- 
caution fbould be immediately adopted, in order to facilitate the intended arrange-^ 
ment. Thefe meafures relate, Firft, to the fatisfadion of the principal Muffulman 
' Sirdars, and of the Kelledars of the feveral forts; Secondly, to the mode of removing 

the family of Tippoo Sultaun from Myfore, with the leaft prafticable injury to their 
feelings. With regard to the firft obje<%, I have already forwarded to the Honora- 
ble Mr. Henry Wellefley, a letter to Mcer AUum, and a copy of a letter from the 
Nizam to me, which I truft will enable you to give complete fatisfadion to Kunrv- 
sneer ud Deen; and unlefs you expert any confiderable advantage from his influence 
at Seringapiiitam, in conciliating others of his religion, I deQre that you will take 
S the 
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•the earlitft mjwfurcs to induce him to repair to GurrumcondaKt With tkc other Enriofore in 
leading Muffulman$, you fliould immediately enter into fuch fpecific engagements,' ^* ^^^ 
as (hall preclude the poffibiltty of any alarm in their minds, with refpe^ to their 
fituation and profpcds, under any new arrangement of the country. 

4. I rely on your difcretion to conclude fuch an arrangement, with as little 
burthen to the finances of the Company as circumftances will admit* The whole 
body of Tippoo's Sirdars, ought, not to become an exclufive charge upon the Com- 
pany. They q^uft be employed and provided for by the Allies, and by the Rajah 
of Myfore, collectively : the families of the Sirdars flain during the campaign^ «nuft 
alfo be provided for in the fame manner. 

5. The Kelledars, who have furrendered, and thofe.who ftill hold forts in th<jr 
poffeflion, (hould be paid their arrears for the month of April at leaft, with their 
pay for the month of May, and for as long a time as we may leave them in charge 
of their forts. On difmiffing any of them, liberal gratuities (hould be given them^ 
for the purpofe of conciliation. All the(c charges may hereafter be adjofted be- 
tween the Allies. 

6. As foon as you (hall judge that your arrangements with the remnant of the 
Muflulman interefl: are in fufficient forwardnefs, you will proceed to take the neccf- 
fary meafures for removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this painful^ 
but indifponfable meafure, cannot be entrufted to any perfon more likely to combine 
every office of humanity with the prudential precautions required by the occafion, 
than Colonel Wellefley ; and I therefore commit to his difcretioa, aftivity, and ha- 
inanity, the whole arrangement, fubjed: always to fuch fuggeftions, as may be of- 
fered by the other members of the Commi(fion. I have appointed Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Doveton to uke the command of the fortrefs of Vdbre, which is dtftined for 
the future refidence of the Sultaiin's family. Colonel Doveton is alfo appointed 
Pay-mafter of Stipends to the family; and he has been diie&td to make every pof- 
fible preparation for their accommodation at Vellore» After their arrival, no reafoii- 
able expenfe will be fpared, to render their habitation fuiuble to their former rank 
and expectations *, and it is my intention to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance. 
Colonel Wellefley will judge, whether it may be neceflary to give either to the whoht 
or to any branch^ of the family, ^ny fpecific aflurance of the exadt amount of the 
fums to be allotted to them, refpe&ively. If any fuch particular explanation (hould 
appear neceflary for their (htisfa^ion, I authorize you to make the allotment of (li- 
pend to each of them, as well for the eftablifliment of the Zenana, provided that 
the total fum for the maintenance of the whole family be not ftated at inore than 
three, or at the utmoft four lacs of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun may 
be accompanied by fuch attendants as they may feleft, provided the number be not 
iTo great as to endanger the public tranquillity, or to form a point of ilnion for the 
adherents of the late Sultaun. It might be defirable, that AH Reza fliould accom- 
pany the Princes, as he appears to be attached to the interefts of the Company, and 
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Endofure in at the feme time to entertain confiderable affe6tion for the Prifices. The females and 
NfLII. children of the feveral families muft follow the Princes, as fpeedily as poOible. Co- 
lonel Wcllefley, in my name, will give the moft unequivocal affurances of protec- 
tion and indulgence to every branch of the family; and at a proper time, he will 
deliver the letters for the four eldeft Sons of Tippoo, forwarded by the Pcrfia» 
Tranflator to Mr* Henry Wclldley, If General Harris Ihould be at Scringlpatam, 
or within reach of it, 1 am perfuaded that his humanity will induce him to exerc 
every effort to mitigate all the 'rigorous parts of this revolution in Myfore, which I 
feel myfelf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britifh interefts in Isdia^ to 
accomplifli without delay. 

7. I have learned, with the utmoft degree of furprizc and concern, that the 
Zenana in the Palace of the Sultaun was fearchcd for trcafure, fome time after the 
capture of the place: I could have wiflied, for the honour of the Britifli name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been difturbed. In the heat and confufion 
of an aflfault, fuch exceflfes are frequently unavoidable; but I fhall for ever lamency 
that this Icene Ihould have been aded long after the conteft had fubiided, and when 
the whole place had fubmitted to the fuperiority of our victorious arms. If any per- 
fonal ornaments, or other articles of value, were taken from the women in that un« 
fortunate moment, I trufl that the Commander in Chief will make it his bufinefs to 
vindicate the humanity of the Britiih Charafter, by ufing the moft zealous exertions 

to obtain a full refticution of the property in queftion. 

« 

8. After this obfervation, it is fuperfluous to add my moft anxious expedai- 
tion, that the utmoft degree of care will be taken to fecure the perfonal property of 
the Princes and of the women, when the period of their removal fhall arrive* 

•9. You will of courfe apply to the Commander in Chief, for fuch an efcort a^ 
may be necelTary to convey the family of Tippoo to the place of their deftinationi 
and you will arrange the time and mode of their departure, fo as to preclude the- 
poffibility of any commotion or efcape. It is defirable, that fome Officer, converfant 
in the language, manners^ and cuftoms of the Natives, and of approved humanity, 
ihould accompany the Princes, until Lieutenant Colonel Dovecon can meet them* 
His <)ualifications for the truft which I have repofed in him^ are too welt known to 
require any illuitration* 

xo. In exercifing the general powers vefted in you by the accompanying Con>- 
tpiilion, I <le(ire that you will not interfere in the management of the province of 
Canara, until you iball receive further inftrudtions from me. I have direAed Gene- 
ral Stuart to make a temporary arrangement for the Governmeot of that province; 
and until 1 fliall have received his report, 1 cannot decide the fyftem of meafures, 
moft eligible to be adopted in that quarter. You will apprize the Comniiffioners» 
whofe power is fuperceded by this new Commifiion, of my entire approbation of 
i&cir ferviccs; and you will return them my thanks accordingly.

11. The prcfent regulation is founded on an opinion, that the Comnnanier in Enclofurei 
Chief may not always be at liberty to aft in a political capacity, and that he may *^^ ^^^* 
not be able to fpare more than one of his confidential flaff from about his perfon. 

My feledion of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe has been dir^fted, not only by my know- 
ledge of his extraordinary talents, proficiency in the native languages, and expc- 
tiencc in the native manners and cuftoms, but my determination to eftablifli him in 
the important office of Refident with the Rajah of Myforc, as foon as that Prince 
(hall be placed on the Mufnud. You will obfcrve, that the Commiffion enjoins all 
the Commiflioners, and perfons employed under them, to take an oath of fecrccy^ 
previoufly to their entering upon their funftions; you will therefore communicate a 
copy of the Commiffion to any member, who may happen to be abfent from Sc- 
ringapatam when the difpatch Ihall arrive: but the contents of this difpatdh muft 
not be communicated by the perfon to whom it is addrefled, to any . perfon who 
ihall not have taken the oath of fecrecy prefcribed in the Commifiion^ excepting 
Meer Allum. 

12. It has occurred to me^ that the removal of your meetings to Bangalore 
might have an ufcful efFcft, in drawing the multitude of Muffulmans from Serin- 
gapatam. This would enable the Comm^ndanx of the fort to commence the repair 
or improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed in clearing the place, and 
making it ftriftly a military ftation. I recommend the earlielt poflibie attention to 
this meafure, as being of eflential importance to our fecurity in Myforc.

In our feleftion of the three J5rtt of the Sirdars, named under the firft head, wc 
were guided by * confideratronsi referring partly* to the ferviccs which they had 
rendered, or the good difpofitions which they had manifefled towards the Britilh 
Government, and partly, to the high refpcft entertained for their charafter, and to 
the weight and authority which they ate univcrfally acknowledged to poflefs amonaft 
the Mahomedans of this country. 

With itlpeft to the two laft, we were influenced folely by a regard to the latter 
of the preceding confiderations. 

All the perfons named under the fecond head (with the exception of Bankur 
Sahib and Hufiin Sahib, who are fons of Budnoy Zemaun Khan) were Meer Mee^ 
rans under the hte Government, and have been reported to us as men of the moft 

refpeftable characters in that rank. 

- - - - ■ 

In fixing the amount of the penfions to be granted to the Sirdars, already enu* 
merated, our attention was notfo much direded to the amount of their refpedive 
falaries under the late Tippoo Sultaun, as to the policy of fecuring^ by z liberal 
provifion, the attachment of fo many perfons of rank and influence, to the interefts 
and welfare of the Britifli Government in India. 

It did not appear advifabic to us, to fetter the provifion to be made for the 
foregoing perfons, by any conditions which might be thought to derogate from the 
liberality and munificence of the Company: we determined, therefore, to be fatif- 
fied with fignifying to them, that we had no doubt their conduct would be fuch, as 
to fecure a continuance of the favor and proteftion of the Britifh Government. 

The perfotis included in the laft lift, had alfo held the rank of Meer Mcerans, 
under the late Government, bur did not appear to us to poflefs fuch weight of cha- 
rader, as to entitle them to equal confideration with thofe of the fame rank, enu- 
merated under our fecond refoludon. 

AH the Sird^n ipentioned under the foregoing head^ attended us this morning, 

l>y appointment, and were received by iis, according to the clafTes into which we 

I had 
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had prcvioufly arranged them. We then proceeded to ftatc to each clafs, feparately, Enclofurc in 
the powers with which we were entrufted by your Lordlhip, and the refolutions N? LlL 
which^ under thofe powers, we had adopted with refpeft to them. 

We have great fatisfadion in informing your Lordfhip, that this communica- 
tion was received by every iodividaul with very lively fenfarions of gratitude, and 
in feveral inftances, of wpnder ; many of them expreffing the greatcft aftonifhmcnt 
at the unparalleled condefcenfion and generofity of the Company's Governoient, in 
maoifeftiog fo much confideration for perfons who had fo recently borne arms againft 
them^ and. who could not aflert any claims ta their favor and protection. 

From the n^anner in which the bounty of your Lordfhip to thefe perfons has 
been received, we entertain a confident expedation, that the meafure will produce 
the happieft effed^ in tranquillizing and conciliating all claflcs of people, and in 
preparing their minds for the new order of things, about to be eflablilhed under 
your Lordihip's inftrudions. 

Your Lordihii^will obferve, that the total amount of the allowances which we 
have hitherto agreed to grant to the Sirdars of the late Tippoo Suitaun, does not 
exceed the annual fum of Star Pagodas 20,907. 2. 6. 

We (hall, no doubt, find it neceflary to augment the prcfent lift of penfioners, 
and to make provifion for the families of certain Sirdars deceafed, whole preten- 
fions we have not yet taken into our confideration, excepting in the inftance of Syed 
Sahib's family (confiding of eighteen perfons, male and female) for. the mainten- 
ance of which we have afiigned a monthly penfion of two hundred Star Pagodas. 
We arc pcrfuaded, however, that the fum aUoued by your Lordfhip, as a fund for 
prpviding fuitably for thefe various perfons, will be more than adequate to the pur- 
pofe of enabling us to extend the Company's liberality to every individual whom it 
may be necefiaiy to admit to a participation of it,, either on the fcore of humanity 
or policy. ♦ 

Having judged it of the utmoft importance, to lofe no time in carrying into vidc N? 4. 
eiFcft your Lordihip's inftruftions, with rcfpeft to the renjoval of. the family of the Page 204. 
laterl^ippoo Sultatin, we this morning addreffed a letter to the Conmiandcr .in* Chief, 
a copy of which we hav<^*tbe honor ta enclofe for/ your >Lord(hip's information. 
The deficiency in draft and carriage cattle, which at prefent exifts both here and at 
Camp, has compelled Colonel Welleiley to confine himfelf to the removal, in the 
firft inftance, of the four elder Princes, with their refpeftivc families. The remain- 
ing parts of the family inhabit the Zenana ; and no danger is to be apprehended

We truft, that our appointment of Captain Marriott to attend the Princes, 
until they ihall be joined by Lieutenant Colonel Doveton, will meet with your

In coofcquence of thefe communications it appeared to us proper^ that the Enclofure ta 
members of the CommifBon fliould wait upon the Rajah, without delay : wc ac- N? LIL 
«ordingIy yefterday fignified, through Purneah, to His Highnefs, and to his family^ 

our intention of paying our perfonal refpeds to them in the courfe of the evening. 

3. We proceeded to His Highnefs's rcfidence, accompanied by Purncah, 
whom wc thought it proper fhould be prefent at this firft interview. Although every 
preparation was made for our receptioni it is not eafy to defcribe to your Lordlhip 
the date of mifery in which we found this persecuted family. 

4. A portion of the apartment in which we were received was concealed from 
our view by a curtain, behind which the Rana^ and the other female members of 
rtie family, were ftationed. 

5; We were received by the male part of the family, with expreflions of 
gratitude and joy, proportioned to the magnitude of the benefits conferred on 
them, and to the ftate of indigence and obfcurity from which they were relieved^ 
We again communicated, as we had done before, through Purneah, the general 
outline of your Lordlhip's propofed arrangement, and your intentions with refpeft 
to the Rajah. The Rana, in reply, exprefled, through one of her attendants, the 
lively fenle which ihe entertained of your Lordfhip's clemency, which had raifed her 
and her family from the lowed pitch of human mifery, to that (lation of which they 
had been deprived by tyranny and ufurpation. She dwelt particularly on the per- 
fecution to which ihe and her family had been expofed, from the cruel, favage, and 
relentlefs difpoiition of the late Tippoo Sultaun; but Ihe added, that the' generoGty 
of the Company, having reftored the ancient rights of her houfe in the perfon of her 
Grandfon, had opened to her a profped: of paffing the remnant of her days in peace* 

6. The Rajah, who is faid to be five years old, is of a delicate habit; his com- 
plexion is rather fair than otherwife^ and his countenance is very expreflive. He 
betrayed fottie fymptoms of alarm on our firft arrival, but thefe foon difappeared. 
He feems to be of a timid difpofition, and to have fuffered confiderably from reftrainr*

UD DowLAH AsopH Jah, Bahauder ; and the Pcftiwa Row-Pitndit Purdhan, 
Behauder ; and for efFedling a Settlement of the Dominions of the late Tippoo 

Sl7LTAUN. 

Whereas the deccafed TJppoo Stiltaun, unprovoked by any aft of aggrcflion oa 
the part of the Allies, entered into an offcnfive and defenfive Alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army, for the purpofe of commencing 
war againft the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder, and its Allies, Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Behauder, and the Pelhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Behauder ; and 
the faid Tippoo Sultaun having attempted to evade the juft demands of fatisfadioa 
and fccurity made by the Honorable Englifli Company Behauder and its Allies, for 
their defence and proteftion againft the joint defigns of the faid Sultaun and of the 
French, the Allied Armies of the Honorable Engli(b Company Behauder, and of His 
Highnefs Nizam ud Dowjah Afoph Jah Behander, proceeded to hoftilities, in vin- 
dication of their rights, and for the prefervation of their refpeftivc dominions, from 
the perils of foreign invafion, and from the ravages of a gruel and rclentlefs enemy. 

. And whereas it has pleafcd Almighty God to profper the juft caufc of the faid

!• The principle of partition between the Nizam and the Company, jffbmcd 
in the firft and fecond inicFes/ is that each party (bould retain in diredb fov^reignty, 
an equal (bare of unincutnbered territorial revenue, deduftfon being made ^rom both 
fides, of the amount of the penfions for JaghireS) of which each party has agreed co 
bear the charge. c rk ' 

2. The allowances made by Tippoo Sultaun to bis family, and th^t of Hyder^' 
including the whole expenc^s of the maintenance 6( every branch of the families, did 
liot eiceed i , 12,116 (^ncerhi Pagodas. 

3« It was Inwever thought advifaUe, to allot a larger fum for this purpofe, 
as well with a view tomeiet the firft expences of fettling the families lH tfie Carnatic^ 
as the increafed chaise of maintaining the younger fons of the late Sultaua 
(nine in number) as they (ball advance in years. The youngeft of tbe four Princes 
now at VeHorc is about fifteen years of age. It is not intended to make the nine 
yooager fons^AOw^at Seringapatam, the eldeft of whom is about eleven years of age, 
fo lar^ an aUowaQce as that enjoyed by each of the four elder now at Vellore. The 
four elder fons have been jsccu^omed to a .degree of ftate, of.wt\ich it would be in- 
delicate to deprive them : the fame reafons do not apply to the younger .fons, who 
have fcarcely cyer beeri iu^aed to pals beyoiiid the limlciof the Zenana. 

4« Theeftimate of the revenues of Tippoo Sultaun, on which the partition has 
been fpunded, is tl^e fame as that admitted by the Allies at Serineapatam in 1 792, 
dedufling the. fiim.of nine lacs of pagodas, which had been added by the Allies to 
the eftimate given in by the Vakeels^of Tippoo Sultaun on that occafion. There is 
every reafon to fuppofe, that this eftimate J$ gjuch below the rc?d produce of the 
revenues of the country, efpecially in its valuation of the Company's (hare. Tippoo 
Sultaun had made a fi&itious increafe of his revenues, by an arbitrary addition to the 
nominal value of his coin, and- by other capricious and extravagant operations, the 
nature of which is explained in the Papers annexed to this difpattb: by this 
contrivance he had raifed the apparent amount of Ms revenues to the (unfi of CaAteria; 
Pagodas 83,67,549 : Thi^fumrfqtainly- much exceeded their real amount. In N?

Seringapatam> and the ^dep r ec i a ti o n of Tippoo's remaining revenue impofed upon 
the Allies in 179a. By this comparifon it appears, that at the loweft valuation, the 
Company's ihare of the prefent j)artition:may be exp^ed, within a fhort period of 
time, to produce not lels than 14,7 8,698- Star -Pagodas*, provided the. revenues be 
ably and honeftly adminiftered.

In compliance witk the defire of the Right Honon^bk theOoi^tmor GetieraU 

conveyed in his letter to you dated the 21ft June, extra£t of which was forwarded to. 

Viie K? IS. me by your dire£tions,.I have the honor to tranfmit to you a (tatement, of the revenues 

of the territories lately acquired for the Honorable Company, in which you will 
pleafe to obferve the grouncfs, on which I am led to believe that tfaofe acquifitiOns 
are capable to- yield ^*grofs .revenue, equal to the fums in Cplumn 4. 

The late Tippoo Sultaun raifcd his Jummabundy, in the j^ar 1 796, br «tQ0meMiiog 
his land-rent three Cantaria Fanams oh each Pagoda (tbti FVnams) loppofing tbc^ 
country to be Capable of bearing this augmentation. He 'alio charged hitf Jdaii&a«* 
* bundy with half a Fanatn, as a tax on Shroili, and a quarter of a Fanam, as a duty 

on Tobacco. The two laft articles were abfurdly added to the land*rei^t, as wellms- 
tlfe firft, the whole amoun!?tn^ to 3^ Fanams on every tea Fanams ; 'fo that by this 
increafc, every ten by the preceding Jummabundy became ^$\ for the iiew Jumroa-) 
bundy, ot 40 was raifed to 55. . . . * ,

There were^ however/fome inconiiderable trticles of the revenue excluded from 
eontributing towards this augmentation ; fuch as the rents of land farmed for portions 
of the produce, and alfo the road^uties : but as I could not procure an ezaA account 
of the amount of items left out in forming the increafej I have fuppofed, for the con« 
Ycnience of calculation, that the increafe of 1796 extended to the whole grpfs reve- 
nue, and by following this mode, 1 have eftimated the increafe in Column 2 of the 
ftatement greater tlian it really was ; confequently Column 3 or 4 is eflimated lower 
than it otherwife (hould be, if the deuil of the whole increafe had been accurately 
afcertained. 

The fums in Canteria Pagodas in the third Column, or in Star Pagodas in the 
fourth, may, in my opinion, be confidered as nearly the fair Jummabundy which 
may hereafter be expected ; though I cannot take upon myfelf to aflert, that the 
feveral diftri&s ought to yield revenue equal to this valuation of them* 

If Ibme of the diftrids (hould be over-rated in this eftimate, it is probable that 
others are under-valued. I think it is not unreafonable to exped, that in the aggre- 
gate, the whole may, in the courfe of three or four years, produce a revenue equal 
to the amount of Column 4 ; and if from this fum one-fifth be deduded, for the 
feferal heads of Inaums to Pagodas, &c. and for defraying all charges of collection, 
there would remain to the Company a clear revenue of near twelve lacs of Star 
Pagodas annually. 

Should this eftimate of the new acquifitions be hereafter found, through better in* 
formation^ to be materially erroneous, I hope it will be remembered, that I followed 
the trueft fcale which can at prefent be procured. Kf uch will always depend on the 
/kill and talents of perfons employed in the management of revenue. 

I have an account of the amount of the rent of each Aumildarrie compoiing the 
Jumma in the iirft Column ; and I have materials and information fufficient to prove, 
that the fchedule of the My fore revenue, given to the Confederates iit 1792, was a 
falfe ftatement of the Jummabundy.

Sir, 

I have the pleafure to lay before yoo an abftrad of the Jutnmabumly, and a Lift 
of the feveral Forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun. As be bad given new names to all 
Forts, and the refidcnce of his Afiphs, the proper, or former name, is a£xed to each ' 
Pivifion and Fort, for the convenience of geographical information. 

The Sultaun^s mrftaken fyflem of Revenue Colle&ion, operated in a great degree 
towards reducing bis receipts, by his having increafed the number of Aumildarries to 
ten times as many as had ufually been the proportion under all former Govermnenta 
of the Myfore Dominions. 

The Sttltaun raiftd his Jummabundy, in the year 1795, by adding about nineteen 
Lacks of Canteria Pagodas to bis former Jumma : But this increafe was only ideal ; 
as I am informed by men, of whofe veracity I have a high opinion,, chat fince the 
year 1792, bis receipts were annually from twenty-five to thirty-five Lacks of Can- 
teria Pogodas. His adual annual Difburfements are eftimated at forty Lacks of Can- 
teria Pagpdas, fince the Treaty of 1792 ; fo that it appears, a confiderable portion of 
his expcnces mufl bave been taken from the treafure coUefted by bis Father. 

All the Afiphs and Aumildars under his Government were Moormen, who were 
feldom chofen for any other reafon than their being Mahomedans ; and althougb 
the whole of them had an oath of fidelity adminiftered to them, the en^bezzlement of 
Public Revenue, by the feveral clafies of Servants, is fuppofed to have amounted 
annually to fifteen or twenty Lacs of Canteria Pagodas. The Jaghcers for the fup*- 
port of Troops, which amount to about five Lacks of Canteria Pagodas^ do not ap- 
pear in the ftatement : The valuation of them h included in the Revenue.

1. We have the honor to inform your Lordfliip, that Purnea having reported 
to us, on the 25ch inftam^ tlMCthe Brahmins had 6xed on the 50th of June, as the 
moft aufpicious day for placing Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver on the Mufnud of Myforc, 
we refolved that the ceremony fhould accordingly be performed on that day. 

2. We at the fame time comn^unicated te Lieutenant General Harris our wifb^ 
that he would, if pofBble, aflifl in p^fon on this occa&on. 

3* His Excellency, in confequence* came hither from camp yefterday tODrning, 
attended by bis fuice, and an efcort of European Cavalry, for the occafion. 

4* The Rajah and his family removed fonriedays ago from SeringiapatanF) to the 
old town of Myiore, where the l|eft preparations were made for their accommodauw 
which circumilances would admit; 

5. This morning, the Membeirs of the Commiffion, accompanied bf Mcer 
Allum, and his fon, Meer Dowran, and preceded by His Majefly's latK regi* 
ment of Foot, proceeded to the refidence of the Rajah, who was placed qb the 
Mufnud about noon, under three vollies of mufquetry from the troops on the fpot^ 
and a royal falute from the guns of Seringapatam*

that period, the full fubfidy may be realized, without any inconvenience to the 
Rajah's affairs, or any prefllire upon the country. It was thought more advifable^ 
to undertake the defence of thc country, without any fpecification of the force to be' 
employed, than to bind the Company to maintain a fpccificd number of troops in 
My fore. 

Article 3. The principle eftabliflicd in this article, con nefted with the fdurth 
and fifth articles, will enable thc Company to command thc whole refources of 
Mysore, in the event of adkual or approaching war.

Articles 4 and 5, Thefe articles fecureto the Company the power, not only of Endofure m 
affunoing the management of the Rajah's revenues, cttber ia time of peace or war. ^° ^^* 
whenever fuch a meafure may appear neceflary, but alio of introducing any improve* 
ments into any or each of the Rajah's adminiftration, which the Governor General in 
Council may deem advifable ; it may therefore be hoped*, that it will not be necef- 
fary to relbrt to the extreme meafure of afluming the Rajah's country. The powers, 
both of regulatixH) and affumption, are fecored in the moft unqualified manner, for the 
purpofe of avoiding the embarrafiments which have occafloned fo much inconvenience 
m Oude, Tanjore, and the Carnatic, The fum of one lack of ftar pagodas, in addition 
to one-fifth of the net revenue, is referved for the Raj'ah, left in time of war, fuch a 
defalcation of revenue fhould take place, as (hould reduce his income from the amount 
of his neceflary expences.

The total amount of the anniial Page 205- 
charge already incurred on thiz head is^ 25,000 ftar padogas; Som^ addition muft 
certainly be made to this fum; but it is not probable that they will jncreafe the $n- 
i^ual charge beyond the amount of 40,000 pagodas*. This fum cahnot be deenied 
a confiderable facrilice to the important objedl of conciliating the gpod will of the 
principal furviving officers of the late Sultaun. It muft, however, l^obferved, that 
the whole of this fum is not to be ftated as a permanent charge, feveral of the penfions 
having been granted conditionally, during the good behaviour of the penfioner, or 
until he ftiall be employed by the Company or its Allies.

Chiaum Raigc — was, by Hydcr*s order, put upon the 

Throne. Chiaum Raige died with- 
out iflue, at the age of fourteen; 
Hyder ordered eight or ten boys,, 
lineally related to the Rajah's family, 
to be brought, according to ufage^ 
from the villages adjacent to Myfore, 
to Seringa patam, for the purpofe of 
eledting one of them to be Rajah- 
Hyder, on the boys being brought 
to his Palace, called for fome fruit 
to be diftributed among them ; and 
watching attentively the conduft of 
the boys after receiving the fruit, 
he obferved that one of them gave 
the fruit to his (the child's) father,, 
while all the others either began to 
eat their /hares on the fpot, or tied 
them up in their clothes,. Hyder 
remarked, that the boy who gave his^ 
portion of the fruit to his father was 
the moft promifing, and he immedi- 
ately appointed him, then four years 
of age, to the Throne.

Kifna Raige, who was placed on the 
Throne irt June 1799, was \ht only' 
child of Chiasm Raige, the fourth^ 
who was married to feven wives, of 
whom five are ftill alive.

One of the wives of Chick Kifna Kaigc 
is dill alive, aged 58; alfo thepa« 
ternal grand -mother of t^e prelent 
Rajah, and his materni^l grand- 
father.

i^ It has appeared to the Governor General iir Council to be proper, that bis 
Lordlhip's proceedings and refolutions for the diftribuiion of the treafure and jewels 
captured in Seringapatam, ihould form the fulled of a fepara^ di^atcb to your 
Honorable Court. ^ 

!• The pofleiSon of Tippoo Sultaun's whde treafure^ even^ on the fall of 
Seringapatam^ was an event, which the Governor General in Council could not rea-- 

fonably have anticipated ; and it was a cafe, therefore, for which no rule could be ^^ 

provided, until the obftinacy of Tippoo Sultaun, and the rapid progreispf the iiege, 
had aAually produced the event. 

3* Under thefe circumftances, and the uncertainty of the amount of the Sul- 
taun's treafure, whkh commors, rumour had extremely exaggerated, the dil^ofal of ir 
became a queftion of confiderabk delicacy and importance* 

4. The right of the Crown to the whole of the captured property appeared to * 
be founded on the beft interpretations of the law of nations, white the capture having 
been effcfted by the joint operation of His Majefty's and of the Honorable Company's • 
Forces, HisMajcfty's toyal Patent, bearing date 14th January 1758, and cxprefsly 
referving for his Royal Prerogative, the di^ofal of all property captured in fucb opC'- 
rations, feemed to apply with full force to the cafe. * 

5. The orders, alfo, of your Honorable Court, dated 8th March 1758, direft j 
that, in all hoftilities or expeditions, in which any of His Majefty's forces fliall be 

appointed and conomandcd to a£t in conjunAion with thofe of the Company, fuch 
plunder or booty as may be taken, or the produce thereof^ (hall be kept entire, and 
reported to your Honorable Court, in order that the nece^EKry application may be 
made to His Majefty, for a divi&on thereof, in fuch mantis and proportion as the 
King iball think fit. 

6. On the other hand, it remained for us to weigh the prevailing opinion, in 
favor of the right of captors to all property found in places taken by auault, the in* 

variable 
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variable praaice of His Majefty in cafes of a fimilar nature, and the unqucftionablc 
claims or this gallant army to evtry reafonable indulgence* 

7. The difficulty of this queftion (if indeed the doubt had ever been entertained 
in the minds of the arniy) would have been folvcd by the dccifion and authority of 
the Marquis Cornwallis 5 for during the courfc of the former war in Myfore, his 
Lordftiip declared, in geher^ orders, " That he confidered all property in places 
" taken by affault, or defertcd,- to belong to the captors/* 

8. This order, as well as the uniform praftice fanftioned by the fame great 
authority, during the whole of the former war, being recent in the meniory pF the 
whole army, was confidered as an unqueftionable confirmation of their right to the 
property taken in Seringapatam ; and although the law of nations, applicable to the 
caie, juftified the Governor General in Council in diflenting from the authority of the 
Marquis Cornwallis, yet 2l decifion, founded on abftraft grounds of public law, might 
have appeared rigorous and illiberal, when oppofed to the prevailing opinions refpeft* 
ing the right of captors, confirmed by fo formal and juftly revered afan&ion. 

9. Under thefe circumfiances, the difficulty appeared to refolvc itfelf into a 
queftion of expediency, ariiing from confiderati<Mis of the amount of the treafure cap^ 
tared in Seringapatam, and in this view of the fubjeA, the Governor General in 
C^ouncil deemed it advifable to permit the captors to proceed to a diftribution of the 
prize, to fuch an extent as (hould not incur the hazard of producing any relaxation ia . 
the difcipline of the army.

II. Although this fum is very cpnliderable^ yet comparing it with the donations ' 

Switch have been granted to the army by the Marqub Cornwallis afid by your Honor-* 
le Court in the year 1792, the Governor General in Council did not judge the dif- 
ference to be difproportioaed to the adual cafe, under all the circumftances of the 
aflault. 

12.. With an anxious dcfire to pay the moft refpeftful obedience to your orders 
of the 8th of March 1758, as well as to purfue the fpirit of His Majefty's Letters Pa- - 
tent, by which the prerogative royal to deftribute all plunder and booty is referved, . 
in. all cafes in which His Majcfty's troops may have been employed, the Governor 
General in Council was alio fenfible of the utter inexpediency of difappointing the 
faneuine expedlations of the whole army, founded on fuch rational grounds as the 
uniform pradice of the late war, and the public orders of the Marquis Cornwallis.

14* His Lordfliip, therefore, charged himfelf with the refponfibility of anticipa- 
ting the Royal fanAion and your determination, and accordingly authorized the Com- 
mander inChief to make an immediate diftribution of the t;eafurc and jewels to the troops 
of the Allies, in fuch proportions as might be conformable to the ufage of the Britiih 
feivice, m cafes of a fimilar nature -, and his Lordfhip in Council took this oppor- 
tunity of CKpreffing his faiisfaftion, that the final fuccefs of this brilliant campaign ^^ wS^nr 
had enabled him to afford a fubftantial proof of tlie public gratitude towards the army; ^Jliy\ 
by beftowing a reward, proportioned to the magnitude and importance of their fer*- 
vices, and earned not more by their labor, courage, and perfeverance, than by their 
«aft dilcipline, unifofrh regularity, and' exemplary fubordination, 

15. In your letter, dated 8th March 1758, you arc pleafed to direft, that "in 
^ land operations, all cannon, ammunition, and military ftores, of all kinds, are not 
"to come into the divifion, but are to belong entirely to the Company.** ■ 



16. On a full confideration of this injtin£lion, the Governor General in Coun- 
cil thought it advifable to referve the whole of the ordnance, ammunition, and 
military ftores, (including grain,) for the ultimate decifion of His Majefty, on 
fuch application as ftiall be made to him by your Honorable Court. 

17. For this purpofe, his Lordlhip in Council direfted, that a proper Board 
of Officers ftiould be felefted and appointed by the Commander in Chief, to value and 
take an exa6l inventory of all that part of the captured property which is included un- 
der the denomination of ordnance, ammunition, and military ftores. 

18. TTie Governor General in Council is conce?ned, that the irregularity and con-* 
fufion which was found to prevail in the arlcnal of Tippoo Sultaun, together with the 
extent and variety of his military equipments, render it impoffible totranfmit, by the 
prcfent difpatch, a correft eftimatc of the value cf the ftores, &c. referved under this 
order 5 but his Lordfliip trufts, that the lifts which are now forwarded, 'will enable^our 
Honorable Court to lay fufficient information before his Majefty, and to obtain his 

ffoyal fandtion for the difpofal of the ordnance, ammunition, and military ftores.

19. His Ix}rdfliip in Council diredled, that the proportion of prize-money to 

3T be 
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be allotted to the Contingent of his Highncfs the^izam, fhould be determined by the 
number of his Highncfs's regular troops, aftually employed in the field with the army 
befgre Seringapatam, at the time of the capture of that place. 

20. This principle has accordingly been applied to the Infantry, of which 
regular returns had been made to the Adjutant General of the Army -, but 
the irregular eftabli(hmenc of his Highnefs's Cavalry having rendered this mode of, 
calculation impra(^icable with regard to them, a compromife was effected between the 
Commander in Chief and Meet Atlum Bahauder, for one lac of pagodas, in lieu of all 
farther demands on account of the Nizam's Cavalry, 

2U Having judged it probable, that Meer Allum might not be incliud to dtf- 
penfe with the right of his Sovereign over that part of the captured property which 
was allotted to his Highnels, the Governor General id Council direded the Comman- 
der in Chief to confult Meer Allum on this point, and to give orders for the appropri* 
atioD iiif the Nizam's (bare, in fuch manner as ihali be vm& agreeable to him. 

21. It is fcarcely neceflary to obferve to your HonoraUc Couift, ^at whaievy 
determination may be taken, with refpeft to the appropriation of the ordnance and 
military ftores, captured in Seringgpatam* it wUl be proper to confider the title of his 
Highnefs the Nizam to (bare in this part of the prize. Perhaps his Highne&'s pro-* 
portion of this part of the prize cannot be determined by a more equicabk ilandard 
than that afTumed in the firft dividend to the army. Conformably to this rule, his 
Highnefs would be entitled to about one fourth part of the ordnance and military 
ftores, to be applied to hU Highnefs's own ufe, or divided among his troops, accord- 
iog to the pleafure of his Highnefs. 

23. With a view to render the diftribution of prize-money an available refburce 
for the immediate fupply of fpecie to the army, and to afibrd tndividuals^io camp the 
means of difpofing of their refpedlive proportions with fecurity, the Governor General 
in Council authorized the Commander in Chief to open a loan for bonds of this Go- 
vernment, bearing intereft at 8 per cent, per annum ; and we are happy to add, that a 
material fupply of money has, by this means, been obtained for the ufeof the army, 
which has relieved us from the necellity of fending fpecie for that purpofe from the 
Prefidency, and which will ultimately, we truft, have a confiderable tftciif in reducing 
the rate of intereft on your paper.

Letter from the Governor General to the Court of Directors, 

dated 3d Auguft, 1798 ; continued from Page 197. 

48. The advantages refulting to your intercfts, from the recent fcttlcment of 
Myfore, are fufficiently obvious^ as they appear in the preceding partsof this dif- 
patchy and in the papers which accompany it. It may not, however; be ufelefs to 
fubmit to your Honorable Court, in a conne^ed form, a general view of the whole 
of this important queflion, together with the reflexions which have arifen in my 
mind, from an anxious and afljduous. attention to every branch of the fubjei^. 

49. Since the flrft war with Hyder Ally, the tranquillity of your pofTeflions has 
been continually menaced by the power of Myfore, Even in the intervals of peace 
which have fucceeded to the feveral wars in which the Company has been engaged 
with Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, your fecurity in the Carnatic has ever been 
precarious. During^ the cefTation of adual hcflilities, the dcfigns of the Sovereign of 
Mylbrehave ftill continued uiiiformly hoftile, and his means of executing them have 
always remained confiderable, while the degrees of your fafcty have fluduated with 
the ftate of your military eftablilhments and preparations, and with the diflribution 

■of your force. 

50. The baneful effefts of this perpetual ftate of uncertainty and folicitude, 
have been felt, not only in the decay of agriculture, and of the arts of peaceful in- 
duftry on the Coaft of Coromandel, and in the/ebellious fpirit of certain defcriptions 
of your fubjedls on that Coaft, and on the Coaft of Malabar, but occafionally, 
throughout all India, in the diminution of the Britifti influence and confideration at 
foreign Courts, in the riGng hopes of the turbulent and difafledted, and in the decline 
of public and private credit, fliaken by repeated rumours of war, and by the conftant 
neceffity of guarding againft furprize, from the fudden a^greflion of an enemy, 
whom no clemency or moderation could conciliate, and no faith could bind.

51. Thfe rcduAion of Tippoo Sultaun's power and refourccs, efFcfted by the 
Treaty of Seringapatam in 1792, had weakened, but not extinguiflicd, the caufe of 
ihcfc complicated evils. Soon after the conclufion of peace, this caufe and\its ef- 
fects appear to have recovered a confidcrable degree of activity and vigour, until, 
in the year 1796, the intrigues and niilitary movcnnents of Tippdo Sultaun com- 
pelled the Government General to aflemble the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, 
and in Autumn of 1797* fuch apprehendons were juftly entertained of his defigns 
and power, as induced the Government of Fort St. George to abandon the profecu- 
tion of an expedition ably planned, intimately connefled with your interefis, and 
which had already brought a heavy charge on your finances. 

52. Judicious indeed, and provident, was the policy which diAated the re- 
linquifhment of that enterprizc, fincc fubfequent difcoveries and events have mani- 
feflcd the great probability fif not the abfolute certainty) that the departure of 
the large force deflined for Manilla would have proved a fignal to the watchful 
vengeance of Tippoo Sultaun to iqvade the Carnatic, even without waiting for the 
aid of a French force, the affiftance of which might not, perhaps, haVe appeared to 

.him neceflary, during the abfence of a confiderable portion of our army. 

53* But the appreheniion of tfie deHgns and movements of tlie power of ^Ty* 
fore had never, perhaps, been more anxioi^fly or more juftly entertained, than be- 
tween the months of June and September 1 798. It cannot be denied, that during 
that period, your interefts were menaced by a combination of the mod ^lous 
dangers. The anxiety and fears hitherto entertained, with regard to the deiigns of 
Tippoo Sultaun, were now confirmed, by a certain knowledge of his having a£tu* 
ally propofed to the French, projects of the moft extenfive hoftility againft your 
Pofleffions in India. The alarm, as well as the danger, were confiderably aggra- 
vated by the formidable preparations of the French in the Mediterranean, by the 
apparently defperate ftate of our alliances in the Decan, and by the peculiar (itua- 
tion of the Court of Hyderabad^ fubjcfted to the will of a powerful French army 
and French faftion. 

54. The fituation of our Allies at this period of general defpondency, is now 
well known to your Honorable Court; it will therefore be fufEcient, in this place, 
to obferve, that the degree of danger, with which the Nizam and Peihwa were 
threatened by tbe impending ftorm, exceeded that which menaced our poliefiions. 
It is true, that Tippoo Sultaun's views againft the Courts of Poonah and Hyderabad 
were oftenfibly limited to the recovery of the ccflions made by him to thofe Powers 
in 1792; but it cannot be doubted, that his ambition and rapacity would have 
augmented with the pregrefs of his victories, and his revenge was not of a temper 
to be mitigated by fuccefs. 

55* Your Honorable Court is apprized of the changes which fucctffively and 
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rapidly took place in the condition of our alliances, and of our army, fubftituting 
at Hyderabad, in place of a French fadion and a French army, BritiQi influence 
and a confidcrable Britilh force, and producing, ultimately, the happy reftoration of 
confidence and energy among your fervanti at Fort St. George : it is, therefore^ 
unneceffary to dwell on that part of the fubjeft; but it may be expedient to advert 
to the date of the general expeAations, at different periods of time previpus to the 
war, and to compare our adual fituation with tbofe expeftations, as well as with our 
pofition in the nlonth of June 1798. 

56. At that time, even th« moft fanguine difpofictoas, and thofe leaft affcded 
by the prevalent panic, would probably have been content ta have detached Tippoo 
Sultaun from his alliance with the French Nation, in the hope that, without the aid 
of a French force, he would not attempt to difturb the tranquillity of the Car-t 
natic. 

57. Even at a later period, when the fubverfion of the French party at Hy* 
derabad, the reftoration of the Nizam to the condition of an efficient Ally, and the 
advanced flate of our military preparations, had tnfpired a general fpirit of confi* 
dence and zeal, the moft consent and zealous would have deemed the iflue of the 
approaching conteft profpcrous, as well as honorable, if it had eflS;6t:ed a'oonfider- 
able redudion of the power and refources of Tippoo Sultaun^ and had obtained a 
reafonable indemnity for the expenfes of the Allies. 

58. The entire dcftrudtion of , Tippoo Sultaun's power, or the abfolute transfer 
of his refources, to any band lefs inimical or lefs violent, would have been deemed 
a glorious termination, even of a long and expenfive conteft. 

59/ But the fuccefs of your arms in the ihort period of the late campaign^ baa 
not merely excluded the French from Myfore, provided an ample indemnity to 
you and to your Ally for the charges of the war, deftroyed the hoflile power of 
Tippoo Sultaun, and effeduaily precluded its revival, but has transferred the fword 
of your implacable enemy into your own hands, and turned to your ufe the main 
fprings of his wealth and firength. 

6o. By the Partition-Treaty of Myfore, you have acquired an augmencaiioti 
of dired territorial revenue, to the annual amount of about Star Pagodas 6,47,641. io» 
By the Subfidiary Treaty of Seringapatam you have fecured aa annual fubfidy 
of Star Pagodas 7,00,000, making, together with your new territorial revenue, the 
fum of Srar Pagodas 13,47,641. lo. and leaving (after deducting the proviQon al* 
lotted for the families of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun) an annual iocreaie 
of your funds in this quarter of India, equal to Scar Pagodas 11,47,641. lo* But a 
reafonable expedation is entertained, that the territory acquired by the Company^ 
under the Treaty of Myfore, wUl yield, in the courie of a few years^ a finn not lefs than 
I Star 
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Star Pagodas i^^fB^S^S. If fuch an advance in the nominal Revenue of the acquired 
diftriAs (hould adually be realized, the politive augmentation of your available annual 
refourccs, in confequcnce of the late fcttlement of My fore, will amount nearly to twenty 
lacs of Star Pagodas : But in eftimating the increafe of your annual available refources, 
fince the month of June, 1798, the augmentation which took place in the fubfidy 
payable by the Nisam is not to be omitted. By the Treaty of Hyderabad, conclud* 
ed on the firft of September, 1798, the annual fubfidy was augmented from Arcot 
Rupees 6,44,556, to Arcot Rupees 24,17,100, making an increafe annually of Ar- 
cot Rupees 17972,544, or Srar Pagodas 5,64,982. Thus the total augmentation of 
your available annui^l refources, Gnce June, 1798, m this quarter of your poflefiions, 
amounts aftually to Star Pagodas 17,12,623, and if the revenue of the newly ac- 
quired territory ihould be realized (according to juft ezpeAation) will amount to Star 
Pagodas 25,43,680* 

61. Againft thefe acquifitions, muft be placed the expenfe of whatever addi- 
tions it may be found neceffary to make your military force, either in confequence 
of the exteniion of your territory, or of the fubfidiary engagements which have been 
contrafted with the Nizam, and with the Rajah of Myfore* 

62. The fubfidiary force at Hyderabad muft be conlidered as a part of your 
cf&cient ftreogth, prepared for your fervice on any emergency, and ready to aid 
you, in any future war, as it has done in the lad. It does not appear to me pro^ 
bable, that it will be pecefTary to make any confiderable addition to the military 
eftablilhment of Fort St. George, in confequence of the Treaty of Hyderabad ; nor 
do I apprehend, that the requifitc increafe of that eftablifhment, and of the army of 
Bombay, in confequence of the two treaties annexed to this difpatch, will bear any 
proportion to the increafe of your revenue and refources : for it muft never be for- 
gotten, that while your territory has been extended, your frontier has been contrac- 
ted and ftrengthened, your principal enemy utterly diftroycd, and an Ally and dc- 
pendant of the Company eftabliihed on his throne. 

63. I do not ytt poflVfs the means of ftating, with fufficient accuracy, to your 
Honorable Court, either the amount of the charges incurred in confequence of the va- 
rious meafures of preparation and precaution, which became necefTary on the difcovery 
of Tippoo Sultaun's hoftile defigns in June, 1798, or the amount of the expenfe whicn 
is to be placed to the account of the operations of the late war. The accumulated 
charges, 00th of our preparations and of the war, muft be confiderable ; but when- 
ever aftatementof the expenfes of the late war can be fubmitted to your Honorable 
Court, your wifdom and juftice will ncceflarily diftinguifli the charges incurred for the 
purpofe of aflcmbling an effeftive army irt the field, from thofe aftually belonging 
to the operations of your armies in Myfore, and to the fiege of Seringapatam. 

64. From the moment that Tippoo Sultaun's negotiation had tranfpired, it 
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bjecame an indifpenfable daty to place the Carnatic in a pofture of compleat defence. 
The experience of former wars with Myfore, the nature of the frontier of the 
Carnatic (expofed, in various points, by its almoft innumerable pafles, to the incur- 
fion of the enemy,) the adtual ftate of aflFairs in India and in Europe, all concurred 
to convince me, that the only rational fyftem of defence againft Tippoo Sulraun was, 
to afTemble your armies on the Coafls of Coromandel and Malabar, in fuch force, in 
fuch a (late of equipment, and in fuch a pofition, as ihould excite in the mind of 
the Sultaiin, a juft alarm for the fafeiy of his capital. No other plan was calculated 
to fecure the Carnatic againft the ravages of his numerous cavalry ; becaufe no other 
plan would have compelled him to concentrate his forces within his own territories, 
for the defence of the vital point of his empire. His capital was not only the ob- 
jeftofhis pride, but the center of his power; it was the ftrongeft fortification, the 
principal granary of his army, bis only arfenal, the repolitoty of his treafure, and 
the prifon of the legitimate claimant of his throne, as well as of the families of ail 
his great chieftains, whofe obedience he fecured by retaining the objedt of their 
reverence and aflRcftion, within the walls of the fortrcfs of Seringapatam. On the 
prefervation of that fortrcfs, therefore, depended the fate of his, empire, aad (although 
I did not negledt any practicable precaution againft the contrary courfe of events) my 
judgment was always decided, that be would never abandon the defence of Seringa- 
patam, but with his life. 

65. The fuccefe of the plan (founded on this opinion) fully anfwered its primary 
purpofe, fince no partof the Sultaun's force ventured to enter the Company *s pof- 
feffions in the Carnatic during the late hoftilities. It alfo fully anfwered the fecon- 
dary purpofe, of enabling your armies (when ourfpecific negotiation had failed) to 
adt offenfivcly, with promptitude, vigour, and effed. 

66. ' Neither the expenfe of the magazines of grain and other ftores, on either 
Coaft» nor of the batterring train, with its equipment of cattle, ought therefore to be 
charged to the account of the war; for every expenfe incurred previous to the 
3d February 1799 (the day on which Lieutenant General Harris received orders to 
march) muft and would have been incurred, if no war had taken place, and ought to 
be charged ta the account of the indifpenfable defence of your pofifeflions, according 
CO the only plan wbicb. could provide effedually for that objed. 

67. The expenfes of moving the battering train to Seringapatam, as well 
as of maintainining the army in Myfore^ cannot have much exceeded the charges 
which muft have been continued, if the whole had remained within your frontier ; 
and when it is confidered, that if the army with the battering train had not moved to 
Seringapatam, the expenfive, but neceflary fyftem of defence already explained, 
iDuft have been protraAed, until all danger from Tippoo Sultaun's connection with 
the French ihould have been averted, your Honorable Court will probably fanftion 
tvty decided opinion, that the rapid movement of the Britifli forces towards the fcene

of their certain triumph, was not only the moft cflfeaual, but the moft economical 
meafurc which could have been adopted, to fruftratc the views of the eilemy, and to 
fecure the tranquillity of your poffefllons. 

68. For, on the one hand, no profped appeared of any pradicable redudion in 
the expenfc of a defcnfivc fyftem, during the continuance of the war between Great 
Britain and France, while every hour of delay in the naovemcnt of our army, afforded 
to Tippoo Sultaun the means of increafing his flrength, of receiving fuccours from the 
French, and confcquently, of aggravating to the Company, both the expenfc anj 
hazard of the impending conteft. 

69. On the other hand, the ftate of our army, the arrangements which had been 
naade for its equipment and fupply in every departmeot, anVi the period of the feafon, 
left no doubt, that the great objedt of the war would be attained in one (bort cam* 
paigB. Nor did this calculation prove to have been in any degree fangtiine j for al- 
though an alarm of a deficiency of grain prevailed in the army before Seringapatam on 
the i6th of April, it appeared foon after, upon an accurate examination, that at thac 
time, (exclufive of the immenfe depot eftablilhed in the diftrift of Coorga'i a quantity 
of grain remained in camp, fufBcient to maintain th^ whole of the fighting men of 
the army, at half allowance, until the 20th of Ma^; and on the 13th of thac months 
Major General Floyd returned to Seringapatam, With the large fupplies which had 
been forwarded from the Carnatic, under the care of Lieutenant Colonels Read and 
Brown. It may alfo be ufeful to remark, in this place, that if any accident had protraft- 
ed the operations of the fiege, beyond the 4th of May, ample time would ftill have 
remained for the reduction of the place, previous to the rifing of the Cavery, fince 
the four eldeft fons of Tippoo Sultaun, with an efcort of 1,500 men, and a conO- 
derable train of attendants, crofled that river on the i8th of June, on which day the 
water was nearly as low as on the day of the alT^ult. 

70. Reviewing all thefc circumftances, your Honorable Court will Ijereaftcr 
compare the expenfc incurred by the movement of the army to Seringapatam, with 
the probable charges of My other prafticable plan of policy, or of military operation. 

. In any view of the fubgeft it will probably appear, that the increafcof your revenue arid 
pecuniary refourccs, obtained by the iflue of the war, far overbalances the combined ex* 
penfeof the preparations for your defence, and of the operations of the late campaign* 

71. But in addition to this pofitive indemnification for your cxpenfes, your 
Honorable Court will alfoconfider the augmentation of your commercial and military 
ivfourccs fromthe c onqueft of Myfore. 

72. Hitherto, all traffic between your fuhjeds or dependant* and thofe of the 
late Sultaun was nearly prohibited^ by the reftraints to which bis hatred of the Britiih 
Nation, or his ignorance and prejudice, had fubj<:£ted the cpnununica^oa with your 
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poffeffions. Thefe rcflraintp being removed, and every proper encouragcnnent to 
commercial intcrcourfe being fubftitwted in their place, it may reafonably be ex- 
pected, that the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic and My- 
fore, will mutually confume a confiderable portion of their refpeftfve produftions and 
manufaftures, and that even a proportion of Britilh commodities will foon find a market 
in Myfore. My information, witb regard to the articles produced, manufaftured, 
or confumed, in the countries acquired by the ,Company and by the Rajah of Myfore, 
is at prefent too imperfedt to enable me to form any accurate calculation of thepoffible 
increafe of the imports from the Coaft of Malabar to Europe ; bt)t it appears probable, 
that your inveftment in the article of pepper may foon be augmented, to any extent 
which you may deem advifable. 

73 Your military refources may be confidered to have rtceived a great aug- 
mentation, not only from the additional fupplies of grain, provifions, and cattle, 
which your connexion with Myfore places at your difpofal, bu.t from the new chan- 
nels which it opens for recruiting the native force, both of thePrelidencic s of Fort 
St. George and Bombay. Under this head, m^y alfo be confidered the fuperiority of 
the climate of Myfore, to any in this quarter of India, and the means which it affords 
of preferving the bealtb, and confequcnt efficiency of European troops. 

74. Highly as I eftimate thefe immediate and direft advantages of revenue; 
and of commercial and military refource, I confider the recent fettlement of My- 
fore to be equally important to your interefts, in its tendency to encreafc your politi- 
cal conlideration and influence among the Native Powers of India, together with 
your means of maintaining internal tranquillity and order among your fubjefts and 
dependants, and of defending your poffeffions againft any enemy, either Afiatic or 
European. 

75. Thefe are principles of fubftantial and durable fecurity, the operation of 
which muff be felt throughout every part of your poffeffions, and in every branch %f 
your affairs both in India and Europe. 

76. The balance which it-was the policy of the Treaty of Seringapatam, in^ 
1792, to eftablifli between the Native Pdwers of India, was foon deranged by the 
cxmrfe of events: our influence in the general fcale proved infufficient, iwt only to 
maintain peace between our Allies, but to check either the rapid decline of iheir 
refpeftivc refources and (Irengch, or the growing afcendency of the French fa<3:ion ac 
Hyderabad, on the fyffematic machinations of Tippoo Sultaun. Experience has 
manifefted, that the power prefervcd to that infatuated and reftlefs Prince, muft al- 
ways have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to our interefts, and that, in no pofli- 
blec ombination or conflidl of the politics of Poonah and Hyderabad, could the 
interpofiiion or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun take a bias favourable to our fecurity . If he 
menaced war, or (ought alliance with cither or with both thofe States, his uniform obje(5t 
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v^as our difturbancc : If he remained neuter, either in their diflcntions or union, it was 
to prtferve his own ftrength unimpaired for that conteft with ours, which formed the 
favourite fcope of all his views. In no cafe, has his power been brought into aftion, 
or remained at reft, without a hoflile dcfign, and an injurious efFefl: to our influence 
and conftdcration. The balance is now in our own hands ; we now poffefs the irre- 
fiftiblc power, either of concentrating the mod efficient part of tne refources of 
Mylore in one mafs, for our fingle defence againft any poflible combination ; or of 
throwing the fame weight into that fcale, which (hall appear to require fuch an aid, 
for the prefervation of the general tranquillity^ on the folid bafis of moderation and 
juftice. 

77. The connexion between the Nizam and the French is entirely diflblved, 
under circumftances which, I truft, will render its renewal imprafticable, at Icaft for 
many years. 

78. The intrigues of Tippoo Sultaun among the Rajahs inhabiting the Coaft 
of Malabar, among the Poligars in the Carnatic, and among every other defcription 
of your difafFefted or refradory fubjefts, were the fources of continual commotion 
within your territories, while the vicinity of the hoftile frontier of Myfore offered 
refuge and impunity to every offender againft your authority, and to every 
difturber of the public peace. It may reafonably be expeded, that the eftablifhment 
of your influence in Myfore, will operate as a powerful check on the fpirtt of diforder 
in your own poffeffions, and by removing the caufes of internal weaknefs, may enable 
you to oppofe every foreign attack with greater confidence and vigour. 

79. Such appear to me to be the confequences of the late fettlement, as they 
relate more immediately to the interefts of the Honorable Company ; but it will be 
proper to confider them alfo as they affeft our Allies. 

80. The eftablifhment of a Hindoo State in Myfore, with the reftoration of the 
tdinplcs and endowments of that religion, muft be grateful to the Government of 
Poonah, independently of the advantages arifing from the fubftitution of a power of 
the fame religion and of pacific views, in the place of an odious Mahomedan Ufur- 
pation, fcarcely lefs hoftile to the Mahratta than to the Bricifh Nation. 

81. With regard to the Nizam, the folid and permanent benefits which have 
refulted to his Highnefs from the recent improvement of his connexion with the 
Company, and particularly from the new fettlement of Myfore, are obvious and con- 
fiderable. The exiftencc of his throne was faved, by the deftruftion of the French 
party at Hyderabad, in Oftober 1798. The formidable power of Tippoo Sultaun, 
which perpetually menaced his Highnefs's poffeffions, and filled his court and domi- 
nions with intrigues and treafon, has been annihilated, and a friendly aad allied State 
cftabliflied in Myfore. His Highnefs has received a large encrcafe of territory, reve- 
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nae, and power, together with fevcral important fortreflcs, tending greatly to fccure 
the tranquillity of his dominions. His expenfes in the war have been inconiiderable ; 
and if a comparifon were to be inftituted, of the advantages accruing to him and to 
the Company from the whole arrangement, thofe obtained by his Highnefs would 
probably be found to preponderate : For the danger from which he has been delivered, 
was even more imminent than that which menaced the Company's pofleffions ; and 
while his expenfes have borne no proportion to ours, he has attained equal benefits, 
both of indemnification and fecurity. The collateral benefits derivable by the Com- 
pany from its connexion with the Rajah of Myfore, will ncceflarily extend to the 
Nizam, and be fcarcely lefs felt by him, than by us, while he (hall remain faithful to. 
his alliance with the Company. I have the fatisfadtion to know, that his mod able 
and experienced counfellors are fully fcnfible of the cxtenfive and folid benefits ac- 
quired by his Highnefs, under the general operation of the late treaties, I am there- 
fore perfuaded, that his Highnefs's juft fenfe of the permanent interefls of his State^ 
will command his cordial co-operation, in the maintenance of the new fettlemenr. 

82. The interefts of the Rajah of Myfore being identified with thofe of the 
Company, and the fafety, profperity, and honor of the Pefhwa and of the Nizam 
being amply fecured by the Treaties of Hyderabad and Myfore, and by the Sub- 
fidiary Treaty of Seringapatam, I entertain a cpnfident expedlation, that the recent 
fettlement of the dominions of Tippoo Sultaun will prove not lefs durable than, I 
truft, it will be found equitable in its fundamental principles, beneficial in its general 
operation, and conformable, in every point of view, to the liberal charafter of the 
Engliih Eaftlndia Company, and to the juft and moderate policy eftabliihed by 
Parliament for the Government of the Britifti Empire in India.

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The following Particulars relative to the Condudl of Ttppoo Sultaun^ on the Day 
of the jijault and Capture of Seringapatam^ are taken from the Bombay 
Courier J of the 24th Auguft^ ^799* 



Extract of a Letter from Camp at Seringapatam. 

^* I fend you the following particulars relative to the conduA of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun on the 4th May, colleded chiefly from the Killadar of Scringapataai, ami 
from accounts given by fonae of his own fervants» 

•* Thf Sultaun went out early in the morning, as was his cuflom daily, to one of the 
cavaliers of the outer rampart of the north face, whence he could obfcrvc what was do- 
ing on both fides: he remained there till about noon, when he took his ufual fepaft under 
a Pandal. It would appear, that he had at that time no fufpicion of the aflault being 
ib near; for when it was reported to him, that our parallels and approaches were 
tmufually crooded with Europeans, he dlB not cxprefs the ieaft apprehenfion, nor 
tsrke any other precaution, but defiring the meflcnger to return to the weft face 
with orders to Meer Gof har, with the troops on duty near the breach, to keep a 
ftrid guard. 

*• A few minutes afterwards he was informed, that Meer Gof bar had been killed 
by a cannon fliot near the breach, which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly* 
He immediately ordered the troops that were near him under arms^ and his perfonal 
fervants to load the carbines which they carried for his own ufe, and halAen along the 
ramparts towards the breach, accompanied by a feleft guard and feveral of his chiefs* 
till he met a number of his troops flying before the van of the Europeans, who he 
perceived had already mounted and gained the ramparts/ Here he exerted himfelf 
to rally the fugitives, and uniting them with his own guard, encouraged them by his 
voice and example to make a determined ftand. He repeatedly fired on our troopa 
himfplf, and one of his fervants aflferts, that he faw him bringdown feveral Europeans 
near the top of the breach. 
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Notwichftanding thefe exertions, when the front of the European flank com- 
panifis of the left attack approached the fpot where the Sultaun flood, he found him- 
telf almoft entirely deferted^ and was forced to retire to the traverfcs of the North 
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Ramparts ; tlicfe he defended, one after another, with the braveft of his men and 
officers, and affiftcd by the fire of his people on the inner wall, he fcveral times ob- 
liged the front of our troops, who were pufbtngpn wicb (heir ufual ardor, to tnake % 
ibnd. The lo& here would have been much greater on our part, had not the light 
infantry and part of the battalion companies of the twelfth regiment, crofling the 
inner ditch, and mounting the rampart, drivtn the enemy i^rom thcrti, and taken in 
revcrfcthofe who, with the Sultaun, were defending the traverfcs of the outer ram* 
parts. 

** While any of his troops remained with him, the Sultaun continued to difpute 
the grounds until he approached the pafTage acrofs the ditch to the gate of the inner 
fort i here he complaindl o( pain and woaknefs in one of his legs, in which he had 
received a bad wound when very young, and ordering his horfe to be brought, he 
mounted ; but feeing tbc Europeans dill advancing on both the ramparts, he made 
Idr the gate, followed by his palanquin and a nuaiber of ofHcers, troops, and fer- 
vants. It was then, probably, his intention either to have entered and (hut the gate, 
in order to attack the fmall body of our troops which had got into the inner fort, 
and if fuccefiful in driving them out, to have attempted to have maintained it againft 
us, or to endeavour to oiake his way to the palace and there make his la(t (land ; but 
as he was crofling to the gate by the communication from the outer rampart, he re- 
ceived a mufquet-ball in the right lide, nearly as high as the breall: he however ftill 
prefied on, till he was flopped, about half way through the arch of the gateway, by 
the fire of the 12th light infantry from within, when he received a fecond ball dofe 
to the other* The horfe he rode on, being alfo wounded, funk under him, and his 
turban fell to the grounds Many of hia people fefl at the lanie cioit, on every fide, by 
mufquetry, both from within and without the gate/ 

^^ The fallen Sultayn was immediately raifed bv fbme of his adherents and placed 
tipon his palaoquio, under the arch, and on one fioe the gateway, where he lay or fac 
for fome minutes faint and exhaufted, till fome Europeans entered the gateway. A 
iervant, who has Au'vived, relates that one of the foldiers feized the Suttaun^s fwofd- 
belt (which was very rich; and attempted to pull it ofT; that the Sultaun, who ftill 
held ^is fwQtd in his h^nd, made a cut at the foldier with all his remaining ftrength, 
and wounded him about the knee, on which he put his piece to his Ihoulder, and (hot 
the Sukaua through the ttmple, when he iniUntly expired* 

. ^' Notiefs than three hundred men were killed and numbers wounded under the 
arch of this gateway, which foon4)ecame impaflable, excepting over the bodies of die 
dead and dying. - 

^^ About duik. General Baird, in confequencc of information be had received 
at the Palace calne with lights to the gate, accompanied by the late KHIadar of th4 
fort and others, to fearch For the body of the Sultaun, and nhct much labour it wm 
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found and brought from under a heap of ilaln to the infide of the gate. The coun- 
tenance was no ways diftorted^ but had an expreflfion of ftern compouire ; his turban^ 
jacket* and fword-belt were gone, but the body was recognized by fome of his people, 
who were there, to be Padjhaw^ and an officer who was prefcnt, with the leave of 
General Baird, took from off his right arm the Talifman^ which contained^ fewed up 
in pieces of fine flowered filk, an amulet of a brittle metallic fubftance of the colour 
of filver^ and fome manufcripts in Magic Arabic and Perfian charadters, the purport 
of which, had there been any doubt, would have fufficiently afcertained the identity 
of the Sultaun's body. It was placed on his own palanquin, and, by General Baird's 
orders, conveyed to the court of the Palace, where it remained during the night, 
furni(hing a remarkable inftance to thofe who are given to reflcSion, of the uncer- 
tainty of human affairs. He, who had left his Palace in the morning a powerful^ 
imperious Sultaun, full of vaft ambitious projefts, was brought back a lump of clay, 
bis kingdom overthrown, his capital taken, and his Palace occupied by the very man, 
(Major General -Baird) who about fifteen years before had been, with other viftims of 
his cruelty and tyranny, relealed from near four years of rigid confinement in irons, 
fcarce three hundred yards from the fpot where the corpfe of the Sultaun now lay. 

*^ Thus ended the life and the power of Tippoo Sultaun. It will require an 
able pen to delineate a character apparently fo inconfiflent, but he who attempts it 
sauft not decide haftily*''. 
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
